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ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen o f the City Council : — 

Your assembling here this morning marks the era 
of the inauguration of the forty-seventh City Council; 
and it is to be hoped that no one of our many prede- 
cessors has assembled with higher aspirations or a 
more fixed determination to guard and preserve the 
best interests of our city. For myself, I take pleasure 
in returning my sincere thanks to my fellow citizens 
for the confidence reposed in me, which they made 
manifest by reflection to the highest municipal office 
in their gift; and it will be my constant endeavor to 
conduct the affairs and business interests of the muni- 
cipality, so far as in me lies, in strict accordance with 
the city charter and ordinances. 

In order that all our affairs may be managed wisely, 
judiciously, and economically, harmony must ever pre- 
vail among you. You should be actuated by but one 
motive, have but one aspiration, and this should be 
pursued with a singleness of purpose; and it is the 
fundamental principle and the key-stone of all good 
governments, “The greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber.” And in order that this end may be attained, all 
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personal projects and individual interests should be 
as nothing. 

Our city at the present moment, and for some years 
past, has been favored with a healthy and permanent 
growth; our large and diversified industries have pros- 
pered, and in their prosperity employment has been 
furnished to our people, and others have been attracted 
to our busy mart. We are collectively, as members 
of the City Council, and individually, as tax-payers, 
deeply interested in the success of these industries. 
There has been no conflict between labor and capital 
(so called), and neither should there be, for one is 
dependent upon the other. Labor produces capital, 
and it in turn is the accumulated or surplus earnings 
of labor; and it is our bounden duty to see to it that 
in all our municipal acts simple justice is rendered 
both . Economy — and I use the word in its broadest 
'sense — should be our watchword. For a few years 
past our expenditures have been very great, two ex- 
pensive bridges having been completed during the past 
year, both of which were contracted for and partially 
completed in 1882. The Central bridge was necessary 
to take the place of the wooden structure destroyed by 
fire. The other, the Aiken street bridge, was com- 
pleted at an expenditure of $195,000. At present it is 
but little used, but the travel will increase in propor- 
tion to the increase in building on the Centralville 
shore. I understand that a project, more or less 
remote, is contemplated, at a presumed expense of 
$75,000 to $100,000, to improve the means of access 
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to it on the city side, by opening an avenue from 
Moody or Merrimack street, and erecting another 
bridge across the canal at a point opposite Aiken 
street. Should such a proposition come before you 
the present year, I sincerely trust it will not meet with 
your approval. Time will prove its necessity, but that 
time is far distant, and it will be offered only to sub- 
serve private interests, and not the public necessities. 

We have expended for sewerage the present year an 
immense sum. The intercepting sewer was inaugur- 
ated by the City Council of 1882, at a presumed cost 
of $300,000. The then City Treasurer, Mr. McAlvin, 
was authorized to issue and sell bonds to the amount 
of $150,000, which was deemed sufficient to complete 
one-half the length. Fifty-six thousand dollars of this 
amount was sold, and the greater part expended in 
1882. The balance, $94,000, remained unsigned in the 
safe of the Treasurer at the time of the inauguration 
of the City Council of 1883. These, however, were 
found to be non-negotiable, for the reason that they 
bore date of October, 1882, and could not be signed 
by the Mayor and Treasurer who were elected to serve 
for 1883. On account of this oversight, it was neces- 
rary to pass a new resolution, authorizing the issue of 
another series of bonds for the same amount. 

The work progressed under the supervision of the 
same committee who had had charge of it since its 
inception the year previous, and it was found neces- 
sary to make another loan for $150,000, which, as 
it was originally supposed, would be sufficient to 
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complete it; but, owing to unforeseen difficulties, on 
account of quicksand, and also from the fact that it was 
deemed advisable to lower the grade for a portion of 
the distance, $85,000 in addition was borrowed. A 
sinking fund for the liquidation of the loan of 1882, 
amounting to $150,000, of which $56,000 was ex- 
pended as referred to previously, was established by 
the resolution authorizing the loan. But the loans 
made the present year, for its completion, were made 
on the ten-year installment plan, by which sinking 
funds are dispensed with. This method of negotiat- 
ing loans meets with the approval of our most able 
financiers. 

These expenditures, two of which were extraordi- 
nary, have largely increased our city debt, and you 
should carefully consider whether it is not extremely 
advisable to guard our expenditures with the utmost 
care; and it would also be expedient for you to con- 
sider whether some change in the general management 
of our appropriations is not advisable. 

The power of the Mayor is very limited, while his 
responsibility, in the opinion of the average public, is 
very great. His only means of preventing improper 
municipal legislation, or waste of money, is the veto 
power. This I have exercised in the case of the award 
of the Committee on Sewers to the Pevey Brothers, 
respecting which I have not changed my opinion. He 
cannot control any committees. His only remedy 
would be to arraign them either before the Board of 
Aldermen or a joint convention, as the emergency of 
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the case might require, — a mode of procedure that 
has never been resorted to. It would be advisable, 
however, to make such changes as would place him 
upon the more important committees, and such was 
the custom previous to 1876, and is the present custom 
in almost all the Hew England cities. 

The heads of the several departments should be held 
responsible for the expenditure of their appropriations, 
and with the heads, the several committees. The 
great defect in our system is that too many have poAver 
to expend money, and the responsibility for so doing 
cannot be fixed. The heads of the se\ T eral depart- 
ments make the approximates of the sums of money 
necessary for the year ensuing. These are placed 
with the committee on appropriations, and they make 
up the appropriations from such estimates, after which 
the whole matter comes before the City Couucil for 
final action. The se\ r eral committees then proceed to 
do their work, Avithout apparently the slightest regard 
to the expending of their particular appropriation to 
the best possible advantage; and, as a consequence, in 
far too many cases, before the close of the year trans- 
fers have to be made, or temporary loans effected, 
Avhich are paid from the tax levy the folloAving year, 
to remedy the deficiency in amount of the original 
appropriations . 

In 1882, $40,000 Avas borroAved on the city note for 
one year, Avhich increased our tax rate for the past 
year seventy-five cents on a thousand dollars, other- 
Avise our tax would have been $14.45, in place of 
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$15.20. The last year $53,000 was borrowed in a 
similar manner, to be paid from the tax levy of 1884. 
This mode of procedure is all wrong. "While, as offi- 
cials in charge of the large interests of the city, we 
may not be able in every case to use with the same 
ease and convenience the simple rules which would 
apply in our personal business transactions of a much 
less formal nature, we should, none the less, make it 
alway our aim and endeavor to do so in all cases, so 
far as the circumstances might permit. 

The fault is not so much in the personnel or make- 
up of our city government as it is in our system. The 
Mayor should, as I have stated heretofore, be a mem- 
ber of the more important committees, and should be 
elected for two years. The members of the City 
Council should be elected in the outset, one-half for one 
year and one-half for two years. After the first year 
twelve members of the Council and four members of 
the Board of Aldermen would be elected each year to 
serve two years; and by this means we would have at 
all times a portion of the City Council trained men, 
fully conversant with their duties, and the best inter- 
ests of the city would by this means be subserved. It 
should also be fixed by ordinance that after the appro- 
priations have been made no transfers or temporary 
loans be made for the benefit of any of the several 
departments, but that the work of such department 
should cease; and it is only by these steps that this 
growing evil will be obliterated. The present and future 
prosperity of our city is dependant on a frugal admin- 
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istration of affairs, and to that end I trust you will 
direct your best energies ; and while so doing you will, 
I assure you, receive my hearty co-operation. 

I will first call your attention to our financial exhibit.

Respecting the net increase of the city debt, which 
includes the loan made for the construction of Taylor 
street bridge, in order that our people may know the 
exact status, which they should do, I would state that 
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there has been borrowed on account of the construc- 
tion of the Intercepting sewer, $329,000, which, de- 
ducted from $344,653.08, leaving the increase of the 
debt, independent of the sewer, $15,653.08; and, were 
it not for the construction of the Taylor street bridge, 
would show a net reduction in the debt of $61,046.92. 

The extensive improvements authorized by the City 
Council of 1882, and which we have been obliged to 
complete, have necessitated the negotiation of large 
permanent loans; and the Committee on Finance have 
been very fortunate in placing them at a minimum rate 
of interest, — the highest rate paid for any permanent 
loan during the year 1883 being 3j 9 0 per cent, net, 
whereas the city receives from the First National 
Bank, on its cash balances from day to day, 3^ 
per cent. 

These loans have been made payable one-tenth 
annually, thereby obviating the necessity of establish- 
ing sinking funds, and assuring the payment of our 
indebtedness, without incurring any risk from the 
depreciation of securities. 

This method of making our loans payable one-tenth 
annually, meets with the approval of our best local 
fi nanciers. And it occurs to me in this connection that 
we may learn something from the past regarding the 
matter of negotiating loans. 

Whenever it becomes in the future necessary to 
make large loans for a. long period of time, I would 
advise the City Council to adopt a plan similar to that 
which has proved so successful in the conduct of the

finances of the National Government, — of reserving 
the right of calling in their bonds before the expiration 
of the loan. I can see that if this method had been 
adopted some years since, the city would have saved 
many thousands of dollars. For instance, had the 
City Council of 1870 reserved some such right as did 
the National Government before it, the city would now 
be saving some two per cent on the entire water loan 
negotiated in that year, or a yearly amount of about 
$26,000. 

An inspection of the interest account for the year 
1883, shows that there has been received from various 
sources, largely from daily balances, $8,199.50, as 
as against $3,862.06 received in 1882. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

It is only by educating our children that we can 
look forward to the future with any degree of hope for 
the preservation of our institutions, and to preserve 
our status in society and maintain all that makes us 
what we arc at present. The appropriation for educa- 
tion is by far the largest we are called upon to make, 
and, without question, there is no expense which our 
people will bear the burden of more cheerfully. We 
are, to a great extent, a cosmopolitan people; our 
hospitable shores furnish a refuge and an asylum for 
all nations and creeds, and our institutions have a very 
peculiar influence. Those seeking our shores, do it 
for the purpose of improving their condition. They 
take upon themselves, or should do so, the right and 
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privilege of citizenship, and thus become Americans in 
thought, feeling, and interest. Their children are edu- 
cated in our schools, and our institutions eradicate, so 
to speak, every thought, every feeling, that is foreign 
to the best interest and prosperity of- our country; and 
this happy condition of things is owing entirely to our 
school system. In our public schools all children meet 
upon a common level; the fruits of our educational 
tree hang -within their reach, and can be had for the 
plucking. Our school books are free to every scholar, 
and it is of the utmost importance that in the manage- 
ment of our schools our motto should be “ Excelsior,” 
“ ever upward,” “ ever onward.” 

And you, gentlemen, who together with myself have 
a practical knowledge of our school system, and Avho 
realize that whatever we are, whatever we possess, and 
all that we can hope to attain, we owe to our public 
schools, will co-operate with me in aiding the school 
board, under whose immediate supervision our schools 
are, in their good work. 

I feel, however, that some changes might be made 
that would render our school system still more effi- 
cient, which I recommended in my last inaugural, and 
the school board have some important matters now 
under consideration. Our present method of admis- 
sion to the High School is defective, and I Avoid d 
recommend a change in our High School system. 
There is not that demand in our educational marts for 
young men Avho are graduates of colleges, Avith a 
thorough knowledge of the classics and dead lan- 
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guages, that existed some years since, but for those 
versed in the arts and sciences; and the compensation 
held out is much greater. And it is far better that our 
youth should be well versed in Chemistry, Botany, 
Philosophy, Mathematics, Science of Government, and 
theoretical laws of business, than in Omsar’s Commen- 
taries, Virgil, or Homer; and such a course of special 
training should be instituted for those entering our 
High School who do not intend to take an academic 
course. 

A change is also needed in our Grammar schools, in 
the curriculum of studies. Of the entire number 
entering those schools, upwards of ninety per cent, fail 
to complete the course, and almost entirely for the 
reason that the necessities of their parents oblige them 
to place their children at work, so that the fruits of 
their labor may enable them to maintain either them- 
selves or others. For such it is extremely essential 
that a special training should be instituted, and they 
should be well grounded in those rudiments that will 
be of the greatest practical advantage. 

I submit the following tables, covering a period of 
ten years, showing the expenditures of our schools, 
which I trust will convey information of value to our 
citizens : —

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The facilities for acquiring an education afforded to 
those of our people whose necessities are such that 
they must labor through the day, have been further 
increased the past year. The good fruits which are 
made manifest, fully prove the wisdom of their estab- 
lishment. In addition to the schools in the basement 
of the Green school house, and the Common, Lyon, 
and Church street school houses, rooms have been 
opened in the Butler school, the Franklin school 
house, also in the Worthen street school building. 
The classes in the Mission school building have been 
transferred to the hall of the engine house on Fourth 
street. In the evening schools on Worthen street the 
higher branches are taught. Latin and Algebra classes 
have been formed.. In the Common street school the 
city has been fortunate in secui’ing the services of Mr. 
Guilett, an educated French gentleman. This school 
is attended by many French adults, a large portion 
of whom, not being familiar with our language, are 
taught the lower primary branches. 

I feel that the evening schools are doing an ines- 
timable amount of good, and a two-fold object is being 
attained. Those attending are removed from the 
temptations of the streets, and at the same time are 
enabled to acquire the rudiments of an education, and 
in many cases become quite proficient. 

The schools for drawing, designing, and modeling 
still continue to do good work, and are more and more 
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appreciated by our people, who now realize their 
importance. 

The appropriation for schools, as per appropriation 
passed by our City Council, was $145,000, to which 
has been added $16,649.39, making the total expense 
for the year, $161,649.30. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

During the past year the Butler school has been 
completed, at an expense of about $50,000.00. An 
eight-room Grammar school has been partially com- 
pleted ou the Mammoth road, which will be known as 
the Pawtucketville school, upon which $27,000.00 has 
been expended. An additional sum of $12,000.00 will 
be necessary for its completion, and it will be ready 
for occupancy at the September term. 

I beg leave to repeat a maxim from my inaugural of 
last year: “ There is no royal road to learning.”' And 
the large amounts of money expended in embellishing 
both the interior and exterior of school houses erected, 
and now being erected, is entirely uncalled for. The 
same results could be obtained, as far as educational 
facilities are concerned. All the modern sanitary pre- 
cautions should be placed in our schools, but to spend 
money for decorations, pure and simple, is unjust to 
our tax payers. 

The Primary school on Grand street has lately been 
replaced by a new and more commodious building. 
Land has been purchased on Powell street from Dr. 
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Robert 'Wood, at an expense of two thousand dollars 
($2000.00) upon which a Primary school can be 
erected, when the emergency of the case requires it. 
The school house on London street is crowded to reple- 
tion, and should be raised one story. By this means 
the children in that vicinity can be accommodated, 
whereas they now are obliged to occupy a room in 
the old school building on Carter street, which has 
been condemned for school purposes. At some 
time in the future, though not necessary the present 
year, both school buildings on Carter street should 
be sold and removed, and a brick building take 
their place. The school building at the junction of 
Middlesex and Elliot streets, is inadequate to 
accommodate the scholars now attending, which 
number 200. Its sanitary condition is very poor, 
and cannot be improved. The location is very valua- 
ble for business purposes, and it would be well 
when a change is made, but we would not recom- 
mend its being done the present year, that three 
schools be consolidated in some proper location, viz: 
the one on Middlesex street, the one on Charles 
street, which building is very poor and surrounded 
on three sides by objectionable privies, and also the 
one on Church street. This latter location is quite 
objectionable, and for two serious reasons: It is very 
noisy, the cars are being constantly shifted as the 
trains are made up on the Boston & Maine R. R., 
exactly in the rear, and the second objection being, 
it is so situated that the sunlight never enters the 
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rooms, which is very essential to the health of the 
children. These changes are not recommended, as I 
have stated previously, for the present year, but 
within a few years such change should be made. 
Aside from the change in the London street school, 
there is no pressing necessity for the expenditure of 
any considerable sum of money upon our school 
buildings for the present year. Another evil which 
affects to quite an extent the sanitary condition of 
our schools is owing to the fact that the 
janitors, whose duty it is to care for the school 
houses, although paid from the appropriations for 
schools, are under control of the Committee on 
Lands and Buildings. This condition of things is 
not for the best interest of our schools, and should 
be remedied. The original appropriation for this 
department was $40,000.00, to which has been 
added by transfer, $38,606.50, and there now re- 
mains to its credit, $9,035.93. 

PUBLIC LIBRARY AND READING ROOM. 

An innovation, which is certainly to the credit of 
the City Council of the past year, has taken place 
respecting our library. It is now as free as our 
public schools, and one will stop and naturally ask 
the question, Why was it not done before? A free 
reading room has been opened in connection with it, 
where may be found the greater portion of the lead- 
ing magazines, daily and weekly papers, and also 
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papers devoted to manufacturing, mechanical and 
scientific topics. This, most certainly, supplies a want 
long felt, for it is an educator. During the day and 
evening there may he found the student, the inventor, 
and the scholar, and the young man who is earnestly 
endeavoring to improve his mind, fully realizing that 
by so doing he improves his standing in society, and 
by increasing his store of knowledge, and by persever- 
ance, he must needs win success in the battle of life. 
New books are being constantly added, and, although 
it is not as yet in perfect working order, the circulation 
has more than doubled. 

A free library really affords to many of our young 
men who are striving to increase their store of knowl- 
edge, an opportunity to acquire as good an education 
as can be derived from the average college, and I feel 
that I cannot speak too highly of the change ; and as 
our people become more conversant with it, it will be 
fully appreciated. If some one of our citizens who 
has been blessed in the pursuit of this world’s goods, 
should devote a sum of money for the purpose of 
erecting a library building, his memory would live 
longer and be more cherished than if he should erect 
monuments of marble or bronze. 

The appropriation from all sources has been $10,- 
334.65 ; balance standing to its credit, $316.60. 
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LICENSES. 

Our statute books contain a law regulating the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, and leaving it optional with the 
people as to whether licenses shall be granted or not. 
This matter, gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen, 
will come before you for your decision, and as a 
majority of votes at our recent election were in favor 
of granting licenses, it remains with you to use your 
best judgment and see to it that licenses are granted 
only to those who will best comply with the spirit of 
the law; and I will repeat here what I have stated on 
other occasions, that the sale of intoxicating liquors 
on Sunday shall be stopped, in so far as 1 have the 
power to do so. 

POLICE. 

The safety of our property, and to a certain extent 
our lives, is dependent on the faithfulness and effi- 
ciency of our police. In order that the best*possible 
results may be attained, they should hold their posi- 
tions not as depending on the success of one adminis- 
tration or another, but upon the manner in which they 
discharge their duties; and no person should be ap- 
pointed on the police force if he, at the time of his 
appointment, is over forty-five years of age, unless he 
has been on the force previously; for it is essential 
that only persons of more than average intelligence, 
and in the prime of life, should be selected. 
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The duties of a patrolman are such as call for de- 
cision of character; he must be a man of exemplary 
habits, otherwise he is unsuited for the place, and our 
police force should not be a place for those who do 
not come fully up to all these requirements. The 
station house is in a good condition. The force con- 
sists of 67 persons, viz: Marshal, 2 deputies, 2 ser- 
geants, 2 inspectors, 51 regular patrolmen, and 9 
supernumararies. I would earnestly recommend a 
new departure, in a measure, which is the intro- 
duction of the telephone in connection with our 
police system. 

Now that electricity has become the servant of 
science, and is applied to so many different uses, 
I am strongly of the impression that if a thorough 
trial were once made, it would be a great success, 
and it might be employed in the manner following: 
Place 40 telephones in different portions of the city. 
This can be done by inclosing them in an iron ease 
or wooden box, covered Avith galvanized iron, to be 
used by each patrolman day or night, and it will 
be of vastly more importance for night use, and 
principally on beats farthest distant from the station. 

These cases can be attached to a tree, honse 
or a store corner, as the circumstances may require, 
and so arranged that each patrolman will call the 
station once an hour, so that if 40 patrolmen Avere 
using them, they could be located every tAvo min- 
utes at the station house, where the night sergeant 
would sit at the sAvitch table and beep a constant 
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record of each man on a paper prepared specially 
for the purpose, and which would to a certain 
extent do the same service that the watch clock 
does where it is used. By this means the 
sergeant would avoid travelling about the beats, 
looking up the several patrolmen, and when a patrol- 
man fails to call the station he must account for 
such delinquency, and the advantages, to the public 
would be in the fact that the patrolman would not 
he obliged to leave his beat to convey a prisoner to 
the station; when the arrest was made he would 
take his prisoner to the nearest telephone, call the 
sergeant, who would send a team to the point, 
take the prisoner from the patrolman, Avho would 
then go back upon his beat, and by this means 
his beat would at all tunes be covered, for many 
breaks are made, or could be made, by a few men, 
two or three, who in order to have the patrolman 
leave the beat, could arrange to have an arrest 
made for feigned drunkenness, and in the absence of 
the patrolman make the break; and again, should 
a patrolman see two or three suspicious persons 
upon his beat, he could communicate with the 
the station, have help sent him, and then proceed 
to make the arrest. This system would require 
simply the expense of a night team at the station, 
and 40 telephones can be placed and main- 
tained at about the same expense to the city, that 
a single patrolman now costs. The line will be 
constructed by the telephone company, fully 
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equipped and maintained for $2.08| per month for each 
station, and switch board furnished for office use. 
This would be a private line, purely and simply for 
police use; or, if the city see fit to build the line, the 
telephones will be furnished for one dollar per month. 
I feel that our citizens have a right to demand all the 
protection modern science can give them; and when 
almost the extreme of protection can be afforded for a 
minimum expense, it should be done. The beats, in 
some instances, are too long to be patrolled properly, 
and should be shortened. This may necessitate the 
appointment of a few additional patrolmen, but greater 
security is afforded.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The number of alarms the past year has been one 
hundred and thirteen, involving a loss of $98,962.88; 
but of this amount the disastrous fires at the W amesit 
Steam Mills and the Harris Mills covered $52,229.00, 
leaving a loss to our citizens on the 111 alarms of but 
$46,733.88. This reflects much ci’edit on the efficiency 
of our department. The total amount of insurance, 
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$89,826, and there were collected from the several 
insurance companies $41,733.88. 

The Wamesit Steam Mills were of a very combus- 
tible nature, being' filled with wood working ma- 
chinery, and were not insured to any large extent. 
The fire at the Harris Mills was in many respects a 
sad affair, as several of our firemen were seriously 
injured, owing to the throwing out of the walls, caused 
by the explosion of a tank of naphtha ; and although 
I fail to find in our ordinances any clause which the

owner has transgressed, I feel that a clause should be 
inserted that will' oblige all persons having on hand, 
either to sell or use, in any building however remote 
from others, a quantity of naphtha exceeding five gal- 
lons, to notify the Chief Engineer of the fire depart- 
ment of the fact, stating exactly in what part of the 
building it is located, so that proper precautions may 
be used. 

The department is in good condition. During the 
past year a new salvage wagon has been added, at 
an expense of $720, — the wagon formerly used being 
transferred to the fire alarm department. The insur- 
ance companies should co-operate with the committee 
on fire department in keeping up this particular por- 
tion to its fullest efficiency, and in order that it may 
be so placed, three permanent men should be added. 
This would engender an expense of $2,500 per an- 
num, which should be borne by the insurance com- 
panies. The salvage wagon responds to all alarms, 
and carries large blankets to protect property not only 
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from fire, but also from water. A hose company of 
ten men has been established at Ayers City, which 
will add greatly to the safety of that section. 

Material alterations have been made the past year 
in the house on Branch street, and alterations are 
needed in the Middle street house, and better sleeping 
accommodations afforded to the men. With the rapid 
growth of Central ville, and the hilly character of all 
the territory on the east side of Bridge street, I 
would recommend that a light hook and ladder car- 
riage be placed in the Fourth street house, for the 
reason that the houses in that section are almost 
entirely of wood, and the hook and ladder carriage 
on Middle street is altogether too heavy to be drawn 
over the hills; and another hook and ladder carriage 
should be placed in the Branch street house. 

The department now comprises nine hose carriages, 
four steamers, 15,000 feet of hose, one protective 
wagon, and one hundred and thirty men. Balance of 
appropriation of 1882, with appropriation of 1888, 
was $70,669.61. Expended, $70,488.88, leaving un- 
expended, $230.73.

WATER BOARD DEPARTMENT. 

This department is managed with the economy and 
excellent business methods which have characterized 
it in the past, and during the year have continued to 
extend their main line so as to keep pace with the 
rapid growth of our city. Three and one-half miles of 
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main pipe have been laid, of 12, 8, 6, and 4-inch pipe, 
showing an increase, as laid in 1882, of one and one- 
eighth miles. Three hundred and seventy new ser- 
vices have been placed, which gives our total service 
6,653.

An organization confined to Xew England has been 
in existence for the past few years, composed of super- 
intendents, engineers, and other officers of the various 
water boards, who meet each year, at which time 
topics are discussed pertaining to the best methods 
of managing this very important matter. The present 
year the organization will meet in our city, and I 
trust the courtesy and hospitality which have been so 
proverbial of our city in the past will be maintained. 

For a detailed statement of this department, I refer 
you to the exhaustive report of the board, which 
should be carefully perused by all our citizens. 


STREET LIGHTING DEPARTMENT. 

With the rapid growth of our city there is a con- 
stant demand for street lights, and a reasonable ex- 
penditure for lighting our streets is a good invest- 
ment. Crime ever seeks darkness, and assaults and 
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attempted robberies are always made in poorly lighted 
streets. We had on January 1st, of last year, 813 
gas lights and 234 gasoline, making a total of 1,047. 
There have been introduced during the year 72 elec- 
tric lights which burn all night, the cost per annum 
of each being $237.25, these lights have displaced 
136 gas lights. Sixty-eight new gas and 28 gasoline 
lights have been placed in other localities. The intro- 
duction of the electric light has given good satisfac- 
tion to our citizens, and should be maintained on our 
principal streets. I would recommend that wherever 
we now have gas and gasoline lights that they burn 
all night during the winter months, as by so doing 
the people would be better accommodated. Electric 
lights for general introduction would cause a greater 
expense than would be warranted. Aside from the 
72 electric lights, we now have 742 gas and 256 
gasoline lights, — a total of 998, aside from the electric 
lights. 

The appropriation for the past year was $24,969.- 
37 ; to which was added by transfer $5,000.00 ; un- 
expended, $3,558.9 5, making the total expense of the 
department, $26,410.42. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Our Superintendent reports the general condition 
quite good. The advisability of establishing voting 
precincts I referred to last year, but the city will 
be redistricted the coming year, and any discussion 
or action respecting, their establishment would be 
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inopportune. The ante-room of Huntington hall has 
been refurnished, and, inasmuch as the fact has been 
discussed as to the advisability of the city letting the 
hall for theatrical- purposes, it is a matter for the com- 
mittee on lands and buildings to determine whether 
it is best that the city should be deprived of this 
income or not. The stage and scenery were added 
some years ago, since which time the receipts have 
largely increased. The receipts for the past year are 
not as large as the year previous, for the reason that 
the rates were reduced generally, and in all cases 
where the hall was used by our own citizens for local 
charities, I have made special rates, for the reason 
that these charities are intended for the sole object of 
assisting the worthy poor, who, if their necessities 
were not relieved, would otherwise be obliged to call 
upon the city. 

The expenditures on public buildings have been 
$13,874.43. The balance standing to their credit is 
$1,003.79. 

BRIDGES AND ROADS. 

\ 

During the past year two new bridges spanning the 
Merrimack have been completed. The Central bridge 
is a beautiful structure, of thorough workmanship, 
and reflects much credit upon the builders. Being 
several feet wider than the wooden structure, the 
roadway is sufficiently broad so that two carriages 
can pass outside of the horse railroad track without 
inconvenience or danger. It is lighted with electricity, 
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and is, in short, such a structure as our people have 
g'ood reason to be proud of. The Aiken street bridge 
is lighted with gas, the labor having been done by our 
Superintendent of street lights. The approach to the 
same on the' Centralville shore, after the ground be- 
comes fully settled, should be macadamized, perma- 
nent sidewalks should be constructed, and proper 
fences erected on both embankments. The special 
committee on bridges, in adjusting the final settlement 
for its construction with the builders — the Berlin 
Bridge Company — claimed and were allowed a rebate 
of $2000 for damages, on account of delays on their 
part. The method of drawing up the contracts for 
the construction of both bridges was faulty, as was 
proved, in the clause relating to the time of comple- 
tion. While the time was stipulated, there was no 
penalty involved. 

The Taylor street bridge has been contracted, and 
is being constructed by Mr. W. H. Ward, whose name 
will of itself prove a guaranty for the character of the 
work. This structure will be of stone. 

All of our other bridges are in good condition. 
The one crossing the northern canal, making a con- 
tinuation of Cabot street, is the property of the Locks 
and Canals Company. It should be accepted by the 
city (and the company are willing to surrender it) for 
many reasons. Should any accident occur on account 
of lack of repairs on the part of the company, the city 
could not avoid the responsibility; and again, the city 
has, at a great expense, constructed the Aiken street 
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bridge, and our people cannot approach it from the 
city side without trespassing, so to speak, on private 
streets or ways. Cabot street has been accepted, 
northerly to southerly line of Ford street, below which 
it is a private way. Cheever and Hall streets have 
been accepted, but can only be reached by using that 
portion of Cabot street which has not been accepted. 

This condition of affairs should not be allowed to 
continue, and arrangements can be made with the 
Locks and Canals Company, and the Suffolk and 
Tremont Mills, by which the public will be conven- 
ienced, and at no expense to the city. A petition, 
upon which no action has been taken, was presented 
too late to be acted upon by the past City Council, 
and which I trust will meet with your approval. 

There have been laid during the past year fifteen 
thousand four hundred and sixty-one square yards of 
granite paving, on the following streets: Market, 
Middle, Branch, Merrimack, Bridge and School, at a 
cost, laid down, of $2 per square yard, making an 
aggregate cost of $30,922. In my opinion, but little 
paving is necessary the present year. 

The expenditure in our streets during the past year 
has been extremely large, and aside from keeping our 
streets in their present excellent condition, no special 
outlay is needed, or should be made; and I most 
earnestly recommend the Committee on Streets, when 
appointed, that they use extreme care in authorizing 
expenditures. Twenty-one thousand nine hundred 
and eight lineal feet, or four and one eighth miles of 
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granite curbing have been set, and nine thousand one 
hundred and two square yards of concrete laid. The 
following streets have been accepted : — 

Albion street, from "West Third street to West 
Fourth street; Belmont street, from Westford street to 
Pine street; Talbot street, from Fairmount street to 
Belmont avenue; Fairview street from Fairmount 
street to Belmont avenue; Smith avenue, from Mid- 
dlesex street to Branch street; Taylor street, from 
Lawrence street to Boylston street; Bartlett street, 
from Fayette street to High street; Ralph street, from 
Chelmsford street to Ware street; Meadowcroft street, 
from Lawrence street to Washer street; Ware street, 
from Grand street westerly; Fremont street extended 
westerly to Tenth; Pleasant street extended easterly 
to Boylston street; Concord street, from Water street 
to Boylston street; Boylston street, from Taylor street 
to High street. On Pine street the grade has been 
established from Westford street to Baldwin street. 
These, together with our other streets, make up an 
aggregate of one hundred miles of accepted streets, so 
that our citizens must needs realize that the cost of 
our street department must necessarily increase each 
year. Our city now covers an area of twelve and 
one-tenth square miles. 

I also wish to call your attention to the fact that it is 
not advisable for our City Council to accept any street 
which may be laid out in the future, unless it is 
placed at a proper grade, which is to be established by 
our city engineer; and that they should not be less 
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than forty feet in width, unless in very exceptional 
cases. When streets are petitioned for in accordance 
with the statutes, the following formula is always 
found: “That the public convenience and necessity 
require it,” etc. It would be well that the City Coun- 
cil carefully consider the true meaning of these words. 
In far too many instances the public convenience and 
necessity are entirely lost sight of, for the immediate 
benefit of either a single individual, or a small number, 
whose only interest is to have streets or avenues 
opened in order that their lands may become more 
available and their value largely enhanced. If this 
condition of things must continue, common justice to 
our citizens and tax-payers should prompt our City 
Council, when the report of the joint committee on 
streets comes before them for final action, to insist that 
the provisions of the “ betterment act,” so called, be 
enforced, for the reason that the city, which means our 
entire community, hears the expense, and all the benefit 
goes to the single individual, or the few who own the 
land; and when streets are laid out by persons holding 
large amounts of land, even when they are made to a 
grade established by our city engineer, the unoccupied 
lands from that moment cease to be farming lands, and 
should not be taxed as such. 

The appropriation for the past year, for this depart- 
ment, was $85,000, which was increased by balance 
from 1882 and transfer, to $158,886.45, of which 
amount $157,029.84 have been expended. Balance 
standing to its credit, $1,856.61. 
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COMMONS. 

During the past year but little has been done on our 
Commons. The fences on both the North and South 
Commons have been suffered to go from bad to worse; 
and while I would not recommend refencing them in 
their entirety, I most earnestly recommend that where 
the rails and posts are entirely gone, they be re- 
placed; and I wish to make a suggestion to those 
who may be appointed on the committee. The water 
used for drinking purposes, and for the fountain, is 
metered by the Water Board department. During the 
past season the committee suffered the water to run 
constantly, day and night, and as a natural conse- 
quence, the money went from the appropriation on 
commons, to swell the receipts of the Water Board, 
and the water was shut off from the fountain in the 
early fall; whereas, by having the water shut off dur- 
ing the night, the public would have been accommo- 
dated, and the commons would have received the 
benefit of the money, which was practically wasted. 

Total appropriation and transfer for this department 
was $3,145.47. Unexpended, 320.01. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

The hugest expenditure ever made by our city, 
except that pertaining to our Water Works, and 
which was necessitated by its introduction, is for trunk 
sewers. The principal one — the intercepting sewer, 
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so called, now in progress — was begun in 1882, at a 
then supposed expense of $300,000; in the neighbor- 
hood of $56,000 was expended during that year. As 
the persons comprising the committee, to whom the 
supervision of its construction was assigned by the 
mayor of that year (the Hon. George Runels), were 
re-elected, I deemed it advisable, inasmuch as they 
had charge of it from the first, to re-appoint them 
to the same position, and the work has progressed 
under their supervision up to the 5th day of the 
present month. The total length of the intercepting 
sewer will be, when completed, 9,275 lineal feet, of 
which 8,087 feet have been completed, at a cost of 
$361,854.40, from which amount the superintendent 
deducts $32,797.35, which is the assumed value of 
tools, brick, and lumber on hand at the end of the 
municipal year. The cost per foot for construction has 
been $40.69. There still remains 1,188 feet to be com- 
pleted, and there is standing to the credit of the appro- 
priation for such completion, $37,326.93. During the 
past year, 3,612 feet of brick and 8,718 feet of pipe 
sewer, or two and one-third miles of ordinary, have 
been constructed. The appropriation for this depart- 
ment was $93,733.03, of which $87,211.04 has been 
expended. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

The work of this department has been materially 
increased during the past year. The Board of Health 
has taken under its immediate charge the work of 
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collecting house offal throughout the city. The total 
cost of equipping this branch of the department, in- 
cluding horses, wagons, harnesses, swill-house, tank, 
etc., was $2,100. 

“The right of all persons to pure air and uncon- 
taminated soil is a natural inheritance.” For several 
years past there is nothing that has caused so much 
just complaint as the privy vaults in the thickly settled 
portion of the city. It is impossible to maintain these 
vaults, especially where a large number of persons are 
compelled to use the same, without poisoning the air 
and polluting the soil; and as it is conceded by all 
sanitarians that water carriage is the best method to 
dispose of excrement, I would again urge the impor- 
tance of a general introduction of water-closets in all 
the thickly settled portions of the city. 

The amount paid for collection of ashes and house 
dirt, which is continually increasing as new streets are 
laid out and residences built, is the largest expenditure 
made by the Health department.

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PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 

In my last inaugural I took occasion to recommend a 
change in the ordinances respecting the purchase of 
supplies, and then advised that all materials, used by 
the superintendent of public buildings and superin- 
tendent of streets, except wood and coal, be purchased 
by a committee consisting of two members of the 
Board, of Aldermen and two members of the Com- 
mon Council, with the superintendents of both de- 
partments members ex -ojficiis; that such supplies be 
purchased in large cpiantities, and that sealed proposals 
for the supply of the same shall be received from any 
or all of the Lowell dealers, and that a suitable store- 
house be provided for safe keeping of the same, and a 
clerk employed whose duty it shall be to deliver what- 
ever may be required in each department by an order 
signed by its head. The City Council of the past year 
recommended for the consideration of the committee 
on ordinance and legislation a change in accordance 
with my suggestion, upon which, however, no action 
was taken. 

An experience and close observation of one year has 
convinced me that, by a proper and systematic purchase 
of supplies, very many thousands of dollars could be 
saved each year; and in addition to the departments 
which I have recommended, I would now advise that 
the supplies of the school board be included. I do 
not wish to be understood to cast any reflections on 
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the management of either of the several departments, 
but there is a certain looseness about purchasing that 
can be remedied : and in so doing, in so far as our 
own traders can supply our wants, they should have 
at least the preference, for they are taxed to pay for 
the same. I would most respectfully recommend that 
a committee be appointed to take the suggestion under 
advisement.' 

FIRE DISTRICT. 

We have in our ordinances several sections in rela- 
tion to the construction of new and the alteration of 
old buildings within certain well defined limits. If we 
look forward to the future hoping to have a class of 
buildings in which we may take a just pride — a class 
of buildings that are not a source of constant danger 
from fire — the Board of Aldermen should see to it 
that permits are not granted to every applicant to alter 
and enlarge the present wooden structures now within 
those limits. I submitted an article in relation to this 
matter to our board of last year, and the fruits which 
it bore were not perceptible; for in all cases permits 
were granted, and in many without any examination. 
The inspection of buildings, to use a single word that 
will convey my full meaning, is a farce. It is not the 
fault of the inspector; he has never been called upon. 
Buildings are constantly erected which, in case of fire, 
are perfect death-traps, not only for their occupants, 
but also for the firemen. I trust these matters will be 
given the consideration that they merit. 
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PAUPERS. 

This department increases each year with the in- 
crease of our population. It has been stated by some 
who have given this matter close attention that pau- 
perism increases in a larger ratio than our population. 
If such is the case, to ascertain the cause and remove 
it should engage the attention of the humanitarian, 
and I have reason to believe is so doing. We have 
many associations, which do a vast amount of good 
and relieve the city of a great burden, which, were it 
not for their labor, would inevitably come upon us. 
The societies are the Board of Associated Charities, 
Young Women’s Home, Old Ladies’ Home, St. Peter’s 
Orphan Asylum, the Sisters of St. Margaret, and pos- 
sibly others. Any entertainment which either of these 
devise to increase their means to relieve poverty and 
distress, should be encouraged, and I have deemed it 
my duty, when either of them have used our public 
hall, to make special rates. The demand which is 
likely to come upon us, if the winter is severe and pro- 
tracted, will be large, and, as a rule, it is advisable to 
make as few paupers as possible; and in the distribu- 
tion of charity a good knowledge of mankind is neces- 
sary. While the distributor may feel that occasionally 
he is imposed upon, it is better that occasional impo- 
sition be borne than that some really worthy poor may 
lack relief. When, however, individuals or families 
are a constant burden upon us for out-door relief, they 
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then are confirmed paupers and should be cared for at 
our almshouse. 

The new buildings begun in 1882, were occupied in 
September, and are found very convenient and admir- 
ably adapted for the purposes for which they are used. 
Some changes in details were made, and some remain 
which should be made. They were built with a view 
of caring for our own insane, all of whom are now 
located there, having been taken from Danvers, Wor- 
cester, and Northampton. The legislature will be 
petitioned the present session to grant the city a 
license for caring for insane, which is necessary to 
enable the judge of our police court to commit them 
there. As it now is, they are sent to Danvers, and 
then discharged from there and sent here for treatment. 

The furnishing of the new buildings, with other 
incidental expenses, which could hardly have been 
foreseen when the contract for their construction was 
made (such as fences, which alone cost about $1000), 
has caused quite an increase in our outlay for the past 
year. While a smaller amount will be sufficient for 
the present one, still the increase of our insane, and 
extra attendants to care for them, should be taken into 
consideration. 

We now have three hundred and sixty-nine inmates, 
an increase of one hundred and forty-five over last 
year. The appropriation for paupers was $69,802.38. 
Expended, $67,786.52. 
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STATE AID. 

The laws for the payment of state aid expire by 
limitation the coming year, Massachusetts and Maine 
being the only New England states to remember the 
debt of gratitude that is owing those who, when their 
country called for volunteers to maintain the Union, 
did so at the peril of their health, their limbs, and 
their lives; and the pittance which is paid to the dis- 
abled veterans, or to the widows and orphans, is most 
certainly one that has been fully earned. The net 
expenditure for the past year was $4,980. 

Gentlemen , — I have endeavored to touch upon some 
of the most important matters which will come before 
you for your consideration and best judgment. It is 
not to be expected that we shall take the same views 
upon all things; but let us endeavor to reconcile our 
different views, in order that the best interests of our 
city may be subserved. We must needs expect criti- 
cism, but criticism falls harmless when we have the 
inner consciousness of having honestly and fearlessly 
endeavored to do our whole duty. Our own philoso- 
pher, Franklin, has stated that “ God governs the 
affairs of men,” and let us hope that the prayers offered 
up to Him to-day may abide with us, and their good 
influences be felt during the present year. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL 


1. In the month of Jammy joint standing committees shall 
be ‘ appointed as follows : — 

A Committee on Accounts. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinances and Legislation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

A Committee on Commons. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman ; of the Committee on Finance, the member first 
named in the Common Council shall be chairman ; and in all 
joint special committees, the member first named in the board 
where the business originates, shall be chairman, and shall call 
the committee together. 
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4. The reports of all committees, signed by a majority of 
the members, shall be made to the board in which the busi- 
ness referred originated. 

5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask 
for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed Ordinances ; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — “ Be it ordained by the 
City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows.’ 5 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall be 

considered in three several stages. It shall first be read for 
information, and the question shall then be on ordering it to a 
second reading, but if it has not previously been in the hands 
of some joint committee it shall first be so referred. When 
reported back, the recommendations of the committee shall first, 
be acted on. If it shall then be ordered to a second reading, 
it shall next be examined by a standing committee of that 
board, who shall see that it is drawn in proper form. When 

returned by such committee, the question shall be on ordering it 

to be enrolled. If so ordered, it shall then be sent to the other 
board, where the same order of proceeding shall be observed. 
When it has been ordered by both branches to be enrolled, it 
shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and 

shall be by him submitted to the proper committee of that board, 

to ascertain if it has been correctly enrolled. If so reported, 
the question shall be on passing it to be ordained. If it shall 
so pass, it shall be signed by the President of the Common 
Council and be sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall 
take a like course. If passed to be ordained in that board, it 
shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, 
and be sent to the Mayor for his approval. 
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9. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in which 

it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it to 
a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then be 
upon its passage. If passed it shall be sent to the other 

board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. When 
passed by both boards, the resolution shall be presented to the 

Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall be in force, 

shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and 
when found correctly enrolled as provided in the case of an 
ordinance, it shall be signed by the President of the Common 
Council and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and be 
presented to the Mayor for his signature, if he approved the 

original. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 
adopted shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except 
when they relate to a question of a convention of the two 
branches, or the election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars, 
shall be by resolution. 

13. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers on 
which any ordinance, joint resolution, or order, shall be founded ; 
and all papers on their passage between the two boards shall 
be under the signature of their respective clerks, except ordin- 
ances and joint resolutions in their last stage, which shall be 
signed by the presiding officers. If papers come before either 
board which have been duly acted upon in either board, the 
presiding officer shall so state without reading the endorsements 
of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 

14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
legible hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 

15. When either board does not concur with the other in 
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any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such 
non- concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may appoint 
a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall consist, in 
each case, of three members who support the vote of their 
own board. These two committees may meet jointly or separ- 
ately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

17. No committee shall enter into any contract with any of 
its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, any 
article therefrom. 

18. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve 
any bill or account against the city, for any supplies or ser- 
vices which shall not have been ordered or authorized by the 
committee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, 
except in case of the introduction of an order. In such case 
the member introducing an order shall subscribe his name at 
the bottom of the back of the order. All other endorsements 
upon the back of papers shall be made by the clerks, and 
the clerks of the boards respectively shall, on seasonable notice, 
make copies of any papers to be reported by committees, at 
the request of the respective chairman thereof. 

20. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
Convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed 
on, unless by unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, 
unless provision for the same shall be made by a specific 
transfer from some of the appropriations contained in the an- 
nual resolution, or by expressly creating therefor a city debt ; 
but no such debt shall be created unless the resolution author- 
izing the same pass by the affirmative votes of two thirds of 
the whole number of each branch of the City Council, said 
votes to be taken by yeas and nays, excepting in cases of 
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appropriations for the providing of armories for the use of 
military companies, for the celebration of holidays, and for 
other purposes of a public nature, when a vote of two thirds 
of the members of each branch of the City Council present 
and voting shall be sufficient, but the amount of such appro- 
priations named in this clause shall not exceed one fiftieth 
part of one per cent, of the valuation of the city for the same 
year. 

22. In ballotings in joint Convention, blanks shall not be 
counted. 

23. Either board may propose to the other a time to which 
both will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn without giving 
notice to . the other of its intention. 

24. Reports of city officers, after being presented, shall 
remain in the office of the City Clerk two weeks before being 
printed. 

25. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint Convention 
of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order 
to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six members of 
the Board of Aldermen and sixteen members of the Common 
Council. 





RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the 
chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows : — 

First — At all regular meetings, the journal of the last regular 
meeting, and all intervening meetings of the board, shall 
be approved without reading, unless the reading be called 
for by some member of the board. 

Second — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth — New business, which unless otherwise ordered will take 
its place at the foot of the Orders of the Day. 

Fifth — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business of 
the last previous meeting, papers from the Common Council, 
and such matters as have been introduced as new business 
By a vote of six members, any matters in the Orders of the 
Day may at any time be taken up for immediate consideration. 

3. 'The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, sub- 
ject to appeal. He ma} r read while sitting, but must rise to 
put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until the 
vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a vote ; 
and on the demand of two members shall take every vote by 
yeas and nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special 
assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a da}- certain, 
to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These several 
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motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, and debate 
upon any of them shall be confined to the actual motion, and 
shall not go into the merits of the main question, except on 
amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. 
Any member voting with the minority may move a reconsider- 
ation to be acted upon at the next meeting, which latter motion 
shall have priority if made before the motion first mentioned 
shall have been decided. No motion shall be twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but by a 
call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall 
there be any conversation among the members while a paper is 
being read or a question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
person ality. 

8. In the month of January, the following committees shall 
be appointed : — 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Police. 

A Committee on Repairs of Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

The Committees on Licenses, on Police, and on Sewers shall 
consist of three members each ; the other committees shall be 
composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on 
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all questions, and not to leave without permission if his 
presence is necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare for the use of the board a copy 
of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of 
matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

11. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mi tttee, the question shall first be upon a standing committee 
of the Board, then a special committee, then a joint standing 
committee, and last a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever two 
thirds of the members present may so vote, but a motion to 
amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same 
meeting. 

13. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers and watchmen, shall, before any action thereon is taken 
by the Board, be referred to the Committee on Police. 

14. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers 
and watchmen, shall, before action thereon by the Board, be 
referred to the Committee on Police, who shall report upon 
such nominations at or before the next regular meeting after 
such reference. 



RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 

appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and 
within ten minutes (or sooner if a quorum be present) he 
shall cause the roll to be called and the names of the ab- 
sentees recorded. The first business after the roll call, shall 
be the approval of the records of the previous meeting, which 
shall be approved without reading, unless their reading be 
called for by some member. In the absence of the President, 
the. oldest member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to 

points of order in preference to other members, rising from 

his seat for that purpose ; and shall decide questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, but 

may put questions, or read, sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but if a vote be doubted, 
the President shall, without further debate, require the mem- 
bers voting in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand 
until they are counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair but such substi- 
tution shall not extend beyond an adjournment ; and when out 
of the chair the President may express his opinion on any 
subject under debate, and he shall not resume the chair while 
the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 
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they are moved, unless the sudsequent motion be previous in 
its nature. 

7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover with- 
draw it before a decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that and 
the motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without 
debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present ; and, until it 
is decided, shall preclude all amendment and further debate of 
the main question. 

I. 0. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any questions 
upon the request of one third of the members present. 

II. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who shall speak 
first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or de- 
liver any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place, 
and respectfully- address the presiding, officer, confining himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, 
but may be described by the place lie sits in, or such other 
designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted, by another, 
but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any mem- 
ber, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of the 
Council, the President shall, or any member may, call him to 
order; in which case the member so called to order shall im- 
mediately set down, until the question of order is decided. 
If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, lie 
shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not pro- 
ceed without the leave of the Council. 
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15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question, without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speak- 
ing. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 
question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are arranged ; and no 
motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the 
same day, in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to 
lay on the table, any member voting with the majority may 
move a reconsideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. 
Any member voting with the minority may move a reconsider- 
ation to be acted upon at the next meeting,’ which latter mo- 
tion shall have priority if made before the motion first men- 
tioned shall have been decided. No motion shall be twice recon- 
sidered. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from 
that under consideration shall be admitted under color of an 
amendment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommitted, at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the 
sense will admit of it. 

i 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected 
to, it shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 
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25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, 
unless three fourths of the members present consent thereto ; 
nor shall any rule or order be repealed or amended, without 
one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor unless 
a majority of the whole Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine 
to select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 
two committees at the same time, or ‘be chairman of more 
than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Coun- 
cil, shall be presented to the President, or by a member in 
his place, who shall explain the subject thereof, and they shall 
be taken up in the order in which they were presented, unless 
the Council shall otherwise direct. 

29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Coun- 
cil without special leave, except the committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances, and the Committee on En- 
rollment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as the} 7 are applicable, 
except the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the per- 
son first named shall be chairman. In election of committees by 
ballot, when a chairman is not specially chosen, the person 
having the highest number of votes shall act as chairman, and 
in case of an equality in votes between two or more members 
of a committee, the members thereof shall choose a chairman. 
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33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed b}' this Council. 

34. All ordinances before being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said- committee, 
shall be again read, after which second reading, the question 
shall be on passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or author- 
izing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one rea- 
ding the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered, 
and determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat 
but by permission of the President. 

37. All committees of the Council shall consist of three 
members, unless a different number be specially ordered. And 
no report shall be received from any committee, unless agreed 
to in committee actually assembled ; and all reports shall be in 
writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Council, 
to whom an} r subject may be specially referred, to report there- 
on within five weeks, or ask for further time. 

39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted resolutions ; 
shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers submitted 
to the board, onty by their titles, or a brief description of 
their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written or printed 
ballots, and in the election of any officers by ballot, blanks shall 
be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of 
its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record 
of committees who may require that service ; and the appoint- 
ment of every standing committee, a book for records shall be 
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provided by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall 
have the custody of all minutes by him kept ; and the records 
of the several committees shall be open to the inspection of 
the members of the City Council. 

43. Any member offering a resolution, shall write his name 
on the bottom of the back of such resolution.

An Act to authorize the Cit} r of Lowell to abate a Nuisance by 
the discontinuance of Richardson Brook. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows: 

Section 1 . For the purpose of abating the nuisance in the city 
of Lowell caused by u Richardson’s Brook/’ so called, the said city^ is 
hereby authorized to divert the waters of said brook from their pres- 
ent channel and convey them, from a point on Hildreth Street, by 
means of a sewer or sewers to the Merrimack River. 

Sect. 2. The said city shall pay all damages sustained by any 
person in property by the diversion of the waters of said brook, or 
by the construction of such sewer or sewers, or in 4 any other way by 
anything done by said city under the authority of this act. Any per- 
son sustaining damages as aforesaid under this act who fails to agree 
with said chy as to the amount of damages sustained, may have the 
damages assessed and determined in the manner provided by law 
when land is taken for the laying out of highways, on application at 
any time within the period of one 3 T ear from the diversion of the 
waters of said brook or the doing of other injury under the authority 
of this act ; but no such application shall be made after the expira- 
tion of said one year. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect'upon its passage. [Approved 
April 23, 1883.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In accordance with the requirement of the Public 
Statutes of the Commonwealth, the Annual Report 
of the School Committee has been prepared, and 
is herewith respectfully submitted : 

The phraseology of the Statute provision requir- 
ing the School Committees of the various cities 

and towns of the Commonwealth to make an 
annual report of the condition of the public 
Schools under their respective control, “ to contain 
such statements and suggestions relative thereto as 
may be deemed necessary and proper to promote 
the interests thereof, ” * * * * “to be printed 

for the use of the inhabitants,” clearly indicates 

the purpose of the Legislature, and its conviction 

of the urgent importance of affording information to 
the public at frequent and regular intervals of the 
scope and extent of the instruction given in the 
public schools, the methods and agencies employed 
therein, and of the results accomplished. The State 
endeavors by appropriate legislation to stimulate and

keep alert among the people an interest in her 
system of public instruction ; and yet it is a notice- 
ably frequent criticism made by observing educators, 
that parents, arid the public generally, manifest a 
lamentable indifference in the work and welfare of 
the schools. As a rule, the schools will be what 
the public sentiment with reference to them in the 
community in which they are located makes them. 

Where parents are indifferent, or seem to regard 
the primary schools as safe retreats, merely, in 
which their little ones will be for the time out 
of the way, or where, at a later stage of school 
work, they evince unwonted interest in educational 
matters, and to the extent of endeavouring to 
secure at all hazards, the admission of their 
children into the High School, regardless of their 
physical capacity, or mental attainments, it cannot 
reasonably be expected that such limited and 
spasmodic manifestation of interest will materially 
contribute toward the attainment of the best results. 

The importance of the co-operation of the parent 
with the teacher in his work, cannot be over- 
estimated, and, in this view, it is recommended 
that parents visit the schools more frequently, upon 
days set apart for the purpose, if deemed advisable, 
and thereby ascertain from personal observation how

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and by whom their children are instructed. Their 
presence and manifest interest will greatly encour- 
age the good teachers, and may stimulate the 
indolent and inefficient to a realizing sense of the 
necessity of speedy improvement. 

An acknowledged defect in the present mode of 
selecting teachers has been frequently commented 
upon by our predecessors, and an attempt was 
made early in the year to remedy it by the pro- 
posed introduction of a plan of appointments, based 
upon the classifications of candidates to teach ac- 
cording to age, date of certificates, and “ aptness 
to teach/ 5 as determined by a sub-committee 
of the Board. The plan, as proposed by the 
committee to whom the subject had been referred, 
was deemed objectionable in some of its features 
and the recommendations were not adopted by the 
Board. Although an unsuccessful effort, we can- 
not but regard it as a step in the right direction, 
for we are strongly of the opinion that the quality 
of the teaching in our schools would be materially 
improved by the introduction and use of a system 
of appointments, which should be universal and 
equitable in its application, and have some fixed* 
standards impartially applied whereby to determine 
the choice made in each instance.

One of the advantages of such a change would 
be to relieve the sub-committees from the numer- 
ous and pressing importunities for chances to teach 
with which they are now too familiar, and, also 
to remove from them the temptation of being 
unduly affected in their appointments by consider- 
ations of friendship or some expectation of personal 
advantage. The election of a teacher is an event 
of no small moment, and the only consideration 
entitled to weight in the choice should be the 
highest welfare of the schools, and none other. 

The best scholars do not always make the best 
teachers, and the holding of a certificate is not 
a sure guaranty that the possessor is endowed with 
certain undefinable qualities, not easily ascertained 
by means of the prescribed examination, but very 
indispensable to securing the best result in main- 
taining discipline, and imparting instruction in the 
school room. To excel, the teacher must have 
not only the literary qualification as determined by 
the examination, but, in conjunction therewith, be 
apt in imparting instruction to others ; he must be 
endowed with tact and discrimination that he may 
to different minds apply the right incentive and 
inducement to effort ; he must have an abundance 
of good nature and patience that he may be ever 
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mindful of the varying capacity of different minds 
to receive and retain knowledge ; he must, withal, 

be enthusiastic and so in love with his calling 

that he may elevate the performance of his duties 
above the plane of well-paid drudgery. 

It is particularly important that care be exercised 
in the selection of teachers for the primary schools, 
for it is' in this grade that the earliest and most 
lasting impressions are made, and the foundation 
laid that will largely determine the nature and 

quality of the superstructure to be erected thereon. 
The old fashioned notion that the methods of 

instruction employed in the primary grade of 
schools were not of much consequence anyway, 
and that these schools were best suited to the 
capacity of the apprentice hand at teaching, is not 
tolerated by the educator of to-day. The very 
best teaching qualities are demanded and find 
abundant scope for exercise in developing the 
latent powers of childhood. In our own schools 
are many notable examples of the capable, pro- 
gressive Primary teacher, who excels in the use 
of methods, which partake in part of the best 
features of the Kindergarten system, whereby the 
interest of the pupil is first awakened, and then 
his attention having been secured, instruction is im- 
parted. 
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At the very beginning of school life it should 
be the aim of the instructor to lead the pupil to 
observe and to think for himself, and to supple- 
ment the text books with means and appliances 
calculated to awaken thought and stimulate the 
faculties to independent effort. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

As indicated more fully in the Superintendent’s 
Report, the City Council has been prompt and 
liberal in response to the committee’s request for 
additional Grammar school accommodations. 

The Butler school was opened for the admission 
of pupils at the beginning of the Fall term, and 
the Pawtucket school, now in process of erection, 
will soon be ready for occupancy. 

The large and increasing number of Grammar 
schools, the numbers attending them, and the well 
known fact that a large proportion of pupils end their 
school studies with the completion of the Grammar 
school course, entering at once, upon the active 
duties of life, makes apparent the propriety of 
fostering with great care these peculiarly common 
schools, and so adapting the studies and course 
of instruction pursued therein as to afford superior 
facilities for acquiring a broad, thorough and prac- 
tical English education, calculated to be of utility 
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in the affairs of every day life. Considerable pro- 
gress has been made in this grade of schools 
within a few years, both in the methods of 
instruction employed and the new studies in- 
troduced into the course, but there is still room 
for improvement, and existing obstacles in the way 
of acquiring better results should be speedily dis- 
covered, and, if possible, removed. 

It is claimed by many persons whose opportuni- 
ties for forming an intelligent opinion give it 
weight, that the* required annual examination of 
applicants for admission to the High school, as at 
present conducted, by reason of the comparative 
brevity of the Grammar school course, and the 
nature and number of the studies therein taught, 
have the direct effect of narrowing alid limiting 
to an injurious extent, the instruction imparted in 
this grade of schools. 

The principals, realizing that the success of their 
respective schools is usually measured by the 
number of pupils- admitted to the High school, 
under the unwholesome stimulus thus created, are 
constrained to devote their whole time and effort 
in preparation for this trial day of the year — the 
annual examination — and in the nature of things 
there results a strong tendency to memory training 
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merely, cramming with facts for a special purpose, 
and within a limited range, and a lack of broad 
and generous methods of teaching. 

While we are not prepared to go so far as to 
favor the proposition of dispensing with examina- 
tions altogether, as a means, in part at least, of 
determining the fitness of applicants to pursue the 
studies prescribed for the High school course, 
with advantage to themselves and their class as- 
sociates, yet we are compelled to recognize the 
force and justice of the criticism made with refer- 
ence to the Grammar school instruction, and would 
suggest that the subject be early considered by 
the Board, with a view to devising a plan for 
admission to the High school, which will remedy 
the defect* now existing. The recommendation 
made to the Board in former years is here re- 
iterated, that another year be added to the Gram- 
mar school course, specially adapted for pupils 
who do not intend to enter the High school, to 
consist in part of Book keeping, Composition and 
Letter Writing, Elementary Science, and possibty 
the rudiments of Algebra and Physiology. 

In the event of this change being made, and the 
retention of the present system of examinations for 
admission to the High school, there would be less 
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ground for objection on the part of unsuccessful 
applicants, or of those unable to carry on the 
studies taught in the High school to a return to 

the Grammar school, as opportunity would then be 
afforded for instruction in advanced studies. If it 
should be found impracticable to make the pro- 

posed change at present by reason of the school 
accommodations being found inadequate to admit of 
an extension of the course, it is suggested that 
the principals of the several Grammar schools at 
the beohnnins: of the Fall term ascertain the num- 

ber of pupils in attendance who do not intend to 

enter the High school, and that a special course 
of instruction be arranged for this class. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The High school maintains the high standard of 
excellence, both in the Classical and English de- 
partments, that has given it rank with the best 
schools of the kind in the State. During the 
year Mr. Charles C. Chase, who had been prin- 
cipal for thirty-eight vears, resigned the position 
he had so long and honorably filled. He was a 
born teacher, combining a his;h order of intel- 
lectual attainments with a singular felicity in im- 
parting instruction, and endowed with rare tact, 
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excellent judgment and unfailing good humor and 
patience. Fortunate, indeed, will it be for the 
High school, and the cause of education in our 
city, if the history of the school for the next 
quarter of a century shall show a record of similar 
capacity and faithfulness. The vacancy occasioned 
by the resignation of Mr. Chase was filled by the 
election of Mr. Frank F- Coburn, for several years 
the first assistant in the High school, whose ex- 
perience and familiarity with the school has 
enabled him to assume and perform his duties 
with less of the disturbance or friction usually in- 
cident to a radical change. Mr. Frank B. Sherburne, 
who was elected assistant, has an excellent reputa- 
tion as a classical scholar and as a teacher, and 
good results may confidently be expected in his 
department of instruction. 

The rapid growth of the city and other causes 
will doubtless make it necessary, in the near future, 
to erect a new High school building, or to in- 
crease the seating capacity of the one now in use; 
and it may not be premature to urge upon the 
attention of our immediate successors the propriety 
of establishing an English High school. When 
we consider the proportion of pupils who are 
fitted for college, and how many are debarred from 
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attending throughout the entire course by reason 
of the time occupied for its completion, it would 
seem advisable to establish a school to meet the 
needs of this class, and to be known as the 
English High school, with a curriculum of studies 
consisting of advanced English branches, to be 
completed in a course of two years duration, and 
with no requirement for admission other than the 
evidence of the completion of the Grammar school 
course. 

THE EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The recent action of the Board in voting to 
transfer the evening schools to the buildings oc- 
cupied by the day schools, meets with general 
approval. The evening schools have passed the 
experimental stage, and have become a necessity 
in our system of public instruction. From humble 
beginnings and in the face of unfavorable conditions 
and adverse surroundings, these schools have been 
slowly, yet steadily asserting their value and im- 
portance, and the time seems to be at hand for 
giving them higher rank than they have yet held 
in our local system of school economy. They 
minister to the educational needs of a numerous 
class of persons in our community, who are un- 
able to enjoy the full benefits of our common 
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school system, very many of whom are willing 
and even anxious to avail themselves of the 
opportunities afforded for instruction at these 
schools; with an efficient corps of teachers in 
charge, experience has demonstrated that the 
pupils in attendance will be as orderly, well 
behaved, studious and careful of school furniture 
and property as the scholars attending the day 
schools. There has been an evident lack of in- 
formation on the part of the public with reference 
to these schools and a resulting lack of apprecia- 
tion of their usefulness and possibilities which 
should give place to a more general interest in 
their work, and supplement the efforts of the 
committee to afford more generous facilities for 
growth and development in this branch of public 
instruction. 

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 

One of the most important subjects connected 
with school work, now attracting widespread in- 
terest, is that of industrial education or more pro- 
perly manual training in the use of tools. It 
follows naturally the introduction of drawing in 
the schools as a required study, with the attendant 
good results, and is regarded with special favor 
in educational circles at this time, by reason of

the general drift of enlightened public opinion in 
the direction of more practical instruction in the 
schools, and the growing conviction of the need 
of a more complete and rounded system of train- 
ing, which shall subserve the double purpose of 

teaching the pupil how to think , and at the same 
time, train the eye and the hand, and teach the 
pupil how to plan and execute. • 

The large proportion of pupils leave the schools 
at a comparatively early age and enter at once upon 
the performance of the active duties of life, a 
very large percentage of the male portion engag- 
ing in industrial pursuits, and there is force in 

the argument advanced by the advocates of in- 
dustrial education, that public instruction should be 
shaped with reference to the future occupation of 
so large a number of pupils, more especially in 
localities where technical schools have not been 
established. The question is as yet an open one 
as to the scope and extent of the instruction most 
practicable to be taught in the public schools, and, 
with reference to the best methods of adapting 
the proposed change to our system of public 

instruction. The experiment has been so far tried 
however, both in Europe and in this country, as 
to demonstrate the utility of manual instruction 
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and to fully warrant the belief that the minor 
hindrances to complete success will be gradually 
removed. 

In this State this subject has been of late care- 
fully considered by many ot our most experienced 
educators, and we deem the importance and novel- 
ty of the question sufficient warrant for the repro- 
duction of the following extracts from their recent 
official expressions of opinion upon the subject. 

And first, we quote from a report on manual 
training made by a sub-committee of the Board of 
Education, of which Thos. W. Higginson was 
chairman: 

[46th annual report of Board of Education, 
page 159.] 

“But that our schools need some further devel- 
opment in this direction is to our minds clear; 

and we do not hesitate’ to avow the opinion that 

it would afford a better general training to our 
children it we would curtail several hours a week 
from the time now given to unnecessary problems 
in arithmetic and to learning the names of villages 
in Siberia, if by this means we can teach every 
child a little of that manual facility which is the 

A B C of all the arts and sciences of the world. 
This is the way in which every thoughtful man 
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would reason as to the training of his own girls and 
boys; and why should he not reason in the same 
way in regard to the children of his neighbors ? 
The |fact that even on a small scale such instruc- 
tion had succeeded so well in the Dwight School 
in Boston, the fact that the mayor of one of our 
great manufacturing cities, [Worcester] has ex- 
pressed in his inaugural the demand of the people 
for some such system; these and many other con- 
siderations indicate that the time has come for the 
serious study of this question.” 

The experiment in manual training has been 
made at the Salem Normal School and at the 

Dwight School at Boston with results best indi- 
cated by the following extract from the published 
official reports : 

[Report of Visitors Salem Normal school, pages 
28 and 29, 46th Annual Report of Board of Educa- 
tion.] 

“The principal is greatly pleased with the experi- 
ment as thus far made. He is of the opinion 

that he should not wish the exercise discontinued 
even if it were necessary, as hitherto it has not 
been, to take the hour it requires from the regu- 
lar work of the school. It is suggested that 

should the results continue to be equally satisfac- 
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tory throughout the year, it might be desirable for 
the state to make provision for further instruction 
in this direction. 

Touching the general subject of industrial or 
manual education toward which much thoughtful 
attention is directed, it may now only be observed 
that practice to a certain extent in the use of 

tools stands in the relation of reciprocal helpful- 
ness with the study and practice of drawing; and 
that such exercise with tools appears to be capa- 
ble also, as drawing is, ot being brought easily 
into adjustment with the other and ordinary processes 
of mental education.” 

[Report on Industrial Education in the Dwight 

School, Boston, Ibid, page 220.] 

“But I have a conviction, and with permission 
beg to state it here, that this instruction is in the 
line of the teaching that is to be. 

* * * - 55 * * 55 - * 

It is easy to see that this hand instruction may 

be made the means of teaching whole chapters ot 
arithmetic more thoroughly. I have seen it made 
the means of teaching geography and natural 

history effectively in our own school. 

There are high authorities who believe there can 
be no thorough, clear, vigorous and enlightened 
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brain without the cultivated hand. Such are Sir 
Charles Bell, the author of the Bridgewater Treatise 
on the Hand, and Dr. William B. Carpenter, the 
physiologist, now visiting this country. If these 
men are right then manual instruction introduced 
into our schools would be a step torward because it 
would have a special value of its own in develop- 
ing the mind, which is the avowed purpose of all 
schools.” 

Without multiplying authorities, it may be stated 
in general terms, that wherever the experiment has 
been made, most excellent results have been ob- 
tained. It is undoubtedly true there are difficulties 
n the way of speedily adapting manual training to 
our existing system of public instruction and existing 
school accommodations — difficulties which time and 
experience alone can overcome. Nor would it be 
advisable at present to do more than take the in- 
itiatory steps in the movement. At the outset it 
would suffice to arrange for a course of manual 
training at the Evening Drawing Schools, and if 
found practicable, gradually extend the instruction 
to the pupils attending the day schools. By such 
a course, a central location would be gained, 
an excellent opportunity afforded for obtaining good 
instruction, and upon the whole better conditions 
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secured for growth and development than by the 
genera] introduction into the schools prior to a care- 
ful preliminary trial. We have dwelt at some length 
upon this question, because we deem it one of vital, 
practical importance, and pressing for speedy con- 
sideration, and as a subject of peculiar interest and 
significance to a community like ours, one of the 
great industrial centres of the state, where, if any- 
where, the conditions are most favorable for the 
experiment, and the advantages to be derived from 
the introduction of the system will be most gener- 
ally realized. We are mindful, too, of the necessity 
of keeping abreast of every advanced movement for 
the well-being of our schools, that they may become 
more firmly embedded in the confidence of the 
people. And, to this end, the needs of the many 
should be most scrupulously regarded in our sys- 
tem of public instruction, that one of the chief 
objects of the common schools may be subserved 
in fact as in theory — the securing of “the greatest good 
to the greatest number.”

REPORT ON EVENING SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Loivell : 

Gentlemen, — In conformity with an established custom the com- 
mittee having charge of the Evening Schools herewith present their 
report as to the condition and progress made in the schools during 
the year. Upon assuming supervision we found that the schools 
were, without exception, with a very small attendance and continued 
so until the latter part of February, when they were closed, it being 
thought advisable to do so before the time fixed by the rules. 

At the regular meeting of the board in October, your committee 
requested that two (2) rooms in the Franklin school house, and the 
same number in the Mann school building, be given for the use of the 
Evening Schools. Both requests the board granted. At the same 
meeting the places wherein the schools were located (being the same 
as in former years) were severely criticized by several members, as 
being unfit for the purposes intended, and the result of such adverse 
criticism was the appointing of a special committee to take the sub- 
ject under consideration and suggest some remedy for the same. 
The special committee after visiting and inspecting the accommoda- 
tions for the Evening schools in Boston, and by correspondence as to 
those furnished them in other cities, submitted their report at a 
special meeting of the board, November 19th. The committee in 
their report recommended that the Evening High school be held in 
the rooms of the High school building, and that the Elementary 
schools be removed as soon as practicable to the rooms occupied by 
the day schools. The recommendations were unanimously adopted. 

Orders were given at once for the fitting up of the two upper rooms 
in the High school building. This being done, the school was trans- 
ferred to that place on the following Monday evening, November 26th. 
At a meeting of the Evening school committee, subsequently held, 
the Superintendent and Chairman were instructed to ask for bids for 
piping the Green school building for gas. Several bids were sent in 
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and after examining the same the contract was awarded for the sum 
of SI of). The work was done during the recent vacation, being com- 
pleted Tuesday, January 1st. 

The pupils attending the school now held in the basement will be 
removed to the rooms upstairs on Monday evening, January 7th, 
18S4. Four schools have been placed in properly furnished school 
rooms, and the others will be transferred to better quarters as soon as 
possible. 

In order to obtain the fullest information upon the subject of better 
accommodations, the following communications were asked for and 
received from the principals of the Evening schools held in the Mann, 
Butler and High school buildings, which show that the changes have 
been attended with the best results : 

MANN EVENING SCHOOL. 

A lack of suitable accommodations has been the most crying need 
of the evening schools hitherto. Most of them have held their ses- 
sions in partially underground apartments, planned with no reference 
to such use, and not of sufficient size to give room to the numbers 
brought together. A suitable temperature it was impossible to main- 
tain, different portions varying widely, and cold draughts from doors 
and around the windows endangered the health of those compelled to 
sit within the range. A lack of provision for disposing of the extra 
garments necessary out of doors in winter, caused many to be un- 
willing to remove these during school hours. With no means for 
ventilation, the air soon became impure from the crowded condition 
of the room and from the gas burners. These unfavorable circum- 
stances often made one question whether the knowledge acquired was 
worth the price paid in risk to health , their only capital. The change 
brought about the present winter docs away with all the objectionable 
features. 

Under the old system, there was no economy possible in the manner 
of instruction. The pupils belonging to any one teacher, seated as 
they were at separate tables, one half the number facing in one direc- 
tion, the remainder directly opposite, a half dozen such classes to- 
gether in one room, without a blackboard, could not be taught 
together as a class, and instruction could be given to but one individ- 
ual at a time. Classification was of little avail. With the present 
improved arrangements, each teacher has her class before her, 
everyone comfortably seated with all conveniences at hand necessary 
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for profitable work. The classes are so graded that all in a class can 
work together with great economy of time and teaching. Spelling can 
now be taught from the blackboard, and practised by the whole class 
writing each word with pen and ink, thereby doing just that work in 
school which will prove of the greatest help to them in eveiyda}' life- 

The wonder has been in the past years that so many valued the 
little they could lay hold of through the evening schools enough to 
come out a third time after finishing the customary work for the day. 
Now the teachers are able to say with confidence to those desiring 
to attend, “ If you realty wish to learn and will put forth the neces- 
sary effort yourself, }’ou will have an excellent opportunity in the free 
evening schools. With well lighted, comfortable, ventilated rooms, 
with the necessaiy materials in the way of books, stationer^v, etc., all 
furnished, and the read}* help in the teacher at hand, you can spend, 
with entire safety to health and with great profit, j^onr evenings in 
these schools.” 

There has been an increase in the number and attendance of pupils 
who are learning to read and write the present winter as compared 
with past seasons. This class the evening school welcomes especially, 
for it is at this lowest point that a u leveling up” ought to commence.

BUTLER EVENING SCHOOL. 

This school is now a growing institution. It supplies a want 
that has been long felt in the communit}". Being of but re- 
cent birth the amount of good it is doing and is capable of 
doing is but partly realized by the' people ; it places the means of at- 
taining the rudiments of an education before a large and deserving 
portion of our people, who, quickly realizing its worth, grasp the 
opportunity thus afforded them, thus proving it a necessity and mak- 
ing it, as it is, a permanent factor in our educational system. The 
pupils are principally of the working class who, actuated b}” a desire 
to learn, come gladly four evenings of the week after a day of toil, 
studying the evening through in their endeavors to gain an education, 
most of them with marked success, for their souls are in their work. The 
change from Lyons street to the Butler school on the night of Dec. 6, 
1883, as per order of the sub-committee, Mr. Sexton, marks the com- 
mencement of a new era for the school. Under the old regime the 
school was held in the ward room, which was unfit in every respect for 
educational purposes. The scholars were huddled together numbering 
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200, male and female, on long settees, with great hoard tables that 
extended the length of the room ; here with poor light and worse 
ventilation, where the average temperature was about 80°, with no ac- 
commodations for their clothing except to cushion their settees or to 
lay them on the floor, they were expected, under the rules of the 
school, to study reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic and good 
behavior ; } v et in the face of all these obstacles they worked with a fair 
amount of success. In the Butler school they at present occupy two 
rooms on the first floor and three on the second, plans of which were 
drawn by the teachers of their respective rooms, each seat being 
numbered on the diagram with the occupant's name attached. The 
scholars were then graded for the first time in the histon 7 of the 
school. When this had been done they were notified to retain the seat 
occupied by them as long as they remained members of the school 
and should change under no pretext except by order of the principal. 
There was then introduced in addition to the other studies histoiy and 
geograph} 7 , which are highl} T appreciated by the pupils and are a valu- 
able addition to the studies. Under the present order each student 
has all the modern conveniences to assist him in his studies. The 
changes are rung at the end of each twenty minutes on the electric 
gongs. The improvement of the school in discipline is one of the 
marked features of the change ; the females now occupy a room by 
themselves and are dismissed ten minutes earlier than the males. The 
division of the school into separate rooms has had a marked effect. 
The teachers are now enabled to pay strict attention to the pupils and 
to hear them as a class. In Lyons street the talk of the teachers, 
necessary in hearing studies, was a disturbance. The discipline of 
this school which in years gone by has been of a nature as to receive 
comment through the press, is now happily remedied and the same 
pupils are toda} T as orderl}~ and well disposed as could possibl} r be ex- 
pected. It is not rational to expect boys attending school, healthv 
and full of vigor, to retain that perfect discipline that must be main- 
tained in the day school. The part of the school year just ended is a 
portion of our history ; what we have done it is for the people to 
judge whether for good or evil. Very trul} r j'ours,

REPORT OF EVENING HIGH SCHOOL. 

The school opened in its former quarters, in the hall of the primary 
school house, on Worthen street. The dawn of better things was 
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evident from the first, in the substitution of convenient chairs and 
desks for the old-time settees and tables. November 26th, the school 
was transferred to two rooms in the High School building. The 
change gave the same accommodations as are enjoyed b} T the day 
pupils, and an increased attendance was the immediate result. A 
definite classification and schedule of studies was rendered possible by 
the two distinct apartments placed at the service of the school. 
With the increased facilities still more excellent work is being done 
by the teachers and scholars than in past seasons. The order and 
studiousness of the scholars will compare favorably, at least, with 
that of many day schools. The first complaint has yet to be made in 
regard to troublesome meddling with the contents of desks, as left by 
day scholars, or in regard to the unsigh tl} T marring of floor or prem- 
ises. A large increase of attendance is expected as the excellent ad- 
vantages so freel} T ottered become more widely known to our young 
men and women. The advantages flowing from a more liberal policy 
toward this school are apparent from the following figures : 

The whole number enrolled for November and December, 1882, 
was 36. against 74 for the same months of ’83. The average attend- 
ance for the same months of ’82 was 18, and for ’83, 40. Thus the 
w r hole number attending and the average attendance in November 
and December, ’83, was more than double that for the same months 
of ’82, or an exact increase of 105 per cent, for the former, and the 
somewhat larger gain of 122 per cent, for the latter. This increase is 
gratifying, showing at once the wisdom of the board in providing 
better accommodations for the pupils of the school, and their appre- 
ciation of the same. Still the gap is too large between the total en- 
rollment and the average nightly attendance. While several names 
are found repeated on the books year after year, and some attend as 
regularly to this as to any other business of their lives, there are too 
man}" still who come in only for an experiment of a few nights, or 
whose frequent absence may rank them as casuals. To remedy this 
the following plan is suggested : Let a graded course be arranged, 
embracing three years of study in the school. On the completion of 
this course, which shall comprehend a certain fixed percentage of at- 
tendance, and such other restrictions as the wisdom of the board may 
suggest, let a suitable diploma be presented to the graduate. It is 
believed that this plan is feasible, and would give character and dig- 
nity to the school.

The whole number registered during the }^ear was 1476, the aver- 
age attendance being 534. The studies taught have been the same 
as in former years, with the addition of the History of the United 
States and Geography, which are prescribed by chap. 174, act of 
1883 ; approved Ma}' 14, 1883. 

All the schools are doing good work, the teachers giving every at- 
tention to the scholars and the pupils studious and eager to acquire 
as great an amount of knowledge as possible, [n view of the fact 
that many changes are to be made in this department of our educa, 
tional system during the coming 3 ’ear, the expenses will be soinewha 
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larger than heretofore, owing to the improvements made in the loca- 
tion of these schools. We therefore recommend that the board of 
1884 ask the Cit} r Council for a special appropriation for the main- 
tenance of these schools, said appropriation to be known as ^Appro- 
priation for Free Evening Schools.” The amount expended during the 
last term was 84,448.01. 

The question of attendance is one of great importance. While the 
average attendance of pupils is larger than in former } r ears, it is not 
as good as it ought to be, and as a rented}" we would ask that in 
future parents will interest themselves, and see to it that their chil- 
dren who are in need of an education and unable to attend the day 
schools, are sent to those which are provided for them in the evening 
and after having become connected with the same, that they attend 
regularly during the entire term. 

Your committee are of the opinion that a great amount of good 
would be accomplished if some person was appointed who would de- 
vote his time during the evening, to visiting' and having a general 
supervision over these schools. We recommend to the incoming 
board the advisability of empowering the committee to make such ap- 
pointment. In conclusion, we desire to thank the board for favors 
received during the past year. 

The following summary gives the attendance during the term be- 
ginning in November, 1882, and ending Februaiy 27th. 1883, also 
the amount expended for these schools during the same time. The 
expenses incurred in fitting up the four schools the present term men- 
tioned in this report do not enter into the same :

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MUSIC. 


It does not come within the province ot* the committee on music to 
make record of any particular change in this department of study 
during the year which has just closed. The work, so far as we can 
observe, has been carried on in the usual faithful and systematic 
manner by Mr. Willey, the special instructor. A system of ranking 
the scholars has been enforced, special lessons are assigned for daily 
practice under the supervision of the regular teachers, so that music 
is now regarded not as a recreation merely, but as a study requiring 
careful attention and thorough examination. 

We cannot avoid repeating expressions of regret that there is now 
no suitable place for a public' exhibition of the attainments of the 
pupils of our schools in this delightful and exhilarating study. Since 
Huntington hall was metamorphosed into a second-rate theatre the 
parents and friends of the school children have been deprived of an 
opportunity of observing in a general way tile musical progress of the 
scholars and of listening to their pleasant singing, such as the}' for- 
merly enjoyed. The onl} r way in which this desire can be gratified 
now is by visiting the schools. We wish parents would form the 
habit of doing this more frequently than is customary at present, not 
merely for the purpose of observing the working of systems in partic- 
ular studies but from motives of general interest, for we are sure the 
result would be beneficial both to pupil and parent, and certainly it 
would greatl}' encourage the conscientious teacher. 

Notwithstanding there is a prescribed course of musical study for 
all the different grades of schools, and, notwithstanding the endeavor 
to give the same amount of instruction in all schools of corresponding- 
grades, there is a difference in the results obtained. This must to 
some extent necessarily be the case since in some schools there will 
be more, and in others less, scholars who are naturally musical,” 
and whose voices are more or less easily brought into accord. But 
we are inclined to think that somewhat more satisfactory work would 
be done if in certain places more enthusiasm was manifested in this 
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study by some of the regular teachers. We do not imply by this that 
the teachers must of necessity be highly accomplished in a musical 
way in order to produce successful results, but we refer to the possi- 
bility of awakening in the scholars a greater interest, more heartiness, 
in this exercise, even on the part of those teachers who have no 
special gifts in this direction. There are schools composed of 
scholars whose voices are merely ordinary where very pleasant sing- 
ing can be heard, and where the training in the regular ly assigned 
lessons has been done by teachers who are themselves not capable of 
singing at all, but who by attention to the instruction of the special 
teacher, by perseverance, and in the exercise of that conscientious 
faculty which every teacher should possess in order to teach anything 
well, have succeeded in making the little ones sing not only tunefully, 
but with manifest spirit and delight. The old hackneyed phrase 
k 4 where there’s a will there’s a way,” holds true here. 

We have made these remarks not in any fault-finding spirit but that 
they may serve, perchance, to prevent in the future even the appear- 
ance of apathy or neglect in any instance in the pursuit of the study 
of music in the schools. It is to be understood that all the scholars 
are not only entitled to the privilege of participating in the music 
lessons, but they are to be taught to feel that they must do their best 
in this as well as in every other stud}’ in the course. 

Sometime it will be seen more clearly than at present how import- 
ant it is, that the emotional nature of children should be properly 
trained as well as the intellectual. Then we shall realize more keen- 
ly than we now do the influence of the art of music in this line of de- 
velopment, and feel in some degree the force of what Plato said when 
he declared music to be a most important educational factor.

BE PORT ON PENMANSHIP AND DRAWING. 


To the School Committee of Lowell: 

Gentlemen, — Your sub-committee on Penmanship and Drawing 
present the following report and suggestions, for your consideration 
and approval : 

Your committee was assigned to this department January, 1883, 
when we found the day schools under the supervision of Mr. 
Harrison, assisted by the regular teachers. The work in this branch 
was up to the standard of former years. 

In June Mr. Harrison was succeeded by Mr. Thomas Graves, as 
teacher of Penmanship and Drawing. He assumed his duties at the 
opening of the term in September. During the last four months Mr. 
Graves has introduced several changes which are decided improve- 
ments on the old method, and meet with the approval of your sub- 
committee and the regular teachers. The introduction of writing in 
the highest grade of primaries was a step in the right direction, and 
we believe a still greater improvement might be made here by the 
substitution of the pen for the pencil, as habits are contracted in 
the method of holding the pencil which are difficult to overcome when 
the change is made to the pen. We cannot see any objection to 
placing the pen in the hand of the child a few years earlier in the 
course than at the present, in fact we believe the earlier the child 
learns the proper use of the pen the better. As the majority of our 
scholars have only a limited time to obtain an education, and the time 
consumed in this grade learning the use of the pen would not be 
thrown away, as the scholar would be just so much farther advanced 
in this important branch when he entered the grammar grade, without 
injury to other studies. 

We do not deem a change of copy books necessary. The result 
in writing is due in a great measure to the instruction of a competent 
teacher and the careful practice of the scholar. We do not expect 
pupils will be able after three or more years of instruction, to produce 
work equal to copperplate, but we should expect a free, legible hand. 
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By requiring the child to be careful when writing, not alone in his 
copy book, but at all times, we think would have good effect. We 
would, therefore, recommend the board to call the attention of the 
teachers to this point. 

There is another matter that might be mentioned here. During the 
school year the rules of your board require a number of written 
examinations, especially in the upper grade of the grammar schools. 
This work is done with a pencil. Does not this frequent use of the 
pencil beget a defective method of pen holding, and so prevent the 
improvement in writing that we should reasonably expect after so- 
many years of instruction? We think it does. We believe the pupil 
should use the pen in these examinations. 

In the Evening Drawing school the work was progressing under 
the direction of Miss Helen Wright, in the Free Hand class, 
assisted by Misses Coburn, Greene, Leavitt and Mrs. Carney. Mr. 
S. J. Stevens had charge of the machine class, assisted by Messrs. 
Foster, Farnham and Dennis, and Mr. Stickney, Architectural ; 
also a modeling department with Mrs. Carne} T as principal, and an 
assistant, all of whom were doing good work. 

These different branches remained in charge of the same teachers 
during the remainder of the term. Upon examination and after con- 
sulting with the teachers, your sub-counnittee deemed it necessary to 
make some changes in the method of lighting, and introduce two 
Sun and thirty-two Argand burners in Miss Wright’s department, at 
an expense of $275. The term close 1 in April, with the following 
attendance in each department :

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You will see by this large number we were somewhat crowded, and 
3 T our committee found it necessary to provide additional room to re- 
lieve the school, and allow the scholars to derive the full benefit of its 
instruction. Through the kindness of this board we have fitted up 
the hall of the Wort hen street primary school house and removed the 
Machine and Architectural class into it. We believe the accommo- 
dations are sufficient for the present, but we also believe this board 
will soon be called upon to provide still greater accommodations for 
the proper development of this branch of our education, and would 
recommend as soon as practicable a building be secured to be devoted 
to instruction in the branches now taught in the Green and Worthen 
street school halls. 

For the season of 1882-83, the committee appropriated $4,000.

SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The Butler School house was completed in August. The keys of 
the building were put into the hands of the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on School Houses and Hygiene the last of the month. The build- 
ing was visited by that committee soon after. At the special meeting 
of the Board held on Monday, Sept. 3d, they made the following- 
report i 

4 ‘The building is substantially completed, presumabty according to 
plans and specifications. Your committee submit that there are faults 
in the construction of the building in the following particulars : The 
stairs have too many landings ; they ought to be straight runs ; the 
plumbing for the water closets is too near ' the walls and in danger 
from freezing ; the cellar is arranged in such a manner as to be unfit 
for general purposes for the whole school oil any occasion. Your 
committee reiterate their opinion that at least the courtesy of con- 
sultation ought to be extended to the School Committee in regard to 
the construction of school houses. We recommend the acceptance of 
the school house.” 

The report was accepted and adopted. A general description of the 
building was given in my report last year and a full description 
promised for this year. Mr, Stickney, the architect, furnishes the 
following : 


DESCRIPTION OF THE BUTLER SCHOOL. 

The building is constructed of Eastern face brick with quarry face granite 
trimmings, with two large brick gables front and rear and two wooden gables 
one on each side. The main building is 73-10 x 81-6 with two projections one in 
front and one in the rear, each 33-0 x 21-0. Each projection contains one large 
teachers’ room with toilet room opening out of it, and one staircase. 
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The building has two entrances, one in front and one in the rear, each open- 
ing into main hall which runs straight through the . building. Main hall is 
18-0 wide and 51-6 long. 

The building contains eight rooms, four on a floor, each 26-0 x 34-0; eaeli 
room is provided with two coat closets and a teachers’ closet. Height of rooms 
12 feet in the clear. 

The hall, third story, is about 67 x 75-6, and is lighted by skylight and large 
dormer windows. 

The ventilation, basement, cellar entrances, heating and water closets, are 
substantially like those of the Pawtucket school. 

The two staircases run from basement to third story. 

The roof is slated, with trimmed flat on top. 

The first floor is five fleet above the grade line, and is reached by five granite 
outside steps, and four wooden steps m the vestibule, thus making an easy flight 
for each entrance. 

The above arrangement affords good light for the basement. 

The plumbing is ventilated in the best manner, all soil pipes being carried 
through the roof ; all traps arc ventilated. 

The building is finished in ash, the natural wood, with hard-pine floors. 

The building had to be planned to fit the lot, which is long and narrow. 

The architect wished to place four staircases in the building, but was prevented 
from so doing by the committee, as it was decided to have the teachers’ room, 
and on account of the narrow front it was impossible to arrange space for both 
staircase and room. 

Outside doors swing out in every case. 

Building is carefully and strongly framed and is substantial in every respect. 

The total cost of this building was $55,930.27. 

The Primary school house on Grand street was completed and 
ready for occupancy in March. Being a remodeled school house it is 
not perfect in all respects. The entries are small, the staircases nar- 
row, and it is not as well ventilated as it should be. The building is, 
notwithstanding, a great improvement on the old one and affords ac- 
commodations for one hundred and eight scholars. Its nearness to 
other buildings on the northeast renders it liable to anno 3 7 ances in the 
Summer when the windows are open, but with the help of the Board 
of Health it is hoped that no serious harm will result from this. 

The total cost of this building was $6,888.24. 

In December, 1882, the Board voted to request the City Council to 
erect a two story school house in Pawtucketville at the earliest possi- 
ble date. 

The Mayor, in his address, recommended the enlargement of 
the High school house, the erection of a Primary school house near 
the intersection of Powell and Smith streets, the raising of London 
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street school house, and the erection of a house to accommodate the 
children now occupying a room in a dwelling house on Mount Hope 
street. 

The people of Pawtucketville, after a careful canvassing, resolved 
to ask the City^ Council to furnish Grammar school accommodations 
for their children attending the Bartlett school, about a hundred in 
number, as well as Primary school accommodations. A petition to 
the Council was drawn up in February, presented to the Board for its 
endorsement, which it received, and sent to the Council. 

The reason given for this mode of proceeding was, the usual action 
was too slow. A petition to the School Committee, it was said, 
would be referred to the Committee on School houses in course, con- 
sidered and reported upon in a month or two, and then the petitioners 
might have leave to withdraw ; even in the event of a favorable report 
the petition would goto the Council for its action. They thought 
that by taking a shorter course they would be able to accomplish 
their purpose in season for the erection of a school house this year. 
But after all their persistent and praiseworth}" efforts, it was found 
that disagreements in regard to a location for the house were likely to 
retard the work more than any other thing. It was finally decided 
b} T the Committee on Lands and Buildings to settle all differences b} r 
purchasing a lot of land at the corner of the Mammoth Road and 
Fourth Avenue. 

The location is satisfactoiy to most of the parents of the scholars 
who will attend the school. The lot is nearly square, contains 36,159 
square feet, and cost $4,519.93.. 

Mr. F. W, Stickney, architect of the Butler, and the Highland 
school houses, drew the plan for this new house and the building is 
about as far along as the Butler School house was at the correspond- 
ing time last year. It is named the Pawtucketville school house. 

The following description of it is furnished by the architect : 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PAWTUCKETVILLE SCHOOL. 

The building is constructed of Eastern face brick, with quarry-face brown 
stone trimmings. The main entrance is on the front, opening into a hall which 
runs straight through the building, with three large windows at the end, thus 
lighting the hall-way perfectly. There are three gables of brick, one in front 
which supports the bell tower, and one on eaeh side, to allow space for ventilating 
shafts. 

The main building is 155-10 x 92-4, with two projections for staircases — one in 
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front and one at the rear of the building, each projection being 17-8 x 43-4. 
The main hall, in centre of building, is 20x34. The building contains eight 
rooms, four on each floor, each 26 x 34, inside dimension. Each room has 
two coat closets, and a teacher’s closet. Each coat closet has two doors, one 
opening out of the hall-way, and one out of the room. Each story is twelve 
feet in the clear, with the windows placed well up to the ceiling, to admit as 
much light as possible. 

The ball in the third story is 62 x 82, and is well lighted by a large skylight 
and twelve large dormer windows. The roof is supported by four large trusses 
so that the hall is clear without any posts, and is slated and trimmed. 

There are four large staircases running from the first floor to roof, two in the 
front and two in the rear of building. These staircases are five feet wide, with 
hand rails and square landings. Staircases are well lighted, and with an easy 
rise. There are two staircases to the basement, one for each sex, in which will 
be placed the water closets, etc. The building will be heated with steam, the 
smoke pipe being carried to iron pipes, each one foot in diameter. These pipes 
heat the ventilating shafts, which are 7x9, thus creating an upward draft, with 
openings into each room, top and bottom. There are also two cellar entrances 
into yards, one on each side of the building. On the first floor there are two 
teachers’ rooms, and two toilet rooms. There are also two toilet rooms for 
teachers on the second floor. The building is carefully and strongly framed, 
and is substantial in every respect. 


Besides endorsing the petition of the citizens of Pawtucketville for 
a Grammar school house the Board, at the same meeting, voted on 
motion of Dr. Smith, member from Ward Five, “That the Committee 
on School Houses and Hygiene be authorized to inspect all the public 
school houses and direct that all doors be made to open outwards 
when deemed desirable.” 

The Committee attended to their duty and reported in June. They 
stated that “as a bod}' or as individuals the}' had made a thorough 
examination of the schools of the city while in session, noting their 
surroundings, yards, and internal arrangements, keeping in view the 
health of both teachers and pupils.” They then gave in detail an ac- 
count of their observations, commencing with the High school. Some 
of the buildings, with their surroundings, they found to be in excel- 
lent condition, others quite the reverse. In nearlv all cases they 
gave the janitors credit for what was good, and attributed to them 
much of that which was bad. 

The report of the Committee was printed, and copies of the same 
were sent to all parties who were supposed to have a special interest 
in the subject thus brought to their notice. 

The principal points in the report were, lack of proper and adequate 
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ventilation for the rooms, and the bad condition of the yards and out- 
houses. 

The Committee conclude with the assertion “that school houses 
ought at all times to be perfectly clean and in order.” They suggest 
“that the Superintendent of Public Buildings be required to visit each 
school building at least once a month and make a critical examination 
of the ventilation, cleanliness, order and airing of cellars, the remov- 
ing of ashes and all manner of debris from the yards, see that the 
walks and yards are kept in a tidy' condition, the grass cut, and espe- 
cially see that all vaults are kept free from odors, frequently cleaned,” 
and such other action taken as may be necessary for health and com- 
fort. The}’ express the opinion that the janitors ought to be under 
the control of the School Committee, and finally they suggest that the 
School Committee are the best judges of location, size, plan and ar- 
rangements, of all school buildings. 

Some of the evils that existed at the time of making the report have 
been remedied. At the Bartlett school house, for example, the drain 
pipe on the east side of the building was found to be entirety filled by 
the roots of a tree which grows in the yard. A new pipe was laid in 
place of the old and the flow of sewage is now unobstructed. 

In the basement of the Green school home the drain pipes were 
tilled with sewage because there was not sufficient fall to carry it off* 
That has b« en remedied. 

At the Elliott street building, which is probably the worst of all, 
there seems to be no effectual remedy for existing evils, as the a ard is 
too small and the cellar is in such a condition that any improvement 
there would be very expensive. It would be better in my opinion to 
provide in some place in the neighborhood for all the schools on 
Elliott, Church and Charles streets. 

The Elliott street house was built in 1846, remodeled in 1873, has 
but one flight of stairs for its four schools, a very dark and ill-ventil- 
lated entr}\ and in the warm weather is disturbed by the continuous 
noise from the rolling of carriage wheels. This subject has more than 
once been brought to the notice of preceding boards, and I again 
urge its consideration. 

The reason given b} T the Superintendent of Public Buildings for not 
having done more to remedy the evils complained of as well as for uot 
having carried into effect the vote of the Board to re-hang the doors 
of the school houses so that they may be made to open outwards, is 
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ki lack of money,” on account of the large outlay' on the Butler and 
Pawtucketville school houses. With the new year will come new 
hopes. 

A primary school house will undoubtedly be erected on Powell 
street, the land having been purchased for it, and the house on Lon- 
don street will be raised. 

Bartlett School House. — Very little more than re-dressing black- 
boards has been done here. The privy accommodations are very bad 
and need especial attention. 

Colburn School House. — Last winter the bank wall in the rear of 
the house was taken down, the intercepting sewer was laid in the 
} T ard, and as a consequence there was an immense heap of dirt and 
stones in front and around the school bouse for several months. The 
wall has been relaid and at the present time the house, yard and out- 
houses are in good condition. 

Edson School House. — Only general repairing has beeirdone here. 
The privy on the boys’ side should be reconstructed on a better plan. 

Franklin School House. — The rooms are in excellent condition. 
The boiler gave out in October and a new one was put in. ar an ex- 
pense of $270. Two rooms on the lower floor, at the west end of the 
building, have been fitted up for evening schools. 

Green School House,— In response to a petition from owners of real 
estate on Market street, the wall in the rear of the house is to be 
taken down, and the privies placed in the basement The rooms are 
also fitted up for evening schools. 

Mann School House. — Is in good condition. Two rooms have been 
fitted up for evening schools. 

Moody School House. — Complaints from the Board of Health caused 
an investigation into the drainage on the north side of the building. 
A break was found in ihe drain-pipe close to the cellar wall, through 
which sewer gas escaped into the cellar. The drain was repaired, and 
the part of the cellar occupied by the boys’ privy was ventilated. No 
offensive smells have been noticed since. The building, however, 
should be thoroughly repaired. The ceilings, walls and blackboards 
are in a bad condition. 

Varnum School House. — The register placed in the entry floor sev- 
eral j'ears ago for heating purposes, was taken ont last spring and a

large radiator substituted for it. The entry is now kept comfortably 
warm and there is no musty smell from the eellar pereeptible, as was 
the ease when the radiator was there. 

A petition for the abandonment of the Raee street school house 
and the transfer of the scholars to other rooms was received from 
citizens in the vicinity and referred to the Committee on Sehool 
Houses. There seemed to be but one opinion in regard to the build- 
ing and the location. For several years the need of better accommo- 
dations for tlie seholars attending those schools has been pereeived 
but the difficulty has been to find a suitable plaee for another sehool 
house. This subject will probably reeeive the early attention of the 
Board. 

On Ford street the annex is no longer needed and ought to be 
taken away and the privies made over. They have long been an 
offence to the neighbors, and the nuisanee should be abated. 

The Carter street school house was abandoned in September but the 
upper room was again oecupied in November to aceommodate the 
overflow from the London street primary. The lower room has been 
used during the fall by a “elub,” permission having been given for 
the same by the Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

The necessary repairs have been made in all the sehool houses by 
Mr. Cheney, the Superintendent of Public Buildings, so far as the 
means at his disposal would allow. Last year a very large sum w r as 
expended on repairs ; this year some thousands of dollars less. 

With regard to ventilation. I respectfully suggest that the Commit- 
tee on School Houses make a trial of the plan in operation on Kirk 
street, so far as it can be done, in a building not constructed like that. 
Either of the briek school houses on Lyon, Worth en or Common 
streets would be a proper building for such an experiment. 

I reeommend an early application to the City Council for a primary 
on Powell street, the raising of the London street sehool house, 
and the purchase of a lot of land beyond the Fair Ground for school 
purposes. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

Mr. Wm. A. Lang, principal of the Reform School since 1855, has 
sent to me the following report for the year, it being an extract from 
his report to the Overseers of the Poor :

Of the whole number admitted during the year, 7 were sent for 
truancy, 31 for habitual truancy, and the remainder for being 
wanderers, for stubbornness, larceny, etc. 

It will be seen that the school has been a large one, and that it is a 
mixed school in no good sense. 


MIXED SCHOOLS. 

There has been no change in these schools during the year. Both 
are well managed. No, 1 has had an average attendance of 33, and 
No. 2, of 18. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

Owing to the opening of the French parochial school on Moody 
street in November, many schools of this grade were greatly reduced 
in size, especially in Wards One and Five. The attention of the 
Board was ealled to the fact and a committee of three was appointed 
to visit the schools and report such recommendations as they might 
deem advisable. They visited the schools on Cheevor, Ford, Cabot, 
Race, Common and Worthen streets, and made a report with the 
following recommendation, which was adopted by the Board : 

“Transfer ihe scholars in No. 74 in the annex on Ford street, now 
in charge of a temporary teacher, to No. 38 in the same yard on 
Cabot street, and discontinue No. 74. 

Distribute the scholars in No. 78, an ungraded school on Com- 
mon street, among the other schools in the building, and discontinue 
No. 78. 
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44 Distribute the scholars in No. 69 on Worthen street, among the 
other s-chools in the building, and discontinue No. 69. 

44 Transfer the scholars in No. 8, upper grade, on Worthen street 
to No. 12. upper grade, in the same building and discontinue No. 8. 

44 Transfer Miss Hard y, teacher of No. .78, to No. 6 on Elliott 
street, now under a temporaiy teacher ; transfer Miss Harrihan, 
teacher of No. 69, to Nc. 54 on Charles street, now under a tempo- 
rary teacher; transfer Miss Franklin, teacher of No. 8, to No. 75 
on Tenth street, now under a temporary teacher. 

4 * Equalize primaries 10 and 63 on Race street, and 43, 11 
and 26 on Common street.” 

Other schools in other parts of the city had been reduced in size 
Rut not enough to require special action of the Board. 

The primary schools have been doing as well as, and some of them 
better than, usual during the year. I have not been able to equalize 
the numbers in them as I have desired for reasons easity understood. 
I do not think it desirable in all cases. But I am certain that some 
•of our teachers bear heavier burdens than others very complacentty, 
thinking that 44 size is a measure of strength” and of efficienc}’, and 
not thinking of the more excellent work that might be done with 
lewer scholars. With the number of branches taught, and the variety 
of individuals to be found in our schools, forty scholars to a 
teacher are enough. There are, however, thirty of the eighty schools 
who had during the } T ear an average number belonging of more than 
fifty, and seven, of more than sixty. As long as the s} T stem of building 
two-story primaiy school houses in localities to accommodate parents 
prevails, so long will this inequality exist, and practically all the evils 
attending this system will continue without remedy . One of the 
great advantages the public schools of Quincy possess over other 
places is the grouping of their schools in a few r buildings. 

A great gain would be made in Wards Three and Six by placing 
the eight schools on Elliott, Charles and Church streets in one build- 
ing under one experienced, skillful teacher. The same is true of the 
schools on Carter, London and Agawam streets. 

1 can speak well of all the tear hers and if comparisons were proper 
I would mention several schools and teachers that are worthy of 
especial notice. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


The Butler School was opened in September. It was composed of 
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scholars in the southern part of Ward Three, who had attended the 
Edson and Colburn Schools, and those who had received certificates 
of promotion to the Grammar Schools from the primaries in the same 
district. 

The boundary line of the district on the north was Congress, 
Thorndike, Central, and Whipple streets ; on the east, south, and 
west, Concord River. Chelmsford, and Hale’s Brook. 

The number of scholars transferred from the Edson and Colburn 
Schools was about a hundred and eight\ T . Other scholars from the 
primaries, and other sources raised the number to two hundred and 
eighty-four the week ending Sept. 8. 

Mr. Conley, the former principal of the Mann School, was trans- 
ferred to this school in July, before it was organized. At 
the opening of the school. Miss Miles and Miss Keefe, assistants in 
the Edson School, were transferred to the Butler. The school occu- 
pied six rooms, and the teaching force consisted of the principal, two 
elected, and four temporary teachers. 

Subsequent^, Misses Webster, Howe, and Murphy, were trans- 
ferred to the school from the Maun, displacing three of the temporary 
teachers. « 

At the last meeting of the Board, Miss Katie E. Kelley was 
elected assistant. 

Mr. Conley has now an excellent school and a fine corps of 
teachers. 

Of the G rammer Schools generally it may be said that they seem to 
be in a better condition than for several years. 

The Bartlett School is large, but will be relieved on the opening of 
the Pawtucket School in September. 

The Colburn School, notwithstanding it sent fift} r scholars to the 
Butler School, reports a larger average number belonging than last 
year. The average attendance is five less. By re-grading the prima- 
ries in the building with those on Ames street, another grammar room 
might be opened. 

The Edson School reported 415 belonging Dec. 20th. against 597 
last year. The difference is about equal to the number transferred to 
the Butler School .plus the number sent to the Butler from the prima- 
ries. 

The Green School reports only 1 1 less Dec. 20th than last year. 
The average number belonging is 18 less. The loss is attributed to 
the opening of the French parochial school.

The Highlanl School is growing very fast, and if Primary No. 79 
were removed from the building, it would still be cramped for room. 
The room in the Franklin School building, now occupied by the lowest 
grammar gra le, should be moved to the Highland School house. 
Distance has been proved to be no objection to a removal, and all in 
the Franklin School house, with a very few exceptions, would gladly 
make the change. The Highland School takes high rank among the 
Grammar Schools. 

The Mann School is small, having one principal and two assistants, 
the others having been transferred to the Butler School. The average 
number belonging to a teacher is 38. Last year it was only 27. The 
school is, however, smaller by 48. The scholars may all be accom- 
modated in the Green and Bartlett during the next school year. Mr. 
Semple, the principal, graduated from the Lowell High School in 
1879, (receiving a Carney medal), and from Amherst College last 
year. He is doing remarkably well, and is equal to greater trusts. 

The Moody School reported 21 more scholars in December than at 
the corresponding time last year. The average number belonging, 
however, is ^ess than last year. Mr. Greene is a graduate of our 
High School and of Amherst College. He is applying himself earn- 
estty to his work, and will undoubtedly make the Moody a good 
school. 

The Varnum School, singularly enough, reports the same average 
number belonging and the same average attendance as last }'ear, 
though the number belonging in December is 23 larger than last year. 
The school is a good one and the teachers faithful workers. 

The number of scholars sent from the grammar schools to the High 
school this year is 155, as follows : Bartlett, 27 ; Colburn, 13 ; Edson, 
21 ; Green, 22 ; Highland, 26 ; Mann, 3 ; Moody, 19 ; Varnum, 24. 

All these schools are in a prosperous condition. But the course of 
study cannot be well completed in the time allotted to it (five 
years). Either less should be required or another year be allowed for 
its completion. If less be required, the standard for admission to the 
High school would necessarily be lowered. By adding another year 
to the primary schools the grammar schools would be able to complete 
their studies satisfactorily. I believe this last plan could be most 
easily carried into execution. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 

Mr. C. C. Chase, principal of this school, resigned his position in 
July, after a service of thirty -eight years. 

Very few teachers have received the compliment of so many suc- 
cessive elections as he. From the day that he entered upon his 
duties till his resignation he possessed the unlimited confidence of 
committees and teachers, as I can personally attest*, having been as- 
sociated with him during ail these years in the relations of teacher 
and superintendent. He was a ripe scholar in mail}’ directions, and 
scrupulously honest in the discharge of all his duties, whether as 
teacher or manager. 

His resignation was presented to the committee the 28th of May. 
I take the liberty to make the following extract from the record in re- 
lation to the action of the committee upon the same : 

High School, May 26, 1883. 

To the School Committee of Lo well : 

Gentlemen — With many thanks for the great kindness I have received from 
the people of Lowell, and the School Board who have represented them, during 
a service of nearly thirty-eight years I now tender to you the resignation of my 
office as principal of the High school. This resignation will take effect at the 
close of the present school year in July. 

, Respectfully yours, C. C. CHASE. 

Mr. Pickman moved (and it was voted) that the resignation be ac- 
cepted and a committee of two be appointed to express their high ap- 
preciation of the services of Mr. Chase. 

Messrs. Stevens and Pickman were appointed. 

The committee retired, and on their return Mr. Stevens presented 
the following resolution : 


Resolved , — That by the resignation of Mr. Chase the High School will be de- 
prived of the services of an able, faithful principal, a thorough and accomplished 
scholar and instructor and a conscientious Christian gentleman; that the thanks 
of this Board are hereby expressed for liis long and useful services in the cause 
of education ; and that our good wishes and sincere desires for his prosperity are 
hereby tendered him as he retires from a position which he ha^for so many years 
maintained with honor to himself and credit to the community Born with an 
instinct and innate love for scholarly pursuits, thoroughly trained to the pro fes- 
sion of teaching, he has by unwearying zeal in the work of his life endeared him- 
self to hosts of pupils, who always have remembered him and always will re- 
member him with affection and profound respect. 
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As an upright citizen, he is held in unqualified esteem ; as a scholar in his 
favorite studies, he is without a peer in this community ; and as an instructor, he 
stands as an acknowledged hader, entitled to the admiration and gratitude of all. 

Resolved , — That we accept his resignation with regret, and with the highest 
personal regard. (Signed)

The resolutions were adopted and it was voted that they be spread 
upon the record and a copy sent to Mr. Chase. 

At the election of teachers in June, Mr. A. W. Ratchelder, prin- 
cipal of the Manchester High School, was elected principal. 

After consideration Mr. Batchelder declined to accept the position. 

July 2nd — Mr. Frank F. Coburn, male assistant, was elected prin- 
cipal, and Mr. Frank B. Sherburne of Lowell was elected male as- 
sistant. 

Mr. Coburn continues to conduct the scientific department of the 
school, and Mr. Sherburne is the teacher of the languages and math- 
ematics. 

Mr. Sherburne graduated from the Lowell High school, and Dart- 
mouth colhge, attaining high honors in each place. Of Mr. Coburn 
it is unnecessary to say anything. The school under his manage- 
ment is moving along without friction, and its high standard is well 
maintained. 

There have been no other changes in the school. 

The examination of applicants for admission to the High school 
took place in June. 

One hundred and seventy- nine applicants appeared for examina- 
tion. Ol this number one hundred and sixt} v -five were from the 
grammar schools, all of whom were presumed to hold diplomas of 
graduation. Fourteen applicants were from various sources other 
than the grammar schools. 

The failures to attain the rank required for admission to the High 
school caused strong feeling among the friends of those who failed. 
Ihej claimed that a grammar school diploma ought to be consid- 
ered as a sufficient certificate of qualification for admission to the 
High school, as such diploma should not be given without proof of a 
satisfactor}' completion of the grammar school studies ; and that no 
higher rank for admission to the High school should be required than 
that which entitles a scholar to a grammar school diploma. 

This criticism seems to be just, for if we have graded schools, pro- 
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motion from the grammar to the High school should be as easy as 
from the primary to the gianmar schools. With respect to appli- 
cants from private schools, it can only be said that they must pass 
such examination as the High school committee may require, and 
must expect to be well up in grammar school studies, or failure will 
be inevitable. This is not too much to require, for such applicants 
cannot expect to be admitted on more favorable terms than those who 
are compelled to go through the grammar school. I suggest, how- 
ever, that music and drawing should not be required of any appli- 
cants, whether from the grammar or private schools, as they are not 
necessary to progress in the High school. 

The graduating exercises of the school took place in Huntington

*Mr. Chase was born in Haverhill, Jan. 19, 1818; entered Dartmouth College from 
Haverhill Academy in 1835; was elected preceptor of Caledonia County Grammar School, at 
Peacham, Vt., upon graduating from college in 1839, and after a service of six years at 
Peacham, he was elected Principal of Lowell High School in 1845. 

fMr. Peabody, principal of the Moody school, was obliged to resign on account of ill 
health, after a service of twenty-seven years. He had been a very successful teacher during 
all these years, and many active business men who were once under his charge will remem- 
ber him for his genial ways and his faithful instruction. On receiving his resignation 
several members of the committee expressed their high appreciation of his merits as a 
teacher and referred to the kind relations which always existed between him- and his pupils. 
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In July, Miss Mary E. Hardman, assistant in the Moody school, 
passed to a higher life, beloved b}" a large circle of friends. She? was 
a skillful, painstaking teacher and thoroughly devoted to her work. 

In the report of last year, the name of Miss Ida Sheldon was in- 
advertently omitted from the list of resigned teachers. 

Also, the term of service of Miss Martha A. Williams was given 
wrong ; it should have been 27 years, instead of 31 years. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The average number of scholars belonging to the schools during 
the year is only two less than last year, and the average attendance is 
only twenty-six less. 

It is reasonable to suppose that the attendance would be larger 
than ever before, because of the increase in the school population 
and the operation of the law which requires that no scholars under 
twelve years of age should be allowed to work in the mill” while 
the schools are in session. But the withdrawal of several hundred 
scholars from the schools at the opening of the French parochial 
school caused a diminished attendance which is not shown by a com- 
parison with last year. The per cent, of attendance is a little less 
than last year. Measles have been very prevalent in all parts of the 
city, and some primary schools were almost decimated for a time. 

I submit the report of the truant officers for the past year. They 
have been very faithful in the discharge of their duties, and have 
done a great amount of work, much more than appears in their report .

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According to the above it will be seen that we have made twelve hundred and 
seventy five visits. We found that six hundred and eighty one were absentees, 
absence being caused mainly by sickness and poor clothing though in many 
cases children were kept at home to take care of smaller children while the 
parents were at work. 

Four hundred and seventy six were truants ; we arrested ninety six of them 
and took them before the police court where forty two of them were sentenced 
to confinement in the Reform School for terms varying from three months to 
two years. Fifty six were placed on probation and returned to school ; the 
other truants were also put back into school after being reprimanded and 
promising regular attendance in the future. 

We find that the different manufacturing establishments are conforming with 
the laws fully as well as could be expected where so many children are 
employed; the thirty nine reported as “working without certificates” held 
regular certificates but remained at work a short time longer than allowed by 
the same. 

We have given seventeen hundred and five certificates for employment to 
children between fourteen and sixteen years of age and of that number we find 
that two hundred and eighty five (nearly twenty three per cent) were unable to 
read or write. Last year the per cent of those unable to read or write was 
nearly thirty, showing a gain of about seven per cent in favor of this year. 

Nineteen children from seven to twelve years old were found on the streets, 
having never attended school here, and were placed in schools in different parte 
of the city as new scholars. 

In addition to the above we have given certificates of admission to scholars 
for the different evening schools, also received and delivered all the books, 
stationary etc., used in the schools. 

In concluding our report we wish to return our sincere thanks to the Super- 
intendent, School Committee and Teachers of Lowell for their uniform kindness 
and assistance to us in the performance of our duties.

I cannot close this report without paying a tribute to the memory 
of one of the worthiest and best known of our citizens, 

REV. THEODORE EDSON. 

He was born in Bridgewater. August 24tli, 1793. came to Lowell, 
March, 1824 and died June 25th, 1883. 

During all this time he was rector of St. Anne’s Church — a, period 
of sixty years. In the early history of Lowell he was prominent in 
all educational projects, wrote, the first school report presented to the 
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town, March 5th, 1827, and other successive reports, in which he pre- 
sented such views as exhibited his high qualifications for the position 
of leader in educational matters. It is believed that throughout his 
whole life he was true to the conviction expiessed in his first report : 

“ That the object to be chiefly regarded in our public schools, is the 
training and discipline of the mind.” 

That books and exercises should be adapted to cultivate the in- 
genuity and active faculties of the mind, rather than to load the 
memory with that which is not understood.” 

At the meeting of the Board held July 2, Mr. Stevens, for the 
special committee appointed to prepare suitable resolutions relative to 
the death of the Rev, Dr. Edson, presented the following; 

Whereas, the announcement of the death of the Rev. Theodore Edson is re- 
ceived by this Board of Instruction with emotions of profound and abiding grief, 
therefore 

Resolved , That by this affliction the public schools of Lowell have lost their 
pioneer-advocate, and life-long, zealous friend. On account of his self-sacrific- 
ing life, his serene and steady faith, his strict adherence to duty, his interest in 
all projects relative to the public welfare, and his purity of character, he became 
the recipient of universal and profound esteem. But particularly is he entitled 
to grateful remembrance for his ardent defence of the cause of public education 
in the earlier years of this city’s existence. Single handed and unflinchingly he 
held his ground in protracted debate in support of the proposed public system 
as opposed to the then district system of schools, and finally carried his point 
triumphantly in the face of bitter and formidable adversaries. Confident of 
blessings to be derived from measures he advocated, he stood unmoved by threats 
and insensible to fear. Vindicated by public opinion and sustained by the ex- 
perience of more than half a century, he lived to see innumerable good results 
as the fruits of his labors in the memorable contest for the supremacy of prin- 
ciples, and as long as the public school system shall be regarded as a foundation 
necessary for the security of the public good, so long shall the children and 
youth of this community lovingly revere the memory and reverently speak the 
name of this venerable and loyal servant of God. 

Resolved , That as members of the School Board, we desire to place on 
record an expression of our realization of the loss which has fallen upon this 
community by the death of Dr. Edson, of our recognition of his irreproachable 
life of Christian service, and of our deep sense of gratitude for the good example 
of such a life that it may be held up for the guidance of children and youth as 
they approach the period of discretion and responsibility.

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LAWS 

Delating to the Employment of Children, and Regulations Respecting 

Them. 

No child under the age of ten years shall be employed in any manufacturing, 
mechanical, or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth; “and no child 
under twelve years of age shall be so employed during the hours in which the 
public schools are in session in the city or town in which he resides,” and any 
parent or guardian who permits such employment shall for such offence forfeit a 
sum of not less than tw enty nor more than fifty dollars, for the use of the public 
schools of the city or town. 

No child under the age of fourteen years shall be so employed, except during 
the vacations of the public schools, unless during the year next preceding such 
employment he has attended some public or private day school, under teachers 
approved by the school committee of the place where such school is kept, at least 
twenty weeks, which may be divided into two terms, each of ten consecutive 
weeks, so far as the arrangement of school terms will allow; nor shall such em- 
ployment continue unless such child shall attend school as herein provided, in 
each and every year; and no child shall be so employed who does not present a 
certificate made by or under the direction of the school committee of his com- 
pliance w ith the requirements of this act ; provided, however , that a regular at- 
tendance during the continuance of such employment in any school known as a 
half-time day school, or an attendance in any public or private day school, 
twenty weeks as above stated, may be accepted by said school committee as a 
substitute for the attendance herein required. 

Every owner, superintendent, or overseer in any establishment above named, 
who employs, or permits to be employed, any child in violation of the second 
section of this act, and every parent or guardian w ho permits such employment, 
shall for the first offence forfeit a sum not less than tw enty nor more than fifty 
dollars for the use of the public schools of such city or town. 

The truant officers shall, at least once in every term, and as often as the school 
committee require, visit the establishments described by this act, in their sever- 
al cities and toums, and inquire into the situation of the children employed there- 
in, ascertain whether the provisions of this act are duly observed, and report all 
violations to the school committee. 
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Every owner, superintendent, or overseer of any manufacturing, mechanical, 
or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth, shall require and keep on file 
a certificate of the age and place of birth of every minor child under the age of 
sixteen years employed in said establishment, so long as such minor shall be so 
employed, which certificate shall also state, in the case of a minor under the age 
of fourteen years, the amount of his or her school attendance during the year 
next preceding such employment ; said certificate shall be signed by a member of 
the school committee of the place where such attendance has been had, or some 
one authorized by them ; and the form of said certificate shall be furnished by the 
Secretary of the State Board of Education, and shall be approved by the At- 
torney-General. 

In case no such certificate shall have been required by such owner, superinten- 
dent, or overseer, then such employment shall be deemed to have been a violation 
of the second section of chapter fifty-two of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-six. 

The truant officers may demand the names of the minor children under the age 
of sixteen years employed in the establishments above named in their several 
cities and towns, and may require that the certificates of age and school atten- 
dance prescribed in this act shall be produced for their inspection ; and if the 
name and certificate as aforesaid be not produced in any case, it shall be prima 
facie evidence that the employment of such child is illegal. 

On and after the first day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty, no child un- 
der fourteen years of age shall be employed in any manufacturing, mechanical, 
or mercantile establishment, while the public schools in the city or town where 
such child lives are in session, unless such child caii read and write. Every 
owner, superintendent, or overseer in any establishment above named, who em- 
ploys, or permits to be employed, any child in violation of this section, and every 
parent or guardian who permits such employment, shall for every such offence 
forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars for the use of 
the public schools of such city or town.

COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

FIRST YEAR. 

Sixth Class — Monroe’s Charts, and Franklin First Reader. Begin with words 
written upon the blackboard, using the names of familiar objects, and words 
expressing familiar acts. 

Combine words into groups and sentences. 

Pay particular attention to tones and inflection. 

Spell the words in columns, by sounds. 

Develop the idea of number to ten, by the use of objeets. Count to one 
hundred on the numeral frame. 

Teach the construction of letters and figures, and the simplest form of script 
letters, using slate and blackboard. 

Fifth Class — Monroe’s Charts, and First Reader. Spelling as in Sixth Class . 

Write words, groups of words, and sentences upon the blackboard, and require 
pupils to copy upon the slate. Give special attention to the forms of the letters. 

Add and substract small numbers, using the numeral frame and objects. 

Teach Roman numerals to L. 

Follow the Grube Method in numbers as far as to 4. 

Practise object teaching, using such objeets as are familiar to the child. 
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SECOND YEAR. 

Fourth Class — Second Reader. Practise “Enunciation Exercises” daily. 

Spell, by letters and by sounds, words in columns and in reading lessons. 

Continue to teach the simplest form of script letters. 

Teach Arithmetic orally. Grube Method as high as 8. 

Teach Roman numerals to M. 

Third Class — Second and Third Readers. Practise “ Enunciation Exercises* 7 
as in the Fourth Class. 

Teach the simplest form of script letters as in the Fourth Class, and write 
sentences from dictation upon the slate. 

Teach Arithmetic, using the Franklin Primary, and see that the pupils read 
the questions fluently aad correctly before solving them. Teach multiplication 
table to 8 X 8. 


THIRD YEAR. 

Second Class — Third Reader. Daily practice of exercise in enunciation. 

Teach 
the meaning of the words found in the reading lessons, and require scholars to 
use their own language in defining. Correct all faults in expression. 

Teach all script letters, and require words and sentences to be written from 
dictation, upon paper. 

Review the Arithmetic, taught during the second year, by oral questions 
similar to those in the text-book, and advance as far as practicable. Teach 
multiplication table to 10 X 10. 

First Class — Third Reader. Exercises in enunciation, spelling, definitions 

etc., as in Second Class. 

Use Miss Stickney’s Child's Book of Language No. 1. 

Review as in Second Class, and complete the Arithmetic, if found practicable. 
Teach multiplication table to 12 X 12. 

Drawing should be taught in all the classes except the Sixth. In drawing and 
singing, follow the directions of the special teachers. 

In each school a few minutes should be devoted at every session to physical 
exercises. 

Monroe’s Charts may be used at pleasure throughout the course.

REPORT OF THE ACCOUNTANT. 


To the Joint Standing Committee on Accounts of the City of 
Lowell : 

Gentlemen , — Having been selected by you to examine the books 
and accounts of Van B. Sleeper, City Treasurer and Collector of 
Taxes, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1883, I have performed the 
duty carefully and conscientiously. I have footed up and verified 
all the books and accounts (the various vouchers and coupons 
having been counted and examined by yourselves), and found 
everything satisfactory and correct. The system of accounts is 
notably simple and accurate, and the books everywhere manifest 
the effort of the conscientious and painstaking official ; the methods 
are such that any one can, in a short time, arrive at an exact knowl- 
edge of the financial condition of the city.

At the close of the last year, the important work of classifying the 
written cards according to the systematic plan adopted was still in 
progress. This was a delicate task, involving much care and dis- 
crimination and scholarship. One who has never done such work has 
any idea of its nature, dfliculty and perplexity. The early portion of 
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the year was occupied by the Librarian and Miss Hill, the catalogue 
assistant, in the performance of this duty. The whole work was 
superintended by Mr. Seward in all its details. The next work was 
the comparison of the assorted cards with the books themselves. This 
was a work of great magnitude and engaged the attention of the Libra- 
rian, Miss Hill and Mr. Seward, the committee on cataloguing, for 
the directors, several months . 

To examine individually over twenty thousand books is no trifling 
undertaking. Mr. Seward, at a great sacrifice of valuable time, giv- 
ing several hundred hours of labor, from first to last, followed the 
Librarian and Miss Hill # in this arduous work. Mr. Hill performed 
his duties most acceptably. The changes which Mr. Seward made in 
the marking being but an insignificant few as compared with the num- 
bers which passed without change, and these few changes were 
principally due to very reasonable grounds for a difference of opinion 
as to the subject matter, or to such purely accidental slips of the hand 
as must always occur in such work. It must be expected that another 
careful inspection would still call for changes in our present work ; 
but it may be fairly and truthfully said that a work of such magni- 
tude could not probably, in the same length of time, be more care, 
fully and faithfully performed. Necessary professional duties obliged 
Mr. Seward to delay longer than he had hoped would be the case in 
the final examination. 

The part of Miss Hill, in the classification,' was to assort the works 
of fiction, assign them to their true authors, ascertain the nationality 
of the author, give the appropriate mark to the book, and arrange alpha- 
betically. This great work she performed with rare ability and good 
judgment. Her zeal and success in ascertaining authorship and the 
full names of authors deserve especial mention. It is especially for- 
tunate for the library that it was able to secure the services of such a 
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cultivated and efficient lady for the duties of that department of the 
business. 

The next duty, after examining the cards and comparing them with 
the books, was to shelve the books according to the new arrangement. 
Before this could be done, it was necessary to make extensive repairs 
in the library. The City Council, with a generous appropriation, 
made it possible to carry out such a work. Accordingly, the library 
was closed July 7, and repairs immediately begun. The interior of 
the library proper was entirely remodeled ; the desk being moved 
from its old position opposite to the entrance doors to the northeast 
corner of the room, and a light gallery constructed about the room, 
so as to enable us to use the upper portions of the walls for shelving. 
The room is now fixed to accommodate all the books which it can 
ever hold. When the present conveniences are outgrown, a new 
building will be imperatively needed. It would never answer to 
remove to the proposed new City Hall, for no accommodations there 
would be likely to be as commodious as the present rooms. A build- 
ing suitable to the growing needs of the institution, and at all in 
keeping with the dignity and character of a city like Lowell, would 
probably cost a hundred thousand dollars. The present rooms will 
probably answer the purpose about ten or twelve years longer. 

The repairs were not finished until the last of September, and it 
then took a few days to shelve the books, which had been assorted in 
part before on the floor, in anticipation of the work. 

All being ready, the library was reopened to the public on the eve- 
ning of Thursday, Oct. 11. The department of fiction was the only 
one which was ready for circulation at the time. The department of 
biography was ready for use Dec. 13. The other classes of books will 
be added to the circulation as rapidly as they can be arranged for the 
purpose. 
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The new system of running the library is as follows : The library 
is free to all residents of Lowell above 12 years of age. Non-resi- 
dents may become subscribers by the pa} r ment of. $1 per year. One 
desiring to become a patron applies for a card of permission. The 
name and address of the person are taken with references. These 
particulars are made the subject of further inquiry, if the applicant is 
unknown to the library authorities, and, it being found that the per- 
son is a bona fide resident of responsible character, a card is received 
by him, permitting him to use the institution. Application for books 
for home use is made on a certain slip furnished for the purpose ; an 
opportunity being given for a choice between a given set of numbers, 
in case the preferred number is out. By a systematic method of pre- 
serving and filing away these slips, and stamping them with the true 
date, as well as by checking the book which goes out, in a blank at 
the end of it, it can be told, at any time, how many books are out, what 
they are and where they are. By this method no books have been 
lost since the library was reopened, and probably none will be during 
the year. The great public library of Boston, which has a similar 
system, hardly ever loses a book, with all of its immense circulation. 
So far, since reopening, 3,274 cards have been issued, indicating the 
number of patrons. Twenty were refused cards for sufficient reasons 
and 200 made applications who never called for their cards. This 
system of slips and checking is very perfect, and probably the best 
known to guard against the loss of books. The record is kept with 
well-nigh perfect exactness. At present the daily average of books 
delivered is about 417 ; before the library was made free it was about 
290. It will thus be seen that the increase in patrons, since opening 
the last time, is about 44 per cent. As different departments are 
opened, this increase will be still greater in proportion. If no change 
occurs in the administration of the library, the other departments can 
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be added to the circulation before many months. Patrons have made 
some complaint of their inability to use the new catalogue. Precisely 
the same complaint was at first made everywhere, wherever a similar 
change has been made ; but everywhere the people have learned to 
use the new system, in time, without trouble, and to their great ad- 
vantage. A complete catalogue of the fiction in alphabetical order 
of titles, and with an alphabetical list of the authors followed by 
their works will shortly be issued in printed form, which will do away 
with the necessity of looking at the cards except for the new books. 
Then there can be no reosonable trouble in finding books. A similar 
plan is proposed for each department in order of their appearing in 
circulation. 

The most important addition to the work of the library ever made 
was the establishment of the reading room, which was first opened 
Oct. 17, and has been visited by a great number of our citizens who 
patronize it day and evening ; the evening attendance being usually 
very large. The room is supplied with all the leading magazines of 
this country, and with some of the best European periodicals. The 
daily papers of Lowell, and some of the leading Boston dailies, to- 
gether with newspapers printed in various cities are provided for the 
readers. These periodicals embrace all departments of literature, 
science, theology, sports and business ; and are sufficient to meet the 
most varied tastes of the patrons. Such an institution is a great 
educator, needed, not only to supplement the schools, but to give 
reading to those whose schooling has been limited. It ought to do 
much to increase the general intelligence of the people. The room is 
in charge of a custodian, Mr. Edward F. Slattery, under the direction 
of the librarian. We desire particularly to call the attention of the 
City Council to the necessity of enlarging the reading room. Already 
some complaint is made by patrons at the lack of accommodations ; 
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but all the available space is occupied, and we feel that soon greater 
accommodations must be provided to satisfy the increasing patron- 
age. 

The old assistants have remained through the year. Messrs. Stephen 
T. Wyman and Walter H. Gilman have both acceptably served the 
institution for several years and are invaluable men ; the latter gentle- 
man performing labors which cannot be done by anyone else in the 
institution. His skill in repairing books and saving the accumulation 
of needless bindery bills is of great pecuniary value to the city and 
deserves this honorable mention. Mr. Gilman lost the greater por- 
tion of one of his hands in the city’s service ; since which time he has 
been employed principally in this institution, to which he has brought 
energy and ability which, pecuniarily, have been only too inadequate- 
ly met. 

Of Miss Hill, whose services in the catalogue work we have for- 
tunately secured, we have already spoken. The working force has 
been increased during the year by employing as additional assistants, 
Mr. T. F. Gilligan, who has been employed to look up card references 
and delinquent books and to assist in the reading room and in any 
duty for which he may be needed, Miss M. F. Hustwick, and, 
for runners in the delivery room, 7 Masters Carroll Smith, Henry 
Sullivan, John Riordan and Roger Walker. 

Besides the use of the periodicals, persons visiting the library can 
call for any book, on a slip used for library purposes, and read the same 
in the reading room, to be returned when the visitor leaves. In this 
way a book which is only needed for a temporary purpose can be con- 
sulted without the the trouble of taking it home. 

Another important change is the opening of the library all day 
and evening. Heretofore it was only open afternoons and evenings. 
Now, patrons will find the morning one of the most convenient hours 
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for taking books, as the rooms are not so crowded at that time. An- 
other greatly needed change was the introduction of the electric light 
which greatly docs away with the necessity of gas. The gas heated 
the apartments to excess, especially the summer, and endangered the 
health of the assistants. Besides the mnch greater brilliancy, the im- 
proved comfort of the working force sufficiently warrants the improve- 
ment. 

In closing our report, we call attention to two specially valuable 
gifts of books, one from Hon. Jefferson Bancroft, donating many 
valuable books pertaining to public matters ; and another by Dr. 
Pinkham, donating a valuable set of medical periodicals. Other 
donations will be suitably acknowledged in the list of donors which 
accompanies this report. 

We call the attention of the Council to the very able and satisfac- 
tory administration of the librarian, Mr. Hill. We hazard nothing in 
saying that his services are imperatively demanded for many years. 
No new librarian can take his place at present. We say positively 
that no man can fill it. It would be ruinous to the interests of the 
library to make any change in its administration, and the new City 
Council are most respectfully entreated to allow no consideration 
whatever to tempt them to take a step which would be so disastrous 
as the appointment of a new librarian. It mnst be distinctly under- 
stood that the duties are complicated and difficult. The time reqnsitc 
to learn them, if the new man be able to learn them at all, is consid- 
erable. Every change in librarians, if the retiring incumbent be a 
competent man, is deplorable, here or anywhere. The city cannot 
afford to break in a novice every year. There is no need of it ; hence 
the lack of wisdom in attempting it. The board, therefore, earnestly 
recommend the election of the present librarian. 

To run the library as it should be for another year, there will be 
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required for salaries, $6000 ; for books, $3600 ; for reading room, 
$500 ; for rent, $3000 ; light, heat, stationery, binding, and other 
incidental expenses, $1900 ; total, $15,000. 

The board desires to acknowledge with thanks the generous appro- 
priations made by the present Council during the year for our import- 
ant work ; also to express with approval, our thanks for the desirable 
change in the tenure of office of the directors. We also desire to ex- 
press our regret that the Council was not also ready to place the 
entire charge of the institution, including the choice of librarian, in 
the hands of the directors. A literary institution should be removed 
from the wretchedness, and curses, and dangers of politics. That 
justice has always been done to the library must be admitted • but, 
that it always will be done, is far from certain. This observation is 
general, and will be as true in fifty years as to-da}’, and is made with- 
out any personalities in view. It is a principle, far removed from 
any personal considerations, that no literary institution should be 
subjected to the annoyances of the accursed political theory, so false 
in every particular, that “to the victor belongs the spoils.” No posi- 
tion, in moral right, belongs to anyone but to the fit ; that is, to one 
qualified to hold it. It is to be hoped that the incoming or some 
future Council will grant the desired reform.

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As in years past, by far the largest expenditure has been for the 
removal of house dirt and ashes. There have been removed 13,305 
loads during the year at an expense of $7,268.01, being quite a large 
per cent, of increase over previous years. This is accounted for by 
the large number of new streets that have been accepted by the City 
Council during the year, and the great number of residences and 
tenement houses that have been erected. 

COLLECTION OF HOUSE OFFAL. 

The work of collecting house offal has for several years been left to 
be performed by collectors licensed by the Board of Aldermen. This 
system has not given satisfaction. Many small families have been 
compelled to mix their swill with their ashes, others depositing it in 
their privy vaults. Large numbers of the persons licensed do not 
make collections but once a week, and in the summer, during the busy 
season, not at all ; thus leaving the swill on the premises of a large 
number of families, an intolerable nuisance. The Board have felt 
compelled, by a public demand hardly to be resisted, to take the work 
of collecting house offal under their immediate charge. The Board 
commenced the work early in July. The total cost, including three 
horses, three harnesses, three wagons and the construction of a build- 
ing for the storage of swill, tanks, etc., also additional stable room, 
has been $2,100. The expense of collecting swill for the six months 
ending Jan. 1, 1884, is $2,639.38. There was received from sale of 
swill $1,018.74. 
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The following regulations have been made by us and are now in 


force : 


CITY OF LOWELL,

The Board of Health hereby make and publish, as required by law, 
the following additional regulations for the public health and 
safety : 

No person shall remove or carry through any street, alley or public 
place any house offal consisting of vegetable or animal substances, 
unless the owner or driver of the cart, wagon or other conveyance in 
which the same be carried shall be licensed for such purpose by the 
Board of Aldermen, and said license approved by the Board of Health. 

All house offal must be gathered in water tight, securely covered, 
hard wood, iron-hooped casks, which must substantially conform in 
all respects to a model furnished by the Board of Health, or such 
wagon or vehicle as shall have been expressly approved by the Board 
of Health. 

The wagons or vehicles used for transporting house offal must be 
kept clean and well painted. The name of the licensee, with the 
number of his license, must be placed upon each side of the wagon or 
vehicle. 

Every licensed offal collector shall remove all house offal accumu- 
lated by his customers three times a week, from the first day of May 
to the first da} r of November, and as often as twice a week during the 
rest of the year. 

House offal consisting of vegetable or animal substances shall be 
deposited by the person upon whose premises it accumulates in a 
suitable vessel or vessels, securely covered and kept in some conveni- 
ent place easily accessible at all times, and no coal ashes or other 
refuse matter must be mingled therewith.

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SEWERS. 

The early completion of the intercepting sewer will be the means of 
ablating one of the most serious public nuisances that has ever existed 
in the city. Meadow River Brook, a small sluggish stream, has for 
several years been polluted by the sewerage of a large portion of the 
southerly part of the city. A very large number of families living 
within one quarter of a mile of the brook have for years complained 
of the intolerable stench arising from its water and banks during 
the warm season. Although the construction of the sewer has far 
exceeded the estimate cost on account of the quicksand and other 
formations through which the sewer passed, yet it is a work which 
could not be judiciously avoided, as several of the mill owners and 
residents had commenced to collect evidence for the purpose of get- 
ting the city indicted for maintaining a nuisance. A single epidemic 
might cost more than this intercepting sewer and check the prosperity 
of the city and put back its growth for years. 

A much needed sewer, that this Board petitioned for nearly two 
years ago, has been built in River street during the past season. A 
petition has been presented to the Board of Aldermen for a sewer in 
Fulton street, upon which several tenement houses have already been 
built, others are being constructed, and the importance of granting 
the request cannot be questioned, as filthy water stands in the cel- 
lars for months during the wet season. 

Action should be immediately taken towards providing Pawtncket- 
ville with a complete system of sewerage. It is a large and growing 
district with many fiast-class residences and a number of large tene- 
ment houses and small cottages in close proximity, one grammar 
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school house and one primary school house, and not a common sewer 
or main drain in the district. Members of this Board have frequently 
been called upon to visit many of the premises and have found water 
remaining in their cellars for months, cess-pools overflowing, and 
offensive privies within a few feet of the living rooms of tenants 
which would not be tolerated if sewerage could be obtained for water 
closets. 


PRIVY VAULTS. 

The common belief of all sanitarians is that the storage of filth 
near our dwellings is one of the most fruitful causes of several of the 
most dangerous diseases — like typhoid fever and diphtheria. “ The 
cardinal formula of health is a pure air, pure water and a pure soil.” 
These cannot be enjoyed while the present use of privy vaults is per- 
mitted on all our large corporations, excepting the Merrimack and 
Appleton, and also while many of the large tenement houses accom- 
modating a great many persons are compelled to use the same privies. 
The popular delusion that the removal of the contents of privy vaults 
once in six months is a satisfactory cure for their offensiveness and 
danger is fast vanishing, and the time has come when public senti- 
ment demands that owners of every dwelling house upon the line of 
a common sewer shall be compelled by ordinances to use water closets 
and remove all the privies from their premises. 
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WORK OF THE BOARD. 

While it is important that boards of health should diffuse practical 
information by lectures and written essays, yet it is a question 
whether personal inspection and verbal instruction with “line upon 
line, precept upon precept, here a little and there a little,” are not of 
more practical importance. 

The chairman of the Board has for several years devoted most of 
his time during the warm season to the work of personal inspection 
and imparting such practical information regarding the sanitary con- 
dition of residences and tenement houses as seemed to be needed. 
He is constantly consulted and frequently requested to inspect the 
homes of citizens with reference to their sanitary condition. There is 
no question but that there is a wholesome, vigorous growth of public 
sentiment in sanitary science. Landlords, house owners and build- 
ers have been taught that it is for their interest to study the laws of 
health and so build their cottages and tenement houses as to satisfy 
their future tenants who are becoming more and more particular rela- 
tive to the sanitary condition of their homes and surroundings. Mem- 
bers of the Board are frequently consulted by citizens about to change 
their residence to another street as to its general condition in regard 
to its reputation for healthfulness and its drainage, a fact which 
proves that people are becoming more and more interested in the 
laws of health.

R EPORT. 


Office of City Physician and Supt. of Burials. 

To the City Council : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit my second annual report 
in accordance with the ordinance requiring the City Ph} T sician and 
Snpt. of Burials to make a yearty statement of the condition of his 
departments. The mortality for the year ending December 31, 1883, 
was 1437, an increase of 118 over that of 1882, and of 150 over that 
of 1881. Estimating the population at the present time to be about 
70,000, the death rate for the past year would be 20.5 per thousand, 
which is 1.2 higher than the rate for the preceding year. 

There has been no epidemic of any kind. No case of small-pox 
has been known to have existed in the city, although a case was 
reported in a neighboring town, and it certainly is cause for congrat- 
ulation that our city has been free from this disease, when the habits 
and customs of a part of our population are considered, and the 
crowded and unsanitary condition in which many must, of necessity, 
live. In looking over the number of deaths from prevalent diseases, 
we find that those resulting from typhoid fever are 5 less than those 
of 1882, those from accident are 7 less, those from cholera infantum 
are 8 less, those from convulsions, probably chiefly in children, are 10 
less, those from debility 15 less, those from drowning are the same 
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as those of the preceding year. The deaths from consumption are 44 
more, those from disease of brain and heart are, respectively, 10 and 
7 more, infantile diseases 2 more, paralysis 18 more, pneumonia 14 
more and scarlet fever 16 more. 

The new buildings at the City^ Farm, where the duties of the City 
Physician chiefly lie, were occupied for the first time during the past 
3 ^ear, and have proved to be a decided advantage over the unheal thy old 
ones. Much more is dond for the health and comfort of the inmates 
than could have been accomplished in those vacated. Notwithstand- 
ing this great improvement over the old condition, I wish to call to 
your attention two important matters, which, if favorably considered, 
would still further add to the comfort of those who are obliged to go 
to the institution on account of sickness, or are taken sick while there, 
I refer to the means of heating, and the furnishing of better food to 
those who are not well. To speak more in detail of these matters. 
I would state that during the cold weather of the past two months, 
the means of heating the hospital for the women have been entirely 
inadequate. The Superintendent has done all that possibly could be 
done with the means at his command, and it is through no fault of his 
that more heat is not furnished. In the hospital for sick and infirm 
women there are but two rooms furnished with radiators, and only two 
heaters in the long hall. During the day very little sun enters the lower 
hall where the sick are. The entire entry way and all the rooms 
must receive their warmth from these four radiators, and during the 
extreme cold days w r hcn I have visited the institution, the rooms and 
hall have been too cold for even a healthy person to sit in. In my 
opinion, a small radiator for each room in the hospital would furnish 
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a desirable degree of warmth and would be an improvement which is 
certainly needed for the well being of those who are placed there for 
treatment. 

Since the establishment of the institution there has never been an 
appropriation of money for providing suitable food for the sick, every- 
thing in the way of delicacies or of more proper nourishment than the 
common food of the inmates being furnished from the table of the 
Superintendent. The matron does all in her power to make the sick 
comfortable, and to provide some change from the regulation diet ; 
but without a certain allowance set apart for those really in need of 
more suitable food, we cannot expect to see such an improvement as 
would result from a better diet, which the expenditure of a small sum 
would provide. A proper degree of warmth and suitable food are 
two very essential features in the treatment of disease, and your at- 
tention to these matters is most respectfully requested.

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Of these deaths three have been of those over 80, 11 over 70, 13 
over 60, and 14 under 5. But one death occurred from cholera in- 
fantum, notwithstanding the crowded condition in which the children 
were obliged to live during the hot months, and this immunity from 
that very prevalent disease is due to the watchful care of those in 
charge of the nursery. Although a comparison of the number of 
deaths during the years 1882 and 1883 is in favor of the former, still 
the death rate should be considered low rather than otherwise, consid- 
ering the character, habits and former surroundings of those who are 
sent there either as prisoners or paupers. 

Since the occupancy of the new buildings, the city has caused to be 
brought here most of the insane who were located in the different 
asylums of the State. Whether the change will prove to be beneficial 
to the health of these unfortunates remains to be seen. The results 
thus far obtained are favorable for the continuance of the arrange- 
ment. But one death has occurred among the insane, and that result- 
ed from apoplexy. 

Earty in the Spring the care of the Edson Cemetery was intrusted 
to John Webster, who has proved himself to be a competent man for 
the place. . With his assistants he has greatly improved the condition 
and appearance, of the grounds, and they have never looked so well 
as during the latter part of the year. The new chapel is an ornament 
to the place, and is of great usefulness to those desiring to hold ser- 
vices in the cemetery. - New sections have been staked out and rap- 
idly taken up. The avenues have been appropriately named and the 
paths numbered.

To the City Council : — 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit the 
Annual Report of Births, Marriages and Deaths in 
the City of Lowell, during the year 1883. 

BIRTHS. 

The number of children born alive during 1883 was 1681, a de- 
crease from the previous year of 74. 

There were 848 males, 833 females. Three were colored, and eight 
reported as illegitimate. Eleven pairs of twins are recorded, — three 
pairs of bo}’s, four pairs of girls, and in four cases one of each sex.

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In 343 marriages, both parties were native born. In 356 mar- 
riages, both were foreign born. In 104 marriages a native groom 
was united to a bride of foreign birth, and 96 foreign grooms were 
united to native brides. There were 447 native grooms and 441 
native brides, 451 foreign grooms and 457 foreign brides. 

Those married for the first time numbered 783 grooms and 808 
brides ; for the second time, 109 grooms and 89 brides ; for the third 
time, 6 grooms and 2 brides ; for the fourth time, 1 groom ; the 
latter, a groom of 60, married this time a single woman of 30. Of 
those married for the first time, there were 751 couples. In 32 cases 
bachelors married widows ; in 69 unions single women were married 
to widowers ; in 47 cases both were widowed. 

The oldest couple married were aged 63 and 61, the bride’s age 
being last, as also in the following cases, which shows the ages of 
certain couples who were united with the silken bonds : 69 and 60, 
64 and 46, 60 and 58, 60 and 45, 60 and 30, 36 and 18, 35 and 50, 
28 and 40, 24 and 16, 18 and 19, 18 and 18, 18 and 27. 

In 109 cases the bride was tbe older. In 42 instances the groom 
was under 21 years of age, and in 72 cases the bride was less than 
19, seven being but “ sweet sixteen.”

In 1880 the census of Lowell was taken by enumeration districts, — 
the city having been divided into twenty-sis parts for that purpose. 
The census of each district has been obtained from official sources, 
and the compiler is enabled to give the population, number of deaths, 
and the death rates in each district. The same description and tables 
are given as in the report of 1880, including, however, the figures for 
three years, so that comparisons may be made.

Chief’s Office, Engine House, Middle Street, > 
Lowell, April 1 , 1884 . ) 

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the requirements of 
the ordinance governing the Fire Department, it becomes 
my duty, as Chief Engineer, to present to you the annual 
report of the Fire Department of Lowell for the year end- 
ing March 31, 1884. 

The report will be found to contain statements in detail, 
embracing the amount of expenditures, a register of the 
department, with number of badge, age, residence and oc- 
cupation of each member ; a record of all fires and alarms 
which have occurred during the year and the causes there- 
of, with the names of the owners or occupants, the loss and 
insurance as near as could be ascertained ; with the number 
and location of fire alarm boxes, hydrants and reservoirs, 
with an inventory of all property belonging to the depart- 
ment in charge of the several companies, and such other 
information as is thought proper for your consideration. 
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The amount received from appropriations and other 
sources was $70,669,61. The expenses of the Depart- 
ment have been $70,438,88, leaving a balance of $230,73.

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FORCE. 

The department consists of a Chief and 4 Assistant En- 
gineers ; one Fire Alarm Telegraph Operator ; 3 Steam 
Fire Engine Companies, with horse hose carriages, one 
of twelve and the other two of eleven men; and one 
Steam Fire Engine in reserve, four horse Hose Com- 
panies of nine men; 2 hand Hose Companies of ten 
men; two Hook and Ladder Companies, one of ten 
and the other of fifteen men; and one Protective 
Company of seven men ; making a total of one hun- 
dred and thirty-eight men ; of which twenty-three are 
permanent and devote their whole time to the interest 
of the City; the remaining one hundred and fifteen men 
are subject to . call only during an alarm of fire. 
During the past year a hand Hose Company of ten 
men has been organized in Ayer City under the 
rules and regulations of the Department, receiving a 
small compensation, and only respond to alarms in that 
immediate section, unless called by a general- alarm. 
The efficiency of the Department would be increased 
by an addition of one or more men to the Protective 
Company. In addition to the duties pertaining to his 
Office, the Chief has charge of all street lights. 

APPARATUS. 

The apparatus of the Department is kept in the 
best possible condition, and comprises four Steam hire 
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Engines ; seven four-wheeled Horse Hose Carriages ; 
two Hook and Ladder Trucks, and one Protective 
Wagon fully equipped ; one Fire Alarm Wagon, eight 
Hose Reels on runners ; Horse, Harness, Wagon and 
Sleigh for the use of the Chief ; three traverse-runner 
Sleighs ; eight exercise or fuel wagons. In addition 
to the above we have a Hook and Ladder truck, and 
a four-wheeled Horse Hose Carriage loaded with Hose 
and kept in No. 5’s house ; a two-wheeled Horse Hose 
Carriage kept in No. 7’s house ; three four-wheeled 
Hand Hose Carriages with five hundred feet of Hose 
on reel, one stationed in Pawtucketville, one at Ayer 
City, the other at the City Poor Farm. During the 
year the following new apparatus was purchased : One 
patrol wagon made by Abbott, Downing & Co., Con- 
cord, N. H. and placed in charge of the Protective Co. 

FIRE ALARM. 

This important branch of the service has been ably 
performed by the Operator George B. Whitney ; the 
work of this branch is continuous and exacting, and 
the greatest care has to be exercised to protect the 
wires from interference with the telephone and other 
wires ; but the lines have been kept in perfect work- 
ing order during the year ; the past year we have 
replaced 17 and put in about 100 new poles, 82 of 
which are yet to be painted, a considerable number 
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will have to be replaced this year ; also we have 
taken down about three miles of old compound wire 
and put up the best No. 9 galvanized iron wire ins- 
tead; there are some miles of old wire yet to be re- 
newed ; which I intend to renew the coming year. 
There have been four Signal Boxes added the past year, 
65 River street, 67 Hildreth street, 73 Mammoth 
street, 74 Varnum avenue, making the whole number 56; 
also a small gong in H. R. Barker’s store. Connected 
with the service are eight bell strikers, ten large Engine 
House Gongs, seven Engineers’ Gongs, 4 small Gongs, 
ten electrical arrangements for opening stall doors, etc., 
ten Registers, one six-circuit non-interfering Repeater, 
one cut out and testing Switch Board, seven Galvan- 
omters, three hundred and five Cups of Battery, 50 miles 
wire and three hundred and eleven poles. Twelve 
miles of Wire have been purchased the past year for 
Fire Alarm purposes. 

TELEPHONE. 

There are connected with this system 15 complete 
Stations, thirteen extension bells, about eleven miles of 
Wire, constructed, owned and maintained by the city, 
and under the charge of the Fire Alarm Supt. The hand 
telephones and transmitters are rented from the Telephone 
Company. 
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HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

The number of horses belonging to the Department 
is nineteen and are all in good condition ; one (1) died, 
six (6) have been procured by change during the year. 
There are nine pairs of double and nine single har- 
nesses, of which, seven (7) pairs of double and six (6) 
single are the Berry patent swinging harnesses. By 
the substitution of swinging harness for that previously 
in use, the horses are relieved from the fatigue, caused 
by constantly wearing the harness ; it is also a great 
saving of expenditures, as the harnesses were constanly 
needing repairs. 

HOSE. 

Twenty five hundred feet cotton (rubber lined) hose 
and 1000 feet of rubber hose 3 -ply has been purchased 
the last year. Making a total of 14,050 feet in the 
Department now in use, of which 5,850 feet is 
cotton (rubber lined), 1,500 feet of rubber and 6,700 
feet of leather. During the year we have disposed of 
2000 feet of old leather hose to the Sewer Depart- 
ment. 

HYDRANTS. 

During the year sixteen new Post hydrants have been 
added and two old flush • hydrants discontinued, making 
a total number of hydrants seven hundred and forty- 
four, for which, this department is charged annually 
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twenty dollars each ; Changes of old hydrants for new 
have been made as follows : One on Middlesex street, 
two on Merrimack street between Suffolk and Cabot 
street ; and eight on Adams street and one on Cabot 
street the old hydrant on Appleton street, near Gorham 
and the flush hydrant on Hurd street near Central 
have been discontinued. The amount paid by this depart- 
ment for water last year was $14,786,00, in view of 
the fact that the amount paid for water is entirely 
out of proportion to the quantity consumed, I would 
suggest that the amount be raised by a special appro- 
priation ; while it would not reduce the appropriation 
for Water Works, it would show a large reduction 
in the expenses of this department. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This organization consists of one Company of seven 
men, two of which are permanent ; one wagon drawn 
by two horses, fully equipped with all the parapher- 
nalia requisite for the protection of property from 
damages by water, and are maintained by the City. 
This Company have spread 75 blankets the past year 
and used the extinguishers 48 times. Owing to the na- 
ture of the fires the past year, not many blankets were 
spread, but the Company rendered valuable work in 
other ways. The promptness and efficiency of this de- 
partment have been the means of saving much valua- 
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ble property the past year. During the year there has 
been added 12 Rubber Blankets 12 x 15 and 5-12 x 
18, making in all 45. 

HOUSES. 

The houses of the Department are in very good re- 
pair, except the sleeping room of Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 1 ; it is very small and has no venti- 
lation. The Committee have voted to add another 
story to this house and are awaiting plans. The Fire 
Alarm battery room is small and very inconvenient, and 
I would recommend that another story be added to the 
house on Middle Street, and remove the battery to the 
new story, which would give plenty of room for sleep- 
ing appartments. 

THE LOWELL FIREMEN’S FUND ASSOCIATION. 

This benevolent association was organized Dec. 17th, 
1858, for the purpose of affording relief to such of 
its members as should receive injuries while in the 
discharge of their duties; the importance of this asso- 
ciation to the Department cannot be overestimated. The 
income is derived by an annual assessment upon each 
member ; by donations from citizens ; and this year 
by a Fair and Ball, to which the citizens have con- 
tributed liberally, for which I return thanks to those 
citizens, who have aided them. The receipts for the

past year have been $200.75 for assessments; cash 
on hand to date, $4,271.32. 

FIRES AND LOSSES. 

After a number of years of remarkable exemption 
from accidents and injuries to firemen at fires, the 
City of Lowell finds what other communities have 
hitherto experienced, that calamity, and loss, and suf- 
fering are not confined to any particular locality, and 
that no city can hope to always remain free from the 
destroying element. 

The whole number of fires and alarms which occur- 
red during the year ending March 31, 1884, was 107, 
which is an increase of 26 over last year ; 81 of 
which were given from signal boxes, 8 by telephone, 
and 18 still alarms responded to by a portion of the 
department. 

The whole amount of loss by fire, as far as can 
be ascertained, was seventy-one thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty-nine dollars and eighty-eight cents 
($71,849.88). The whole amount of insurance was one 
hundred and forty-five thousand dollars ($ .45,000.) The 
amount of insurance paid was thirty-nine thousand eight 
hundred and forty-one dollars ($39,841), making the 
whole amount of loss above insurance thirty-two thou- 
sand and eight dollars and eighty-eight cents ($32,- 
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008.88), of which thirty thousand nine hundred dollars 
($80,900) was lost at two fires. 

The two great disasters of the year — the Wamesit 
Mill and the Harris Mill — while entailing serious loss 
reflect no discredit upon the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. In the case of the Wamesit Mill the alarm 
was not given till the interior of the building was a 
mass of fire. The contents of the building was of 
an exceedingly inflammable nature, becoming ignited, 
almost immediately spread the flame throughout the 
building, and when the firemen arrived that portion of 
the building where the fire originated was already 
doomed. Loss, $27,000 ; insurance, $4,100. The 
rates of insurance in this locality being high, the 

owners of property do not deem it expedient to in- 

sure to a great amount. 

The record of the Harris Mill fire is not a pleas- 
ant subject to contemplate, owing to the painful re- 
sults, the injury of a number of the firemen which 

miraculously did not prove fatal to any. 

Owing to the great distance to the hydrants from 
the fire more hose was needed than was carried by 
companies responding to that box on the first alarm. 
Some lines of hose containing 1000 feet, I therefore 
ordered a second alarm to procure more hose. The 

fire was at one time fully under control, but owing 
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to an explosion, from some cause unknown, the roof 
was raised, and the walls falling outward, a number 
of the firemen were seriously injured by falling bricks. 
Loss, $25,000; insurance, $17,000. 

Chap. 20, Sect. 8, City Ordinance. 

“ It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to inquire for, 
and examine into, all places where shavings and other com- 
bustible materials may be collected and deposited, and to cause 
the same to be removed by the owner, tenants, or occupants, 
of any such places, at their expense, whenever, in the opinion 
of said Chief Engineer, such removal may be necessary to the 
security of the city against fire.” 

During the year I have made a thorough investiga- 
tion of several buildings where I have had reason to 
believe that such material had accumulated through the 
negligence of the occupants. In a great many places 
I found very large amounts of paper, hay, straw, etc., 
from which a large number of fires in our principal 
stores have occurred during the past year. I would 
suggest that the owners or occupants would give this 
their personal attention, and provide some means to 
dispose of it, at least once a week. 

September 11th, I received a telephone message from 
North Chelmsford, saying that the Boston Ice Com- 
pany’s ice houses were on fire, and other property 
was in danger. I sent an engine, hose carriage and 
ladder truck to their assistance and ten firemen. We 
rendered them some assistance in keeping the fire from 
spreading. 
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December 27th, I received a telephone message from 
West Chelmsford, saying that the Eagle Mills were on 
fire and assistance was needed. Being confined to the 
house by sickness, I telephoned to Engineer Norton, 
who, with twenty men and Engine No. 3 and hose car- 
riage went to West Chelmsford. On their arrival their 
services were not needed, and they returned immediate- 
ly. 

The following deaths by burning have occurred the 
past year : Mrs. Bridget Good, Adams Street ; Mrs. 
Shehea, Hall Street. 

Several casualties have occurred to members of the 
department, some of which were quite serious. The 
following is a list of the injured: J. F. Williams, Hose 
No. 7 ; J. A. Fletcher, Hose No. 7 ; E. W. Fletcher, 
Hose 7; D. J. Hurley, Hose No. 7; J. H. Joyce, Hose 
No. 7 ; J. J. Quinlan, Hose No. 4 ; C. Morse, Hose 
No. 4 ; J Boyle, Hose No. 5 ; W. W. Flagg, H. and 
L. No. 2; L S. Kimball, Patrol Wagon. 

FUND FOR DISABLED FIREMEN. 

While we believe that no money consideration can 
compensate for pain and suffering consequent upon acci- 
dents which frequently occur at fires, it would be only 
common justice to provide some manner of assistance 
for injured firemen and their families during the time 
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they may be incapacitated from earning a living. Under 
the present law the City Government cannot aid them. 

I would suggest that the insurance companies doing 
business in our city, who have been so much benefited 
by the heroic and self-sacrificing efforts of our firemen, 
should contribute to a special fund for such a purpose 
I sincerely hope to see this suggestion speedily carried 
out. 

CHANGES. 

Owing to the number of long runs and the 
weight of our present one-horse hose carriages, I 
recommended to the committee the changing from the 
one-horse system of hose carriages to two horses, or 
the purchasing of hose wagons which are much light- 
er. I think, in time, the hose reels will be displaced 
for the hose wagons which are better in all respects, 
in my opinion. We have changed Hose No. 5 one- 
horse carriage to two horses, and I am in hopes, be- 
fore the year is finished, to make the same change 
in all the other companies, or substitute wagons for 
the present one-horse reel. 

CONCLUSION. 

I respectfully renew the recommendation of my pre- 
decessor, that an Ordinance should be passed regulat- 
ing the sale of kerosene, or so-called non-explosive 
fluids; also our building laws are very imperfect, and 
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in fact we have none; we have a small fire district, 
but citizens wishing to make additions or enlargements 
of their buildings apply to the Board of -^Aldermen 
for a license which is usually granted; and new build- 
ings which are being built in the district are not looked 
after by any one, and consequently are not built 
strictly after the ordinance, and outside of the district 
persons erect large four and five-story wooden build- 
ings for stores and tenements without a fire wall or fire 
escape, and in many cases with only one very narrow 
stairway to the upper stories, which are nothing more 
than a death trap for those who occupy them, another 
trouble arises from the bad construction of some of our 
chimneys, and in parts of the city a hole cut through 
the roof or side of a building with a stovepipe stuck 
through for a chimney, not only endangering their own 
but the adjoining property to destruction. The infre- 
quency of fire the past year ought not to make us un- 
mindful of our duty looking to the safer protection of 
the future of our city; there should be stringent build- 
ing laws made both in regard to the nature and con- 
struction of buildings and for an Inspector of Buildings 
whose duty it should be to examine and approve the 
plans of all buildings and to see that the conditions 
prescribed by the laws are complied with as regards 
the public safety; and who should have power to re- 
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move dangerous buildings and structures. In closing 
this report I desire to express my thanks to his Honor 
the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, and members of 
the City Council for the interest manifested and the 
support given to the requirements of the Department 
during the year; to the Committee on Fire Department 
for their hearty co-operation to all matters tending to 
the improvement of the Department ; to the Marshal 
and other members of the Police Force, for their valu- 
able assistance at fires and on other occasions ; to the 
City Clerk, Auditor Treasurer, Superintendent of Streets 
and Water Works, and all other officials with whom I have 
had pleasant intercourse; to my Assistant Engineers, 
and the officers and members of the several companies 
for the prompt and efficient manner they have responded 
to all alarms, the support and good will manifest to me 
on all occasions and their efforts to sustain the repu- 
tation of the Department.

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INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY-HOLDERS. 


Alarms are to be given from the box nearest to the location 
of the fire. 

Upon the discovery or positive information of a fire, you will 
unlock the box, pull down the slide or hook once only , and 
let go. If you hear no sound from the bell in the box, pull 
again. If you fail a second time, go to the next nearest box 
and do the same. Also, be particular to remain at the box 
until the arrival of an Engineer, who will release the key. 

Each box contains a small bell, which, if heard before 3 r ou 
pull the hook, indicates that the alarm has been previously 
given from another box. In such cases, do not puU the hooJc 
until you are sure the alarm has been completed. 

Never signal for a fire seen at a distance ; never touch the 
hook except to give an alarm of fire. Give an alarm from no 
cause other than an actual fire. 

Second alarms for the same fire will be given only by one of 
the Engineers. 

Never let the key go out of your possession unless called 
for by the Chief Engineer. If you change your residence or 
place of business where the key is kept, return the key to the 
same officer. 

Keys to the boxes are in possession of responsible persons 
in the vicinity of the signal boxes ; also in the hands of the 
police. 

Citizens are requested to inform themselves where the keys 
to the signal boxes are kept.

Report of the Water Board. 


Office of LOWELL WATER BOARD, 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 15, 1884. 

To the City Council of the City of Loxvell : 

Gentlemen — The Lowell Water Board, in here- 
with presenting this, the Eleventh Annual Report of 
the Board regarding the condition of the Works under 
its care and management, is much gratified in con- 
gratulating the City Council and the citizens of our 
municipality upon the continued prosperity of this im- 
portant branch of our public works, as shown by the 
abundant supply of pure water furnished, excellent 
condition of all portions of the Works, and the still 
continued increase in the water rates received there- 
from — the latter being $12,185.03 in excess of the 
receipts for the year 1882. 

For this excellent condition of the affairs committed 
to our charge we desire to thank the City Council of 
1883. for its kind co-operation in furnishing the Board 
with the necessary appropriation for the year just 
closed, by which we have been enabled to meet the 
many calls for extensions of pipe, and all the necessary 
expenditures for the proper care and support of the 
Works, by which the resultant increase in water-rates 
is made possible, — this, with the faithful and efficient 
work of those in the active charge of the Works, from 
the superintendent to the lowest subordinate employed 
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thereon, has contributed to the successful results of 
the year past. 

That the same kind and considerate co-operation of 
the City Council of 1884 may be granted to our suc- 
cessors, and that the faithful services of the present 
working force of the department — many of whom 
have served from the beginning thereof — may be re- 
tained in the future, and thus the continued success of 
the Works be assured, is our earnest hope. 

The first meeting of the Board for the year 1883 was 
held on the evening of Jan. 9th, the Board being com- 
posed of the following members: Albert A. Haggett, 
President, and Chas. C. Plutchinson from the citizens, 
Alderman George W. Fifield, Councilman Edward B. 
Peirce and John J. Hogan from the City Council. 

organization: 

The annual organization of the Board, in accordance 
with the requirements of the City Ordinance, occurred 
on May 7th, the membership thereof being the same, 
Albert A. Plaggett having been re-elected by the City 
Council, from the citizens, for the two years ensuing. 
Albert A. Haggett was elected President, and Horace 
H. Knapp Clerk of the Board — the latter, succeeding 
Mr. James M. Battles, who for several 7 years faithfully 
filled the position — has proved a painstaking and effi- 
cient Clerk, and faithfully devoted himself to the some- 
what arduous and trying duties of the position* and we 
hereby desire to record our commendation of his effi- 
ciency concerning the important and manifold duties 
pertaining to the office. 
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LICENSING PLUMBERS AND PIPE-FITTERS. 

On March 2nd, the Board, after due consideration, 
and consultation with regular plumbers and pipe-fitters 
of the city, petitioned the City Council for the enact- 
ment of an ordinance authorizing the Lowell Water 
Board to license plumbers and pipe-fitters — said li- 
censed plumbers and pipe-fitters, only, to be allowed to 
prosecute their calling in connection with the pipes 
connected with the Water Works. The suggestions 
considering the need of such an ordinance were fully 
set forth by our immediate predecessors in the Tenth 
Annual Report of the Water Board, and met our hearty 
commendation. On May 22nd, the Joint Committee 
on Ordinances and Legislation of the City Council 
reported that they found no authority by which the 
power to license can be granted to any branch of the 
u City Government/ 5 saying, “the power, as we be- 
lieve, by the Charter and Public* Statutes, is vested in 
the Board of Aldermen, and cannot be delegated or 
transferred except by statute law, and, as far as we 
know, no such statute exists; we would therefore most 
respectfully report, inexpedient to legislate. 55 This re- 
port was accepted by the City Council. 

We still believe in the propriety of such action as 
was recommended by the Water Board of 1882 con- 
cerning this important subject, and if not deemed ad- 
visable to petition the Legislature for the passage of 
an act authorizing the Water Board to issue such li- 
censes, would respectfully urge that the Board of Al- 
dermen exercise such authority, and grant such licenses 
through the recommendation of the Water Board. By 
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such action the evils now resulting from poor and in- 
effieieent workmanship would be avoided, and the cer- 
tainty of having a record of all fixtures proposed to be 
used in connection with the Works, before said fixtures 
had been placed within the premises of water-takers, 
would be assured. 

CONTRACTS. 

Feb. 2nd, a contract was made with the Gloucester 
Iron Works of Philadelphia, the lowest bidder, for 371 
tons of cast-iron pipe and special castings, for use on 
extensions of the Works, at $37*87 per ton of 2240 
lbs., delivered on the cars in this city. May 9th, pro- 
posals were received and opened from Lowell dealers, 
for 1000 tons of Powelton mine coal, to be delivered 
and stored within the coal house at the pumping sta- 
tion, and the contract for supplying the same was 
awarded to the lowest bidder, D. W. Horne & Son, at 
$5.59 per ton of 2240 lbs. 

PURITY OF OUR WATER. 

The subject of the purity of our city water is one in 
which all our citizens are deeply interested, and none 
more so than are the members of the Water Board. 
For several years past, periodically, especially when 
some new spring water is discovered which is consid- 
ered a panacea for all the ills, from in-growing nails 
to baldness, which humanity is heir to, the public has 
been informed of the bad condition of the city water 
by some superstitious un-named correspondent of the 
daily press. The fact that the superintendent, several 
times during each year, has all the water in the street 
mains and in the conduit lines “ blown out/ 5 by which 
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every particle of sediment therein contained is forced 
therefrom, as well as the often cleaning out of the 
pump-well at the pumping station, is sufficient evi- 
dence that the necessary care is taken in this direction; 
while the further fact that the Water Board, in the dis- 
charge of the high trust committed to their care, often 
resort to chemical anaylsis in order to ascertain the 
character of our water for purity — the last analysis of 
which was had Sept. 19th, 1883 — is further evidence 
of a proper regard for the protection of our citizens 
from a tainted supply of water. 

The analysis above mentioned was made by S. P. 
Sharpies, the State Assayer of Massachusetts, and was 
of three samples of water, viz.: One of city water, 
drawn at the Government Building, one of Pentucket 
spring water, located on the bank of the Merrimack 
River, below Hunt’s Falls, in Belvidere, and one of 
water from a well on the Lawrence Corporation, long 
in use, and considered good water. The results of the 
analysis are shown in the following report of the State 
Assayer. These samples contained in 100,000 parts

We would also call attention to an analysis of our 
city water made by W. P. Atwood, Esq., chemist for 
the Hamilton Manufacturing Company of this cit}^, at 
the request of the proprietors of the Daily Citizen, 
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Feb. 20th, 1883, a report of which was published by 
that paper at the time, in which substantially the same 
results were found. With the above record we think 
all unprejudiced and fair-minded persons will .be satis- 
fied with the continued use of a water which by so 
good authority is pronounced 66 excellent/’ 

STATIST res. 

The total amount of water pumped into the reservoir 
for the year was 1,042,490,500 U. S. gallons, against 
959,93]:, 730 U. S. gallons in 1882; and the daily aver- 
age pumped was 3,021,655 gallons, against 2,629,950 
gallons in 1882* an increase for the year of 82,558,770 
gallons, and of 391,705 gallons in the daily average. 
The quantity of coal consumed during the year for all 
purposes, excepting for the High Service supply, was 
983^/V tons, against gi^lo-s tons in 1882. For the 
High Service supply the consumption during the year 
was 27AW tons, against ip^lnr tons in 1882. There 
have been 524 iW gallons of water raised 1671V feet 
high for each pound of coal consumed during the year. 

The total number of water takers is 13,800, against 
13,000 in 1882, a gain for the year of 800. There are 
now laid 73 iW miles of street mains — the increase for 
the year having been 3 rW miles. The total net charges 
for water rates for the year, after deducting all abate- 
ments, and the charges for service pipes, have been 
$141,316.82, against $131,580 for the year 1882 — an 
increase for the year of $9,736.82. 

The following table will show the charges for water, 
by months, from the commencement of the Works to 
December 31, 1883, with all abatements, and total net

Had these extraordinaiy expenses not occurred, the excess of re- 
ceipts over expenditures for those } T ears would have been respectively 
$74,410.68 and $86,770.63, substantially. 
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Members of the Water Board, together with mem- 
bers of the Joint Committee of the City Council on 
Fire Department, and the Engineers of both depart- 
ments, had the great pleasure of accepting an invita- 
tion extended to them to attend the meeting of the 
New England Water Works Association at Pawtucket, 
R. I., Sept. 19, 1883. This Association is composed of 
Superintendents, Registrars, Secretaries, Treasurers, 
and Engineers of the various Water Works in New 
England, and is formed “ for the exchange of informa- 
tion pertaining to the management of Water Works, 
for the mutual benefit of consumers and Water Com- 
panies, and for the purpose of securing economy and 
uniformity in the operation of Water Works,” in the 
language of the Preamble to their Constitution and By- 
Laws. At the meetings various topics relating to the 
care and management of Water Works are discussed, 
and much valuable information relating thereto is 
given. The Association now has a membership of 
one hundred and twenty-eight. At the meeting held 
at Pawtucket the members were shown the many in- 
teresting points in connection with the Pawtucket Wa- 
ter Works, including the Distributing Reservoir, the 
new and old Pumping Stations, and later were enter- 
tained at the rooms of the Business Men’s Association 
— an organization composed of the wide-awake busi- 
ness men of that energetic town — with a substantial 
collation, at the conclusion of which the party pro- 
ceeded to Wilkinson’s Park, where a fine exhibition of 
fire streams was made, under the direction of Chief 
Engineer Collyer of the Pawtucket Fire Department. 
The Association was then escorted by the entire Fire 
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Department to the steamer Pioneer, and then con- 
veyed down the beautiful Pawtucket and Providence 
Rivers to the grounds of the Vue de l’Eau Club, where 
the proverbial Rhode Island hospitality was bountifully 
exemplified. 

At the second annual meeting of the Association, 
held in Worcester, Mass., June 21, 1883, an invitation 
was extended to the Association, by Mr. Holden, our 
Superintendent, to hold the third annual meeting in 
this city on Thursday and Friday, June 19th and 20th 
of the present year. This invitation was accepted, and 
Lowell will have the honor and pleasure of entertain- 
ing this important Association at that time. The Wa- 
ter Board bespeak the kind co-operation of the City 
Council in rendering the visit one of pleasure and 
profit. At the meeting the following topics have been 
named for discussion, viz. : — 

1 st. Service Pipes, Material, Size, &c. — the dis- 
cussion to be opened by a paper to be presented by W. 
H. Richards, Superintendent of the New London 
(Conn.) Works. 

2d. Filtration of Water — the discussion to be 
opened by a paper to be presented by H. W. Rogers, 
Superintendent of the Lawrence (Mass.) Works. 

During the past year the Works have suffered a 
great loss in the death' of Daniel D. Frazer, who for 
several years past had faithfully filled the responsible 
position of Foreman of the Works. Mr. Frazer had 
been connected with this Department since the com- 
mencement of the Water Works, in various positions, 
in all of which he displayed remarkable energy and 
judgment, and was always faithful in the performance 
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of every duty committed to his care; — ready at all 
times, by night or day, to devote himself thoroughly to 
the work allotted him. He died March 30th, and the 
large attendance of friends, even outside his immediate 
associates upon the Works, at the obsequies, which 
occurred April 1st, testified in the strongest manner 
to the high regard and esteem in which he was held in 
our community. 

We refer, in conclusion, to the Reports of the Su- 
perintendent and City Engineer, accompanying our 
Report, for much interesting and valuable information 
concerning the work accomplished during the past 
year, and trust that in the future, as in the past, this 
important department, so necessary for a successful mu- 
nicipality, may continue to receive your most thought- 
ful consideration and care.

Office of CITY ENGINEER, 
Lowelx. Mass., Jan. 1, 1884. 

To the Lotvell Water Board : 

Gentlemen — The undersigned respectfully sub- 
mits the Eleventh Annual Report of the work done by 
the pumping-engines at the Pumping-Station, calcu- 
lated from the records kept by Mr. James P. Roberts, 
the Engineer in charge. 

No “duty” has been calculated for the high-service 
engine, because it takes the steam from the same boil- 
ers and at the same time the other engines are pump- 
ing, and the coal used can only be approximately as- 
certained. The cost of pumping one million gallons 
of water from the low-service reservoir to the high- 
service reservoir, is about eleven dollars and forty- 
eight cents, which added to the cost of raising the 
same quantity into the low-service reservoir, makes the 
total cost of raising one million gallons into the high- 
service reservoir, approximately, twenty dollars and 
fifty-one cents. 

It has often been remarked that the old reservoir 
ought to have been located where the high-service 
reservoir is built. If it had been, and all the water 
raised to that height, the cost of pumping this year 
would be $13,804.06, instead of $9,629.25; and the 
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proportion used in the high-service district is less than 
one-fiftieth of the total consumption. This seems to 
prove the practical economy and wisdom of the pres- 
ent locations of the reservoirs. 

The accompanying diagram, which shows the yearly 
rain-fall, was made from data kindly furnished me by 
James B. Francis, Agent of the Lo^ks and Canals 
Company, from their record taken at the Pawtucket 
dam. It would make quite a valuable addition to the 
records if a rain-gauge be placed at the Beacon-Street 
reservoir, which could be kept by the keeper.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE. City Hill. 

Lowell. January 1, 1884. 

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen — In accordance with the requirements 
of the city ordinance I respectfully submit herewith 
the eleventh annual report of the Superintendent of the 
Lowell Water Works for the year ending December 
31st, 1883. 

The total amount of water pumped during the year 
is 1,042,490,500 gallons, making an average amount 
used per day for each inhabitant of 40.8 gallons. This 
includes all the water used for manufacturing purposes, 
street fountains, extinguishing fires, sprinkling streets, 
&c. The total amount of water sold by meter meas- 
urement is 260,225,000 gallons. During the year an 
unusual amount of labor has been expended on repairs, 
especially on street-gate boxes, flush hydrant boxes, 
and service boxes. Many of these wooden boxes have 
now been in the ground over eleven years, and being 
subjected to the action of damp earth on the outside, 
and dead air on the inside, it has caused them to decay 
more rapidly than would be done under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. 

Oct. 19th, accompanied by the president of the Wa- 
ter Board and the City Engineer, the annual inspection 
of the filter gallery was made. The masonry was all 
in good condition, and there was no perceptible in- 
crease of sediment in the gallery. 
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Nov. 9th, the 24-inch man-hole cover at the Beaver 
Brook crossing was taken off, and a full head of water 
allowed to run through it for six hours, washing the 
whole conduit perfectly clean. 

PUMPING STATION. 

At the pumping station the Morris engine has 
pumped 803,694,400 gallons, and the Worthington 
has pumped 238,796,100 gallons of water. A section of 
the force main under the Morris pump on the straight 
line leading from the curve, having been cracked for 
some time, caused by the continual jar of the pump, 
was taken out April 2nd, and replaced by a wrought 
iron pipe with curved flanges at each end. The spring 
of these flanges takes off the jar from the pump so that 
no more difficulty need be apprehended. The cast 
iron reducing piece, four feet to two feet, which con- 
nects the air column to the quarter turn on the curve, 
having been cracked and patched for several years, has 
now been replaced by a wrought iron one, which was 
made for that purpose at the time the crack was first 
discovered. 

The new ring which was riveted to the pump-bucket 
last year, after running about twelve months, was found 
to be broken in several places, caused probably by the 
spring of the bucket. It was then thought advisable 
to have a heavier bucket made. The new bucket was 
cast by Downes & Cook, at the Atlantic Works, East 
Boston, and was finished up at the Lowell Machine 
Shop. The rim is seven-eighths of an inch thick, has 
ten wings, and weighs 1,635 w hile the old bucket 
was three-eighths of an inch thick, with eight wings, 
and weighed 1,293 lbs. The pump now runs much 
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steadier than it ever has before. The cast iron cut-off 
cam, which had been in use ever since the Morris en- 
gine was first set up, was worn so much on the side 
which takes steam, and also on the side which cuts off, 
that it caused the engine to be behind time in taking 
steam, and also in cutting oft'. This cam has now been 
taken off and turned down to a smooth cylinder. Then 
two pieces of bell metal, cast to a proper shape, were 
bolted on to the cylinder, forming cams, so that now the 
engine takes steam and cuts off, at the proper time, 
regulating much closer, and makes a saving of about 
fifty lbs. of coal for each million of gallons pumped. 

New screens have been put into the pump well. 
The space beneath the force main leading from the 
pump has been filled up with masonry, and the main 
pipe braced with four inch iron beams, thereby taking 
off the strain to the pipe caused by the working of the 
pump. 

HIGH SERVICE. 

During the year 18,737,782 gallons of water were 
pumped into the high-service reservoir. There has 
been no extension of cast iron mains on this division, 
but a 1^ inch wrought iron pipe has been laid from 
Beacon Street through Reservoir Street and Llewellyn 
Street, supplying water to four houses. In Belvidere 
there are 37 houses and one fountain, and in Central- 
ville there are 69 houses, six stables and one fountain 
now supplied with water from the high service system. 

EXTENSIONS. 

17,155 feet of cast iron main pipe have been laid this 
year, being an increase of 4000^ feet more than were 
laid last year. The longest main line was laid on 
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Chelmsford Street, consisting of 1428 feet of 12-inch 
pipe, forming a direct supply to feed the whole of that 
section of the city. 

LEAKS. 

There have been two leaks in joints of force main. 
Two 8-inch pipes and one 12-inch main have broken 
oft' on account of settling of the earth above the Inter- 
ceptional sewer. Two leaks in joints of main pipe, 
one leak caused by an 8-inch cap blowing off, and one 
8-inch main on the high-service on Mansur Street, 
split the whole length. Twenty-seven service pipes 
have broken off, most of them occasioned by the set- 
tling of sewer trenches. 

HYDRANTS. 

Th ere have been sixteen post hydrants set on exten- 
sions, and one hydrant set on Middlesex street, oppo- 
site the Cutter & Walker suspender factory. Changes 
of old hydrants for new have been made as follows: 
One on Middlesex Street, near Garnet Street, two on 
Merrimack Street, between Suffolk Street and Cabot 
Street, one on Cabot Street, near Salem Street, and 
eight on Adams Street. The old hydrant on Appleton 
street, near Gorham Street, and the flush hydrant on 
Hurd Street, about 100 feet from Central Street, have 
been taken out and discontinued. The Pattee & Per- 
kins hydrant, which was formerly on Grand Street, has 
been set on Brooks Street, and the Chapman Valve 
Co’s hydrant, which was formerly on Merrimack Street, 
opposite Central Street, has been set at the junction of 
West Sixth and West Street, taking the place of a Bos- 
ton Machine Co’s hydrant, which was cracked. 
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FIRE SERVICES. 

A 6-inch fire service has been laid on Sherman 
Street, from Lawrence Street to the Stirling Mills. 
Four-inch fire services have been put into R. C. Ken- 
dall & Co.’s mill on Lawrence Street, and the Lamson 
Cash Carrier Co.’s factory on Walker Street. A 6-inch 
gate has been set on Tremont Street, near Hall Street, 
and connects with a 6-inch pipe which runs into the 
yard of the Lawrence Manufacturing Company; and 
the 6-inch gate which was set last year for the Law- 
rence Manufacturing Company on Cooledge Street, 
near Hall Street, has been changed for an 8-inch gate. 

METERS. 

There are now 1246 meters in use, of which 167 
were set during the past year. Six Ball & Fitts me- 
ters, and 53 Fitts rotaries, having become worn so 
much that accurate registration could not be obtained, 
have been taken out and replaced by other kinds. Sev- 
enty Desper meters, 47 Worthington, and 2 Ball and 
Fitts meters have been taken out for repairs and then 
reset. Six Despers and one Worthington have been 
destroyed by freezing, and 160 Despers have required 
new spindle packings. The kind and sizes of meters 
are shown by the following: —

SERVICES. 

During the year the water has been shut oft' from 
the premises of 18 water takers, for non-payment of 
water rates; and the number let on upon payment of 
the rates is 9. The whole number of services remain- 
ing shut oft' for non-payment is 11. Three hundred 
and seventy new services have been put in this year, 
making a total of 6653 services now laid. Of these 
270 have been discontinued, and are shut off and dis- 
connected from the main pipe. Many of the |-inch 
services, which have been in use since water was first 
introduced, have become completely filled with rust, 
and this year 84 have been taken out and replaced by 
larger services; the charges made to the owners being 
about sufficient to cover the cost of the new pipe and 
fittings, but not for labor. I find by referring to the 
statistical tables of American Water Works, compiled 
by J. J. R. Croes, C. E., of New York, that there is 
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no other city in America as large as Lowell, except 
New Haven, Conn., where wrought-iron service pipes 
are now used; and I would recommend for your con- 
sideration the adoption of lead services in place of 
wrought-iron. 

ITEMS OF OTHER WORK DONE. 

During the past year every service, street gate and 
hydrant has been inspected and put in good repair. 
The street drinking fountain on Market Street, near 
Dutton Street, has been removed, and a new cup and 
tank fountain set on Shattuck Street. Also, the foun- 
tain at Hosford Square has been taken out and re- 
placed by a cup and tank fountain. The reservoir 
fence has been painted with mineral paint, and the 
high-service fence has been whitewashed. The floor 
at the terminal gate-house, being badly decayed, has 
been replaced by a new floor of kyanized lumber. 

Advantage was taken of the unusual low state of the 
water in Merrimack River last summer, to examine 
the screen at the inlet pipe which connects the river 
with the inlet chamber. The wooden rack was taken 
out and found to be much worn, and two of the slats 
were broken. A new rack was made, using the old 
frame, but instead of wooden slats, 3-8-inch brass rods 
were used. This will probably last for marry years. 
The 12-inch cement-lined pipe on Middlesex Street, 
between King and Garnet Streets, has been taken up 
and replaced by 8-inch cast-iron pipe, and a connection 
made with the 6-inch pipe leading from Appleton 
Street through Garnet Street. 

In addition to the main pipes there has been laid an 
amount of smaller sizes, as follows: —

City Marshal’s Office, 1 
Lowell, Mass., Dec. 28, 1883. J 

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City of 

Lowell : — 

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit" the fol- 
lowing report of the doings of the Police Department 
for the year ending Nov. 30, 1883: — 

The department, as now organized, consists of one 
Marshal, two Deputy Mashals, two Sergeants, two 
Detectives, fifty-one Regulars, and nine Supernum- 
eraries. 

The distribution of the force, as regards duty, is the 
same as the past year. 

Daniel M. Hayes and Charles J. Morse were ap- 
pointed Inspectors of Police. They have discharged 
their duties in an able and successful manner. 

Jacob G. Favor and Peter T. Corcoran have acted 
as Warrant or Court officers. They attend Police 
Court during its sessions, collect fines imposed, and 
convey prisoners to the institutions when sentenced. 
Both are capable and efficient officers. 

Isaac L. Libby and Levi Brown served as Keepers 
of the Lockup, and have given entire satisfaction. 
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John F. McCaffery and Frank Goodwin were de- 
tailed to look after the liquor interest. A report of 
their doings may be found under the head of Ordi- 
nance cases reported. 

DISCHARGES AND RESIGNATIONS. 

One regular officer was discharged. Two regular 
officers and one supernumerary officer tendered their 
resignations, which were accepted by the Board of 
Aldermen. 


SUSPENSIONS. 

But one suspension occurred during the year, that 
for neglect of duty. 

APPOINTMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Two supernumerary officers have been appointed, 
and two supernumerary officers were re-instated dur- 
ing the year. Three supernumerary officers have been 
promoted to the regular force, and two former regular 
officers have been re-instated. 

DEATHS. 

Benjamin F. Hanson, who entered the service March 
8th, 1881, died August 3, 1883, after an illness of four 
weeks, of pneumonia. He was an efficient officer, and 
was beloved by all who knew him.

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IMPORTANT CASES INVESTIGATED. 

Among the various cases investigated, the most 
noted are those of Mary Kershaw, a notorious thief 
and shoplifter; George E. Perry, George W. [Newton, 
Willard W. Brown, for breaking into a large number 
of buildings in Lowell and vicinity; John J. Hogan, 
Edward McCleary, Michael Powers, Alonzo J. Rebel* , 
Archibald and Waldo Waugh, burglars; who are now 
serving long sentences of imprisonment. A large 
amount of property was stolen by the above named, 
which was recovered by the arresting officers. 

A large number of cases reported which demanded 
investigation requiring considerable labor on the part 
of the officers, are of such character that they cannot 
be presented in form or summarized. 

The members of the department have, with a few 
exceptions, performed their duties in a satisfactory 
manner. My desire has been that the force, of all 
grades, might reach a standard of excellence; and I 
point with some pride to the fact that of the higher 
crimes committed, the offenders were arrested and 
found guilty. This is gratifying, and must show to 
the citizens of Lowell that the officers are zealous in 
the discharge of their duties. 

I have made an effort to conduct the department on 
a basis of economy, as well as efficiency. As a result, 
a very large saving has been made. 
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ADDITIONAL BEATS. 

Two additional beats have been made during the 
year, — one day and one night. This is owing to the 
opening to the public of the new Aiken street bridge. 
They are at the present time patroled by supernumer- 
ary officers. 

The past year has been one of unusual quiet as 
regards crime. No serious disturbances or outbreaks 
have occurred during the year. 

Special pains have been taken to render the fire de- 
partment every assistance to protect life and property. 
Both have worked harmoniously together, and the very 
best of feeling exists between the two departments. 

In concluding this report, I desire to return my 
thanks to His Honor the Mayor and Committee on 
Police, for the kind and courteous treatment I have 
received at their hands during the past year. To 
Deputy Marshals Wood and Howard, and to the force 
generally, I am under obligations for their kind assis- 
tance and co-operation; also, to His Honor Nathan 
Crosby and Samuel P. Hadley, Judge and Clerk of 
the Police Court, respectively, for valuable counsel 
and advice.

Of the foregoing the following have, been finally disposed in the 
manner hereinafter stated : 


SAUNDERS v. LOWELL. 

This was an action for damages occasioned by the building of the 
marginal sewer, and had been for some years pending. It had been 
once before the Supreme Court and a decision rendered there, which 
practically settled the question of the city’s liability and left the 
matter of the assessment of damages alone open. Prior to March 
1, 1883, this question had been, by agreement of parties, referred 
to a Board of Referees, composed of Daniel S. Richardson, Esq., of 
this city, chairman ; John A. Loring, Esq., of Boston and John W. 
Hammond, Esq., of Cambridge. This board met last March and a 
hearing was had of some days’ duration. Judge E. R. Hoar, who 
had been employed by the city in the earlier stages of the case, and 
was therefore familiar with it, conducted the case for the defendant 
at the hearing. The referees finally awarded the plaintiff damages 
in the sum of $14,080.00, which included interest from the time of 
the laying of the sewer, which sum was paid by the city and the case 
thereby ended. 
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THE CHELMSFORD STREET CASES, 

So called, include Dean et al . , Trustees v. Lowell , heirs of J . E. 

Hadley v. Lowell , Maria T. Stevens v. Lowell , JwZta H. 

Butterfield v. Lowell , and M. ,7. Livingston et. al.,v. Lowell. 

Of these, the two first named and the last have been settled ; the 
former b} r verdicts of sheriff's jury ; the latter, after the verdict in 
the former had been sustained in the Supreme Court, by the City 
Council. 

In Dean et al ., Trustees, v. Lowell, the verdict, including costs, 
amounted to $6032.82. In Hadley heirs v. Lowell, also including 
costs, the verdict was $902.08. In Livingston et aZ., v. Lowell, 
the plaintiff’s claim was extinguished by payment of $1500 in full for 
damages, interest and costs. 

FLYNN v. LOWELL. 

This was a petition for a jury to assess damages occasioned by the 
laying out of Mead street. The street, as located in the resolution, 
passed directly through a new and comparatively valuable house of 
the plantiff, and took in the greater part of the lot occupied by the 
house. The house had been once advertised for sale by the city and 
the sale postponed on the day thereof. Various attempts had been 
made from time to time to effect a settlement of the plaintiff’s claim. 
His demand included not only damages for loss of the land taken for 
the street and necessary injury to his building, but also damages to 
his remaining land, loss of rents by reason of the attempted sales of 
his house by the city, and considerable expense already incurred by 
him in the litigation, aggregating in all $5000. The case was finally 
disposed of by the payment to the plaintiff of $3693, and the proper 
entry made on the records of the Superior Court, in which the pro- 
ceedings were pending. 
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WRIGHT LOWELL. 

The defense of this suit was assumed by the Horse Railroad Co., 
that corporation being the party finally liable. Trial was had at the 
March term of the present year, a verdict rendered for the plaintiff 
and satisfied by the Railroad Co. 

DUNPHY LOWELL 

This was an action brought to recover damages for personal in- 
juries sustained by the plaintiff by falling on a defective sidewalk on 
Jefferson street. The alleged defect was a hole in the concrete 
crossing, and the injury sustained was a fracture of the ankle. It 
appearing on investigation that the place was plainly defective and 
that the city could interpose no defense, a settlement was made 
without trial, by payment to the plaintiff of $2.50, being in full for 
damages and costs. 

CLARRY v. LOWELL. 

An application to the Superior Court for a jury to assess damages 
done by taking land of the plaintiff in the widening, altering and 
laying out anew, of Powell street. Damages claimed were $500. 
The case was settled without trial for $200. 

Of the cases brought prior to March 1st, 1883, the following are 
still pending : 

STEVENS v. LOWELL. 

This case belongs to the group known as the “ Chelmsford street” 
cases. The damage sustained is not large and a satisfactory settle- 
ment can in all probability be soon effected, without the necessity of 
a jury trial. 

BUTTERFIELD v. LOWELL. 

This also like the immediately preceding case, is an application for 
a jury to determine the plaintiff's damages by reason of the widening 
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©f Chelmsford street. The action has been pending since November 
1878, but the damage sustained is comparatively small and there will 
doubtless be a disposition made of it without trial. 

PEYEY v. LOWELL. 

This case depends substantially upon the same facts as did the 
Saunders case before referred to. After the report of the referees 
in that case, an attempt was made by the City Council to affect a 
settlement in this. A committee specialy constituted for the purpose 
reported an estimate of the damages sustained, and a resolution 
authorizing the payment of the amount of the award, to the Pevey 
Bros., passed both bodies of the Council, but failed to finally take 
effect, by reason of the Mayor’s veto thereof, on the ground that the 
damages awarded were excessive. 

BACHMAN v . LOWELL. 

This is an application for a jury to assess damages resulting to the 
petitioner’s mill property on Beaver Brook in Dracut, by the erec- 
tion of piers of the Aiken street bridge, thereby obstructing the flow 
of water. The exact extent of the damage can be ascertained only 
by tests to be made by experts and covering different periods of time. 
Proceedings of a similar nature in behalf of the same petitioner are 
now pending against the Lawrence Manuf. Co., the Merrimack 
Manuf. Co., the Boott Cotton Mills, and the Massachusetts Cotton 
Mills. None of these cases can be presently settled and it is 
probable that all will be disposed of at the same time. 

WEBSTER, Adm., v LOWELL. 

This also is a petition to the Superior Court for a jury to assess 
damages. The alleged damages resulted from discontinuance of a 
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portion of Hanover Street. The Tremont and Suffolk Mills have 
assumed the defence of the case, and trial will probably be had at the 
next term of Court. 

SHAW STOCKING CO. v. LOWELL. 

This is an application for a jury to assess damages done by the 
cutting off of an ancient water course by the building of sewers in 
Powell and Smith Streets. A seemingly fair proposition for settle- 
ment, made by the plaintiff, is now under consideration. The case 
will probably in any event stand open until the September term of 
Court. 


DUCKWORTH v. LOWELL. 

An action to recover damages for personal injuries of the plaintiff. 
The Telephone Company has assumed the defence of this case, that 
company being finally liable in event of judgment being rendered 
for the plaintiff. 


ASHWORTH v. LOWELL. 

This is an action to recover damages for personal injury of this 
plaintiff, received by falling on the sidewalk of Fenwick Street, in 
Feburary, 1881. The injuries consisted of a broken arm. This case 
has been continued to the present time at the request of the plaintiff, 
and it will probably not be tried at the next term, if at all. 

DANIELS v. LOWELL. 

This also is an action to recover for personal injury occasioned by 
the plaintiff’s falling on an accumulation of ice and snow, at the cor- 
ner of Gorham and Middlesex Street. It will undoubtedly be tried 
at the coming term of court, in March next. 
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CUNNANE LOWELL. 

The plaintiff fell on Central street, near Lj’ons. The defect is 
alleged to have been an uneven and rough accumulation of ice and 
snow. Severe and probabty permanent injuries were sustained. The 
case will be in order for trial at the next term. 

Of the cases instituted during the present year in which the City 
has been a party, the following have been disposed of : — 

MAGGIE L. WELLS v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff fell upon an icy sidewalk on Butterfield street, 
January 10th, 1882 and broke her ankle. After the plaintiff had 
entered the action in Court she requested a hearing before the Com- 
mittee on Claims, and it appearing that no doubt existed as to the 
defective condition of the sidewalk, the Committee awarded her 
$200, which was accepted as full settlement, and proper entiy made. 

SARAH HARVEY v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff fell January 28th, 1883, on Bridge Street, near the 
temporary foot bridge, and fractured her ankle. The case was settled 
b} T the Committee on Claims, after entry in Court. 

SARAH F. KITTREDGE v. LOWELL. 

This was an action to recover damages for personal injuries 
occasioned by a fall the plaintiff received in December, 1882, on 
Hurd Street, near the junction of Warren Street. The injuiy con- 
sisted of a broken arm. The case was tried at the September term 
of the Court and a verdict rendered for the plaintiff, for $450, which 
sum was at once paid by the City. 

WILLIAM F. DAVIS v. Lowell. 

This suit was instituted to enforce a claim against the city on 
account of personal injuries, the result of a street defect. It was 
advantageously settled, without trial. 
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JAMES TRYON v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff rented certain land on Lane Street, and the city with- 
out the plaintiffs consent occupied the land during the building of a 
sewer in School Street, with their temporary shops, etc., to recover 
compensation for which occupancy this action was brought. It was 
settled without trial by an entry of judgment for plaintiff for $25.00, 
which judgment has been satisfied. 

Of the cases instituted during the present year the following are 
still pending : 


LOWELL v. MILTON FOX. 

In 1881 the city through the Water Board made a contract with 
the defendant for the purchase of certain real estate for the purpose 
of erecting thereon a high service reservoir. 

After the contract, as claimed by the cit} r , was complete, but be- 
fore a deed of the land had been given, the city by its agents entered 
upon said land and constructed the reservoir. The defendant now 
refuses to give the deed in accordance with the terms of the contract 
proposed by himself, and this is a proceeding in equffy to compel him 
to abide by the terms of his contract and give the deed. The bill 
was filed in the Supreme Judicial Court in September last, and answer 
thereto has been made by the defendant denjing the rights of the city 
to the relief sought. 

The case will be set down for a hearing at an early da}\ 

DANIEL HUSSEY v. LOWELL. 

This suit is brought to recover back $1 127, paid by the plaintiff 
under protest in writing as taxes on personal propert}” in 1882. The 
case is prepared for trial this coming term. 
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MARTHA W. SMITH v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff fell on an accumulation of ice on French street, Feb- 
ruary 3d, 1883. The injury was a severe fracture of the thigh. The 
defense was that the way was not a public street and that sufficient 
notice of that fact had been given the public. At the trial the jury 
found the street not to have been a public way as contended by the 
defendant, but also found that no sufficient notice had been given to 
the public and rendered a verdict for the plaintiff in the sum of $1627. 
Exceptions were saved which will be argued in the Supreme Court at 
this present term thereof, in March. 

MARY JONES v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff fell on Fenwick street, January 12th, 1883, and sus- 
tained personal injury thereby, to recover damages for which this 
action was brought. This and the two following cases will be ready 
for trial next term. 

ROSA FOLEY v. LOWELL. 

Also an action to recover for personal injury received by a fall on 
Branch street, March 4th, 1883. 

MARY A. SWAIN v. LOWELL. 

In this case the plaintiff fell on Broadway, February 26th, 1883, 
by slipping on an icy sidewalk, and seeks in the suit to recover com- 
pensation for damages so received. 


The foregoing report, dealing as its does with that class only of 
the city’s business which finds its way into courts, falls far short neces- 
sarily of giving an adequate idea of the actual duties of the Solicitor’s 
office. In the single matter of claims for damages for personal in- 
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juries, very many are disposed of without actual litigation of any 
kind, some by the committee on claims, which holds frequent hearings, 
concerning such cases during the } T ear, some by reason of the unwill- 
ingness of claimants to risk a proceeding in court, but all requiring 
more or less investigation by the Solicitor and forming no inconsider- 
able portion of the duties of the office. The growth of the city, 
involving as its necessarily must public improvements of magnitude 
in the matter of streets, bridges, sewers and public buildings, brings 
with it increased duties and responsibilities to all the various depart- 
ments and, as cannot but be apparent to all, demands continually 
more and more of the time and attention of the City Solicitor. 

The duties of the office for the year just past, which can only par- 
tially be stated in detail, have been rendered far less arduous than 
would otherwise have been the case, by reason of the uniformly kindly 
services and ready assistance, rendered whenever requested, by the 
various officials of the city, and for which in conclusion I desire to 
acknowedge my indebtedness.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Office of Superintendent of Institutions at City Farm, 1 
Lowell, Mass., Dec. 31, 1883. f 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor of the City of Lowell : — 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with the rules of your 
Board and of the City Council, I most respectfully 
submit my annual report. 

The City Council, on the recommendation of the 
Overseers of the Poor, appropriated sixty thousand 
dollars for the erection of suitable buildings, and heat- 
ing the same with steam. The Committee on Lands 
and Buildings, with the Overseers, contracted for two 
buildings, — one for the insane, one hundred and forty- 
four feet long, and thirty-six feet wide, with ell, all 
three stories high, with basement under; with a two- 
story wing, sixty-six by twenty-six feet, with kitchen, 
laundry, and boiler room, also a baker’s oven. They 
also contracted at the same time for the erection of a 
pauper building, with superintendent’s apartments con- 
nected in form of a wing, — the main building being 
one hundred and twenty-eight feet long by thirty-six 
feet, — all three stories high, with basement underneath. 

All the buildings are provided with suitable fire 
escapes outside and fire service on each floor, making 
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them as secure as possible in case of fire. All the 
buildings are completed and occupied, and are more 
comfortable than the old ones. Still there is room for 
improvement. 

FARM. 

During the year the work on the farm has varied but 
little from last year. The season was dry. The early 
frosts damaged the fall crops to a great extent. Toma- 
toes and squashes in particular suffered badly. The 
potato crop was very good. Hay was about an aver- 
age of last year. The value of all the various kinds 
of fruit and vegetables harvested during the year was 
seven thousand one hundred and fifty-four dollars and 
fifty-seven cents ($7,154.57). The amount received 
from sales of produce from the farm for the year was 
two thousand and eighty dollars and fifty-eight cents 
$2,080.58. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

The health of the school continues to be excellent 
to a wonderful degree. The regular habits of all the 
inmates produce this result. Steam and water have 
been introduced in this building, which is a great im- 
provement. The number of children sent to this insti- 
tution is annually increasing, and consequently some 
arrangement should be made to increase our accommo- 
dations. The pauper children exceed in numbers the 
sentenced ones. For the attendance at school, I refer 
you to the report of W. A. Lang, Teacher and 
Chaplain. 
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EXPENDITURES. 

The average number of inmates supported in the 
almshouse being one hundred and ninety-one; in the 
workhouse, fifty; in the house of employment for 
juvenile offenders, thirty-six; makes the whole average 
number supported in all the institutions to be two 
hundred and seventy-seven. The average number of 
persons whose board was paid, was fifteen, which leaves 
the actual average number supported in the institutions 
at an expense to the city, two hundred and sixty-two. 

The amount of bills paid for all expenses at the 
institutions at the city farm, was thirty-two thousand 
six hundred and twenty-six dollars and eighty-eight 
cents ($32,626.88) . From this amount I deduct the 
following items: — 

Nine thousand one hundred and thirty-four dollars 
and seventy-five cents ($9,134.75), the value of four 
thousand four hundred and eighty provision orders, 
delivered as per orders of the secretary of the Over- 
seers of the Poor; one hundred and sixty-one dollars 
and forty-two cents ($161.42), the value of paper bags, 
baskets, etc., that were used in the delivery of the 
same; six hundred and sixty-four dollars and fifty 
cents, the cost of delivering the same; two thousand 
and eighty dollars and fifty-eight cents ($2,080.58), 
the amount received from the sales of produce from 
the farm; two thousand one hundred and twenty-nine 
dollars and seventy-nine cents ($2,129.75), the amount 
for board of sundry persons in the institutions; two 
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hundred and twenty-five dollars for seating of chairs ; 
which leaves the actual cost of the support of the 
city’s poor to be eighteen thousand two hundred and 
thirty dollars and eighty-four cents ($18,230.84), a 
yearly cost of sixty-nine dollars and fifty-eight cents 
($69.58) each, or a weekly cost of one dollar and 
thirty-three cents ($1.33). 

SMALL POX HOSPITAL. 

This building has remained closed during the year. 
The contents are in good order, and could he made 
ready for use at short notice. The building needs a 
few repairs, otherwise it is in good condition. 

I would also thank Dr. Eaton for the prompt manner 
in which he has always responded to the many calls 
which have been made upon him, and for his kindness 
and patience towards all the inmates of the various 
institutions. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

The number of inmates in the almshouse Jan. 1, 
1883, was one hundred and sixty-three, — eighty-one 
males and eighty females. During the year there were 
admitted three hundred and forty-eight, — one hundred 
and ninety-three males and one hundred and fifty-five 
females ; making the whole number for the year to be 
five hundred and four, — two hundred and sixty-six 
males and two hundred and thirty-eight females. Of 
this number there were discharged two hundred and 
fifty-one, — one hundred and thirty-nine males and one 
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hundred and twelve females, leaving the number of 
inmates remaining Dec. 31, 1883, to be two hundred 
and fifty-three, — one hundred and twenty-eight males 
and one hundred and twenty-five females. The aver- 
age number supported for the year was one hundred 
and ninety-one. 

There were, during the year, ten births in the alms- 
house, — eight males and two females. Of those dis- 
charged in the almshouse, forty-six died, — eighteen 
males and twenty-eight females, — of the following dis- 
eases: Consumption, fifteen; general debility, five; 
softening of the brain, one; chronic diarrhoea, two; 
delirium tremens, three; erysipelas, one; old age, three; 
cholera infantum, two; paralysis, two; marasmus, one; 
inanition, one; abcess, two; heart disease, two; croup, 
three; tumor, one; cancer, one; Bright’s disease, one. 

INSANE. 

The number of insane in the almshouse January 1, 
1883, was forty-nine, — sixteen males and thirty-three 
females. During the 3 r ear there were admitted forty- 
nine, — seventeen males and thirty-two females ; making 
the whole number for the year to be ninety-eight, — 
thirty-three males and sixty-five females. Of this 
number there were discharged during the year twenty- 
seven, leaving the number remaining December 31, 
1883, to be seventy-one, — twenty-one males and fifty 
females. Of the number of insane discharged, there 
were seven that died. 

The above statistics of the insane are also included 
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in those of the almshouse. The number of deaths in 
the almshouse (forty-six) covers all the institutions, — 
the whole number in the various institutions during the 
year being six hundred and eighty -six. 

WORKHOUSE. 

This institution, in connection with the almshouse, 
continues to receive persons sentenced to it by the 
police court. The number of inmates January 1, 1883, 
was twenty-four males and sixteen females. The num- 
ber committed during the year was ninety-six, — 
twenty-five males and seventy-one females; making 
the whole number to be one hundred and sixteen, — 
forty-one males and seventy-five females. Of this 
number there were discharged during the year seventy- 
four, leaving the number December 31, 1883, to be 
forty two, — ten males and thirty-two females. The 
average number supported for the year was fifty. 
The number pardoned during the year was thirteen. 
The number of commitments was as follows : — 

Two males and seven females, for larceny; seven 
females for drunkenness; four females for drunken- 
ness, third offence; eleven males and twenty-four 
females, common drunkards ; five males and one female, 
for vagrancy; two females for assault and battery; 
four females for night- walking; one for breaking 
glass ; one male for defrauding boarding-house. Seven 
were committed for ten days, two for thirty days, eight 
for two months, forty-six for six months, one for eight 
months, one for nine months, twelve for twelve months. 
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The longest sentence was for one year; the shortest, 
for ten days. The oldest person committed was eighty 
years; the youngest, eighteen years. Of those com- 
mitted, forty-nine were born in Ireland, thirty-two in 
America, three in England, five in Scotland, one in 
St. Johns, two in Canada, one in Nova Scotia. 

I close this report with a keen appreciation of your 
hearty support.

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REPORT OF THE DISPENSARY PHYSICIANS. 


Free Dispensary Rooms, Lowell, Feb. 1, 1884. 

To the Overseers of the Poor of Loivell : — 

Gentlemen: — The Physicians of the Free Dispen- 
sary respectfully present to you their report for the 
year 1883. The staff have attended to their duties 
cheerfully, and are gratified to feel that their labors are 
appreciated by the patients, and that the Dispensary 
has a good name among the poor people of Lowell. 
The number of patients treated has increased every 
year. Nine hundred and forty-nine (949) were treated 
in 1883, as compared with eight hundred and twenty 
in 1882. The number of new prescriptions filled by 
the drug clerk during the year Avas 5,562. The num- 
ber was 4,027 in 'J882. This does not indicate the 
Avhole number of prescriptions put up, as many were 
repeated, and a list of repetitions has not been kept.

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor : — 

Gentlemen: — What I have to say to you in this 
report will be quite brief, as you understand the pauper 

business quite well. The last year, that is, 1883, has 

* 

been extremely hard for the poor. One cause is low 

4 

wages, — lower than ever known before. Another 
cause is the decline in business, throwing out of em- 
ployment from two to three thousand persons. Unless 
business does revive this spring, it will be much worse 
for this department. We find many families very des- 
titute for food and clothing, more so than at any time 
for the past six years, and we have got to aid ; and the 
citizens understand that the poor have a hard time 
to live. 

We have aided out-of-town cases, and in most every 
case we have been re-imbursed by cities and towns; 
but state cases we have not been so successful with. 
The state pays as it pleases, but never pays all. It 
may be that the state cannot pay all its debts, or will 
not. The state law for temporary aid is, in fact, no 
help to the poor. Four weeks at any one time, and 

( 27 ) 
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one dollar per week for five persons in a family; and if 
ten persons, no more. We have aided on the city 
many families, to keep them from starvation, after the 
four weeks have expired. It is not all state poor that 
wish to go to Tewksbury Almshouse. That clause in 
the law ought to be repealed; it is a disgrace to 
Massachusetts state charities; no charity about such a 
law. The poor are encouraged to come here, and they 
are not much to blame. We have been more expen- 
sive than years before, and it must be expected each 
year, if we continue to increase in population.

BRIDGES. 

The bridge over Concord River on Lawrence street has been entire- 
ly rebuilt, and the centre raised to an even surface. 

The Concord River Bridge on East Merrimack street has been 
thoroughly overhauled, the chords straightened up and the truss 
rods tightened. It has also been replanked. I now consider the 
bridge safe for at least five years. 

The stone arch bridge on Broadwa} T has been widened about fifteen 
feet on the southerly side. The bridge now covers the full width of 
the street. 

The bridges on Market, Dutton, Lincoln and Plain streets have 
been replanked. 

The bridge on Market street, over the Western Canal, should be 
rebuilt this spring. 

Aiken street bridge was opened to public travel March, 23, 1883. 

Central Bridge was crossed by the horse cars September 1st, for

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For the present year I would recommend that Lawrence street be 
paved with granite blocks from Wamesit street southerly to the 
canal, and macadamized from Wamesit street to Church street. The 
street is now in bad condition, and the improvement is much needed. 

The present season this work can be done more economically than 
at any other time as the large amount of earth required to be removed 
for the paving and macadamizing can all be used for filling at Taylor 
street. 

Also, that Branch street, from Coral to Loring street, be paved 
with granite blocks, it being very difficult to keep a graveled street 
in good condition with the horse railroad track in the centre. 

Also, that the old granite blocks on Dutton street be taken up, 
broken into small blocks and the street repaved. 

Thorndike street, from the Canal Bridge to Middlesex street should 
also be repaved with small granite blocks. 

Also, that the wooden paving on Bridge street, from Third street 
to Sixth street, be removed and the street repaved with granite. 

Although the first cost of paving is large, when its durability, and 
the small expense required for repairs are taken into consideration, I 
believe it will be found that for our principal streets where there is a 
great amount of heavy travel, that it is the most economical in the 
end. 

Next to paving, in the above respects, comes macadamizing, and I 
believe that in the interests of economy the city should do a large 
amount of this work every year. 

In closing, allow me to express my thanks to the Committee on 
Streets and on Sewers for the support afforded me in the discharge 
of my duties during the past year.

Lowell, January 15th, 1884. 

The Mayor and Board of Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: Herein is submitted the Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Street Lamps for the year ending December 31, 
1883.

ESTABLISHING THE SALARIES OF OFFICERS OF THE CITY 
OF LOWELL FOR THE YEAR I SSI. 

RESOLVED , by the Board of Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Lowell , in City Council as- 
sembled, as follows : — 

The salaries of the several city officers for 
that portion of the year beginning on the first 
of January, and ending on the thirty-first day 
of December, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-four, shall be at the rate herein men- 
tioned; to be paid monthly, unless herein 
otherwise ordered. 

Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall Mayor, 
be at the rate of two thousand dollars per 
annum. 

Sect. 2. The salary of the City Clerk city cierk.
